Democrats sweep state, county; 


Drinan, Backman, win 


Democrats were the clear victors in the 
major races in Newton Tuesday, with 
Jimmy Carter, Edward Kennedy and 
Con. Robert Drinan leading the ballot 
here. 

Carter polled 25,116 to President Ford's 
18,372 votes. 

Incumbent Congressman Robert 
Drinan won by more than 7000 votes in 
Newton and by more than 5000 in 
Brookline over Republican Arthur 
Mason, and took the entire Fourth 
Congressional District by a wide margin. 

State Sen. Jack Backman bested his 
Republican challenger' Aaron Spencer of 
Newton, by nearly two to one to retain his 
seat from the Newton-Brookline District. 
Libertarian party candidate David Long 
of Brookline got a total of 2035 votes in the 
two communities. 

State Representative 

All Newton’s state representatives will 
be Democrats. The three incumbents — 
Lois Pines of the 19th District, David 
Mofenson of the 18th, and Peter 
Harrington of the 17th - were reelected, 
and Joe DeNucci, who ousted Rep. 
Richard McGrath in the Democratic 
primary' turned away the opposition of 
Republican George Withington by a 
better than two-to-one vote in the 16th 
District. 

Pines was opposed by Republican 
Howard Passman, Mofenson by Robert 
Snyder, whose named appeared on the 
ballot but did not campaign, and 
Harrington faced two challengers, A. 


With a public hearing set for Nov. 16, 
would-be developers of the Murley land 
on Dedham Street have already revised 
their plans to build a proposed 196 
townhouses down to 154 units. 

Former Alderman Alan Barkin, one of 
the developers, presented the proposal to 
a largely hostile audience of more than 
100 people last week at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School. 

The 30-acre parcel at the head of 
Parker Street, Ward 8, would need 
rezoning from its present Residence A 
district to Residence D, and permissive 
use would be needed to build the 
townhouses. 

Residence A, requiring 25,000 square 
feet per house, would allow 40 single¬ 
family houses to be built in a subdivision; 
Barkin proposes a density of 8000 square 
feet per unit, "one of the highest in the 
city" for attached dwellings or apart¬ 
ments, he said. 

The development would not be able to 
be seen from Dedham Street, Barkin 
said, because existing trees would be 

retained. 

Opposition to the proposal has been 
increasing since neighbors first became 
aware of the development plan. 

Other land in the general area is under 
fire, notably 27 acres at Nahanton and 
Winchester Streets, for which a 112-unit 
condominium complex has been proposed 
and temporarily shelved. 

Another major parcel, the Novitiate 
land on Winchester Street jiear Nahan¬ 


ton, is for sale. The Newton Conservation 
Commission wishes to acquire 15 acres of 
river frontage, and the Newton Con¬ 
servators, Inc., wants the city to acquire 
all 60 acres as a southside municipal 
park. 

A woman at the Meadowbrook meeting 
expressed the fears of many neighbors. 
"If you get a zone change," she said to 
Barkin, “wouldn't the golf club (Charles 
River Country Club) go next?" 

Another said, "If Nahanton Street goes 
in, the Novitiate land will go to con¬ 
dominiums." 

A man was afraid that there will not be 
a market for condominiums and the 
dwellings will have to be rented out. 

Taxes to be paid the city were a point of 
argument between Barkin and opposing 
neighbors. They claimed the develop¬ 
ment would produce only $300'000- 
$400,000 in taxes, compared to $200,000- 
$300,000 from single-family-house 
development. 

Barkin said those figures were wrong 
and the tax revenue would he "more like 
$700,000." 

The proposed condominiums will sell at 
$60,000 to $90,000 each . 

Other objections voiced at the meeting 
were the violation of residents' con¬ 
fidence in the zoning laws, and the lack of 
a master plan for the area that would 
show what may be built where.

There are currently 12 plans being 
studied for closing up to four elementary 
schools on the south side of the city by 
1981, and all but two include closing 
Weeks Junior High by 1981 or before. 

School Committee member Paul Ash' 
chairman of the Subcommittee on 
Student Enrollment and Building 
Utilization, has been investigating 
several alternatives of Plan G which 
would close Weeks as a junior high school 
in 1977 or 1978 and redistrict Oak Hill 
elementary students and use the Oak Hill 
building with Meadowbrook Junior High 
for grades 7-9. 

Parents, teachers, students, and 
neighbors heard the several versions of 
dosing plans at a meeting at Weeks last 
Thursday night.

In winking at home offices for 
professional use, the city of Newton lias 
been wrong for 20 years. 

That is the opinion of the current city 
solicitor, Howard Levine, and forms the 
basis of a new ordinance proposed by the 
planning director to control the conduct 
of business in residences. 

A public hearing on the petition will be 
held by the Land Use Committee Nov. 8. 

Of 91 communities surveyed by the 
Planning Department, only six, including 
Newton, make no provision in their 
zoning ordinances for "customary home 
occupations’" which in some cases in¬ 
clude professional occupations. Some 
communities distinguish between oc¬ 
cupations such as dressmaking and 
professions such as dentistry. 

Newton ordinances allow offices for 
professional use by doctors, lawyers, and 
others only in Residence E district 
'apartments). 

But a survey of occupations in the Polk 
city directory showed more than 500 
instances of professional occupations 
being conducted in homes and 61 in¬ 
stances of "customary home oc¬ 
cupations" being carried on in homes. 

To control the use of homes in 


residential areas, the Planning Depart¬ 
ment lias suggested several amendments 
to the zoning ordinance. 

Home offices would be limited to offices 
for a doctor' dentist, lawyer, architect, 
registered engineer, accountant, or 
member of a recognized profession 
i defined at length in the amendment I 
who lives on the premises. 

A customary home occupation would 
include but not be limited to that of an 
artist, musician, photographer, artist; 
teachers of art, photography, and music; 
dressmaker’ milliner, and craftsmen and 
artisans. 

The home office must be incidental to 
the use of the dwelling as a residence and 
may not occupy more than 30 percent of 
the net ground-floor area. 

No more than one nonresident may be 
employed m a home office' and only 
permanent residents may be employed in 
a home occupation. 

No more than three customers or pupils 
may be present at any one lime. 

Legal off-street parking must be 
provided. 

The Board of Aldermen may allow 
deviation from these conditions by 
special permission.

Eliminating known 
cancer risks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
noted British cancer specialist 
says a large proportion of 
malignant disease can be 
eliminated if people would 
change their way of life. 

But Dr. Richard Doll, profes¬ 
sor of medicine at Oxford, 
concedes that is not likely. 

“Life, it will be said, is for 
the living," he said in a recent 
lecture at the National Cancer 
Institute. 

“Different people enjoy it 
different ways and few of them 
have any desire to emulate the 
hypochrondriac who lived his 
life as an invalid so that he 
could die healthy." 

Doll noted that a large 
percentage of cancers now are 
known to be caused by en¬ 
vironmental factors of one kind 
or another. But until more is 
known about the basic 
mechanisms responsible for 
malignancies, he said only two 
things can be done to reduce 
cancer incidence — control the 
introduction of cancer causing 
agents into the environment, 
and reduce contact with those 
already there. 

He said determining what is 
and what is not cancer-causing 
is a problem with multiple 
difficulties — not the least of 
which is testing an agent to see 
if it causes cancer in animals. 

Many of the risks already in 
the environment are known 
and it is these Doll said should 
be emphasized in efforts to 
reduce cancer rates. The 
problem is, he said, the major 
known risks are bound up in 
what commonly is regarded as 
the normal way of life. 

“If we are to make any 
serious impact on the incidence 
of cancer we shall have to 
persuade people not to sun¬ 
bathe when the sun and the 
ultraviolet flux are high and to 
return to the use of old- 
fashioned stockings which 
filtered off the ultraviolet light 
so much more effectively than 
nylon or no stockings at all. 

“We shall ether have to stop 
smoking and reduce our con¬ 
sumption of alcohol, or find a 
way to remove carcinogens 
(cancer causers) from tobacco 
smoke and from alcohol 
drinks. 

"We shall either have to 
reduce the extent of sexual 
promiscuity or protect the 
cervix from infection by the 
use of obstructive methods of 
contraception. 

"This will not sound an 
unreasonable program to a 
Seventh Day Adventist who has 
already adojbtqd most of it, but 
it will hardly comment itself to 
the public at large.” 

Taking that all into account, 
Doll said the most practical 
way of making a major impact 
on the risk of death from 
cancer is to reduce smoking, or 


at least reduce the tar a»d 
nicotine in cigarettes 

Doll estimated that in Eng¬ 
land an elimination of smoking 
would reduce cancer death 
rates by 50 per cent in 40 years 
with the introduction of a 
nonsmoking generation. But he 
said prohibition of cigarettes is 
now unthinkable. 

However, he said there is 
accumulating evidence 
suggesting that l<Jw-lar and 
lownicotine cigarettes are less 
likely to produce lung cancer 
and heart disease than the 
high-tar, high-nicotine ciga¬ 
rettes that used to be the 
standard product. 

"In these circumstances, 
there is a strong case for 
limiting by legislation the tar 
and nicotine content of ciga¬ 
rettes and for a fiscal policy 
that would encourage smokers 
who are unable to stop to 
switch to a less-harmful type."

NEW DELHI (UPI) - 
Indians have charmed snakes 
for centuries. Now an 
American is teaching them the 
art of rearing the deadly 
reptiles. 

Romulus Whitaker, 33, is 
reputed to be the leading snake 
farmer of India and an 
authority on the treatment of 
snakebite victims. His interest 
in snakes, particularly the 
most lethal variety, the king 
cobra, is surpassed only by his 
love of India. 

Whitaker was taken to India 
as a child by his mother in 1951. 
He started a snake collection 
then which he has been adding 
to ever since. 

He opened his snake farm on 


a one-acre plot just outside the 
southern metropolis of 
Madras. The farm has grown 
from a collection of about a 
dozen reptiles to a full-fledged 
snake research center housing 
practically all species of 
snakes found in the country. 

The snakes bask and fatten 
under the warm sun and the 
farm has become a major 
tourist attraction in the city. 

Whitaker, who holds the title 
of founder-director of the farm, 


is originally from Long Island, 
N.Y. He returned to the United 
States when he was 18 and 
studied snakes at the Miami 
serpentarium. He returned to 
India after serving in the ar¬ 
my. 

His main interests are 
snakevenom research and the 
treatment of victims of 
snakebites. He also has per¬ 
fected the technique of ex¬ 
tracting the venom, which is 
later sent to the Haffkeine 


Institute in Bombay where the 
colorless, nonviscous liquid is 
turned into desperately needed 
anti-snakebite serum.

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Editorial 


Your vote 
counted 

For many recent past elections the early 
predictions of who would win and by how 
much made the whole process seem too 
planned and programmed. 

One could often watch the 6 o’clock 
evening news and get details on the winner. 

It would be hours before the polls closed and 
before hundreds of thousands had voted, but 
there was the assured announcer telling us 
the whole contest was over even before 
some began to vote. 

Newspapers were known to go out on the 
projection limb too. Remember the Chicago 
newspaper headlined Dewey the winner 
over Truman? 

If anything, this smooth, pat forecast 
made many a voter feel that his or her vote 
did not count. How could it when he heard 
about the winner with percentages of vic¬ 
tory even before the polls down the street 
had closed? 

But Tuesday’s tallying changed all that. 
The razor thin closeness of the presidential 
votes made every single ballot of utmost 
importance. It seemed to restore the full 
worth to every vote, every ballot. 

The close count put new emphasis on your 
vote and maybe your brother's or aunt’s 
across the country in California and sudden¬ 
ly we were no longer computerized dots on a 
graph drawn by an IBM punch card. 

The sloganeers said your vote counted. 
The election proved it did. 

Whose right to die 

The confusion and controversy over 
whether an individual should have the right to 
die is not likely to be ended by the California 
legislation signed into law by Gov. Jerry 
Brown. But it at least gives California 
residents the opportunity to consider serious¬ 
ly their own attitudes on the matter. 

' The law was passed, after much debate, by 
a 43 to 25 vote. Gov. Brown waited weeks 
before deciding to sign it. Opposition has been 
primarily from those who feared it was a 
first step toward euthanasia, especially of the 
old and senile. Yet the terms of the bill are 
quite restrictive. 

It enables an adult to make a living will in 
which he or she authorizes doctors to remove 
life sustaining procedures in case of serious 
illness, if those procedures only postpone the 
moment of death. Increasingly sophisticated 
machines have kept patients’ hearts beating 
often long after their brains have been 
"dead." These are cases in which life would 
not be sustained on its own, nor would there 
have been any known chance of recovery. The 
expense has often been extremely high. 
Physicians have feared suits. 

The law would also stipulate that the 
individual name someone who could reverse 
the decision, and it would have to be renewed 
every five years. The document must be 
witnessed by two people, neither of whom is 
related to the patient or involved in the 
medical treatment. Doctors who act under 
the instructions would not be liable, and the 
death could not be regarded as suicide. 

This law — and others being considered in 
other states — probably developed because of 
the highly publicized case of Karen Anne 
Quinlan. Ironically, and this may cause reser¬ 
vations among would-be signers of such living 
wills, the Quinlan girl is still breathing in a 
coma after the mechanical respirator was 
removed, as approved by the New Jersey 
Supreme Court.

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You may win, even if your candidate lost

By the time you read this you already 
know who’s going to be the next president 
of the United States. You may not be 
thrilled about it, but at least you know. 

As I write this, I don’t. 

And, less than hours before the polls 
open, I wouldn't even try to fake it with a 
guess. The closer the deadline, the closer 
the race seems to get. 

But I do know one thing: the winner 
probably won't panic over the up-and- 
down-economy. He’s used to being "all at 
sea.” 

Pause for a brief historical note: both 
Ford and Carter are former Navy of¬ 
ficers and both served in the Packfic in 
World 22))))))War II. This is a fairly 
recent trend that traces back only a few 
years through Nixon to Kennedy. Before 
that, every president with a military 
record, beginning with George You- 
Know-Who, had been an Army man. 

So If the next Commander-in-Chief 
tends to go on a bit about running a tight 
ship of state, bear with him. A little more 
military discipline might not be out of 
place in the oval office right now. 

For one thing, we've still got the same 
old problems this morning that we had 
yesterday at this time. The economy is 
bogged down in the doldrums and no 
amount of chirpy forecasting has been 
able to budge it. 

Economists keep telling us it’s only a 
temporary lull, that long-term recovery 
is right there on the horizon for all to see. 
It's just that the lull isn't quite as 
"temporary" as they thought it would be. 

The increase in national output has 
slipped to 4 per cent, which still might be 
enough to create jobs for new workers, 
but won't do a thing to reduce the 7.8 per 
cent rate of employment. 

In fact, more people filed the first-time 
unemployment benefits in a one-week 
period last month than at any time so far 
this year. 

And out of 150 major labor markets, 
most of them in key industrial areas, 115 
report a “substantial” number of people 
looking for jobs 
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ONLY FOUR 
YEARS A0O 
THIS WEEK.... 
H(W TIME 
FLIES WHEN

FUN. 


Those who are working may be earning 
more, but they're enjoying it less. 
Because what’s left after deductions for 
taxes and rejiggling for inflation is down 
again. 

The buying power of a typical worker 
shrank six-tenths of 1 per cent in Sep¬ 
tember, and if this keeps up it could play 
Scrooge with Santa's ho-ho-ho next 
month. 

Even nontypical workers, the boys in 
the executive suites who pull down six 
figures a year, are hurting. (Keeping in 
mind, of course, that all things are 
relative.) 

But a boss-type whose earnings have 
gone from $100,000 to $130,000 in the past 
10 years now finds himself, thanks to the 


same inflation and tax bites, with 20 per 
cent less to spend on fancy baubles for 
the family this Christmas. 

But don’t lurch for the lifeboats, yet. 
There are a few encouraging signs 
around. 

Take housing, for instance. One 
economic law is that you can't have a 
real, honest-to-gosh recovery without a 
healthy housing market. Well, after a 
disastrous couple of years, home building 
has taken off. 

Starts for new houses last month shot 
up to an annual rate of 1.8 million, which 
is an 18 per cent improvement over July. 
You have to remember, though, that 
housing statistics are like yo-yos, and it 
may be years before they hit the 
whoopdedo levels of 1972.

Still, the trend is up. From 1.4 million in 
the second quarter to 1.6 million in the 
third. And that's good. 

Also, food prices are down a little. 
That's even better, although you have to 
average totals to make it come out that 
way. It's a little hard to get excited over 
$1.39-a-pound pork chops when, in the 
very' next aisle, you get sandbagged with 
79-cents-a-head lettuce. 

But, overall consumer prices in Sep¬ 
tember went up only four-tenths of 1 per 
cent, which is the smallest increase in six 
months. Everything still costs more, but 
not as much more. And we have to cling 
to these small victories. 

So hand in there: you may win out yet, 
even if your candidate didn't. 


Does FBI director have the evidence?

WASHINGTON - The FBI has been 
catching a lot of flack recently and some 
of it lias been undeserved, or at least the 
bureau's director, Clarence Kelley, feels 
this way. So, in a speech planned for 
delivery the other day in New Mexico to a 
group of editors and publishers, Kelley 
planned to return a little of the fire. 

The essence of what the nation's top G- 
man was to say is as follows: 

"The journalist who tells it like it is, 
whether we are right or wrong - and most 
of them do - has my deepest respect and 


my pledge of cooperation. 

“But if a journalist continually displays 
an obsession to support his own hostile 
notions about our agency, or to support a 
boilerplate editorial policy without 
regard for objectivity, then he cannot 
expect to continue to enjoy any sort of 
productive relationship with us. 

“It is true that as a government agency 
we are accountable to the people. We will 
fulfill that obligation. But we will not 
continue to throw open the doors for those 
who invariably dash us with scalding 
water." 


Fair enough. But Kelley’s speech was 
not to be. The panic button was pushed. 
When White House Counsel Philip 
Buchen saw an advance wire service 
story on the Kelley talk, he immediately 
called Atty. Gen. Edward Levi telling 
him that the FBI director's address 
"didn't reflect the President's views on 
dealing with the press.” 

I-evi then swung into action. He placed 
a telephone call to Kelley, who at the time 
was aboard TWA Flight 217, about to take 
off in Chicago for New Mexico. Receiving 
this emergency message, the plane 
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turned around and taxied back to the 
terminal at O’Hare International Airport. 

After conferring with the attorney 
general by phone, Kelley deleted major 
portions of his prepared text. He then 
issued a brief statement through the 
Justice Dept, saying his planned talk 
“appears to give the wrong impression 
and does not truly reflect my feelings 
about the press. We seek not to blame 
others for our plight, but to enlis their 
help in our renaissance. Perhpas our 
concern unduly intruded upon our reason 
and gave rise to rhetoric which too 
harshly assessed the blame on the 
press." 

But what a tempest in a teapot! So, 
Kelley was going to criticize the press. So 
what? Big Deal! My only criticism of the 
planned Kelley talk is that it lacked 
specificity. If the FBI director has a 
complaint against certain members of 
the news Media then he should say who 
they are. He should single out those news 
stories he believes are unfair and say in 
what way they lack balance or per¬ 
spective. 

If Kelley has evidence that some 
members of the press are biased and seek 
information from the bureau only to 
distort it and use it against the FBI, then 
he owes it to all the members of the 
national news media covering the bureau 
to single out these individuals, lest doubts 
be cast on all those reporting on the FBI 

If there are, in fact, journalists who are 
hatcheting the bureau, I see no com¬ 
pelling reason why the FBI should assist 
these individuals in honing their axes. 

The news media is not sacrosanct. We 
are not sacred cows. The First Amend¬ 
ment applies to FBI directors just as it 
applies to us. 

So, c'mon Mr. Buchen, Mr. Levi. 
Loosen up. If we can dish it out, I see no 
reason why occasionally we can't take a 
little of it. 


Dukakis feels he's now out of the doghouse

Governor Michael S. Dukakis is understandably buoyed 
these days as he criss-crosses the Commonwealth in a 
grassroots effort to reach out to the electorate and make 
folks understand what he's doing to make government 
work. 

Badgered and bedeviled for the first year and a half of his 
administration, the chief executive now feels he may be out 
of the doghouse with many voters, and, indeed, public 
opinion polls substantiate this assessment. From an "un¬ 
favorable" majority just nine months ago, the "new" 
Dukakis” now is viewed favorably by more persons then 
those who disapprove of him 

Without question, Governor Dukakis remains plagued by 
an image of leaderlessness stemming, in large measure, 
from his disastrous first year in office. Nonetheless it is true 
that the young chief executive has moved positively to 
alleviate problems that are residual from prior ad- 
minstrations on Beacon Hill. 

Dukakis' relationship with the Massachusetts Legislature 
remauis standoffish. Assuredly, however, he is making a 
belated effort to correct this huge gap in his effort at run¬ 
ning state government. This is emphasized by a new and 
wanner relationship with Senate President Kevin B. 
Harrington and a gradual thawing of same with House 
Speaker Thomas W. McGee. 

Is there a changing mood in the state towards the 
governor? The evidence is in the affirmative, and Dukakis 
himself is convuiced of it based upon his reception at the 


regular twice monthly "town meetings” he holds 
throughout Massachusetts. 

Just short months ago, Dukakis was greeted at these 
sessions with outright or thinly veiled hostility, complaints, 
and questions or observations that reflected bitter disen¬ 
chantment with him. Tliis was his inevitable legacy from 
the thunderous abandonment of his "no new taxes" pledge, 
the cutback of programs, a staggering economy, the 
paucity of jobs, etc. 

Now a different mood prevails. The reepetion is warmer. 
People seem more understanding. Complaints remain but 
are fewer and less bitter. Dukakis now leaves these "town 
meetings" with a stronger sense of accomplishment, and 
acceptance. 

Even withui the Administration and his personal political 
operation, enthusiasm about the governor s perfonnane is 
on the rise. Most of the gubernatorial advisros’ thoughts on 
the boss' performance is on the upswing and the mood 
among his key campaign coordinators around the state has 
switched from gloom to guarded optimism. 

For the voters and taxpayers of the Commonwealth, the 
plus factor about this changing perception of the governor 
is that, hopefully, better government will result. 

As the nudway point in his four-year term nears, 
Dukakis' change froina stubborn, uncompromising stance 
with the legislature means that vital problems no longer 
will be hurt automatically as a result of pretty vin¬ 
dictiveness or stiff-necked resistance on either side, 


This is not to suggest that rank-and-file lawmakers are 
falling over one another ot praise the governor, or even feel 
he has lived up to the bright promise of the campaign trail 
two years ago. It is to suggest that his relationship with the 
Democratic leadership is improved, and that some 
legislators are more disposed to try to work with him. A 
hard core of the disenchanted remain, including many 
solons who eagerly embraced Dukakis on the campaign 
trail and felt shortchanged by his performance in the 
"comer office at the State House." 

Governor Dukakis slowly is starting to see state govern¬ 
ment as a two ay street, one in which lawmakers justifiably 
must have strong imput. He's slower at shooting from the 
hip nowadays, less combative with his fellow Democrats on 
Beacon Hill, and, gnerally, is more disposed to admit that 
maybe — just maybe — he can be wrong. This is all to the 
good. 

The chief executive will need all the benefits inherent in 
his better relationsliip with the Legislature, and his im¬ 
proving acceptance by the people, as there are storm clouds 
on the political horizon — a possible need for even more 
state taxes. Dukakis himself on a recent day noted that 
those two "temporary" taxes that gored his image so badly 
in liis first year how must be made permanent. 

Encouragingly, a new and better Dukakis - more like the 
one promised on the campaign trail — seems to be 
emerging. He'll need every iota of his newfound strengths 
to cope in the days ahead

Dear Secretary Hills: 

In the belief that the Ford 
administration has a vital 
interest in achieving economic 
recovery by the creation of a 
typical American-style one- 
family house construction 
boom, I am writing to implore 
your assistance in helping a 
suburban community in 
Newton Centre to prevent the 
squandering of several million 
dollars of HUD funds on an 
impractical and destructive 
project for the construction of 
50 townhouses (low and 
moderate income) in a lovely- 
forest glade, to be perched 
without foundations on a 
massive section of ledge which 
has proven a redoubtable 
obstacle to dynamite. 

The project is impractical 
because of the enormous cost 
of the installations that also 
have to be created in what is 
now a conservation area 
surrounded by houses. 

The area is mainly 
woodland, with a little valley 
and brook running along one 
edge of it and great boulders 
and ledges throughout. Sewer 
and utility lines have to 
traverse the area, which in¬ 
cludes the headwaters of 
Thompsonville Brook, then run 
alongside the brook until they 
reach the street. 

There has already been some 
damage to this woodland from 
blasting and the large-scale 
destruction of trees, but the 
utter ruin of the environment 
can be anticipated if the whole 
plan is executed. 

Although such natural parks 
are becoming rare in 
metropolitan surburban cities, 
no environmental study has 
ever been seriously undertaken 
here.

I every occasion since 1970 when 
they had opportunities, in- 
I eluding a referendum, to ex¬ 
press themselves, have 
overwhelmingly rejected the 
proposal. 

In addition, it has been 
~ pointed out that it is clearly 
unlawful under the provisions 
of Chapter 121A of 
Massachusetts General Law. 
This chapter deals with 
limitations on the expenditure 
of public funds in the con¬ 
struction of public housing. 

The Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency (MHFA) has, 
in open violation of this statute, 
allocated $2 million to a private 
organization, the Newton 
Community Development 
Foundation (NCDF), for the 
project. This money was ob¬ 
tained from your agency by 
MHFA. In addition to the 
violation of law, it was 
represented falsely to HUD 
and to Massachusetrts 
authorities that the Webster 
Woods was a blighted area. 

I believe from what I have 
read that you are sincerely 
interested in preserving the 
resources to of the people for a 
more meritorius, rational and 
dynamic one-family home 
building crusade that would 
put the American recovery on 
the right track. 

If the American people were 
given access to these great 
sums be squandered on mass 
public housing by providing 
them with the same tax 
privileges, and financial help 
at reduced, or no, interest at 
least for the down payment in a 
manner copmparable to the 
help given business en¬ 
terprises, construction in 
America would increase and 
$60,000 homes would, in time, 
become available for as low a 
price as $35,000. This is a 
dream that every working 
American has.

To the Editor, 

I would like to clear up some 
misinformation that has been 
circulating in the city about the 
Novitiate Land. An over¬ 
whelming number of people in 
the city agree that this is a 
marvelous piece of land on the 
Charles River and should be 
acquired for a park, but are 
confused as to the purchase 
price. 

Local newspapers have 
contributed to the confusion by 
articles mentioning a $1.5 
million figure. This is 
reminiscent of people who used 
to circulate a figure of three or 
four million dollars as the price 
for acquiring Norumbega. 
Actually the price the city paid 
for Norumbega was less than 
$400,000. 

Land acquisitions by the city 
are, by law’ eminent domain 
takings. The purchase price is 
arrived at by averaging two 
appraisals done by in¬ 
dependent appraisal firms that 
the city hires. Since the city 
lias not yet decided to acquire 
the Novitiate land, and these 
appraisals have not yet been 
done, no one knows what the 
price of the Novitiate land will 
be.

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Boston College is trying to 
repent, but the Newton Con¬ 
servation Commission isn’t 
satisfied with the attempt. 

A college parking lot, alleged 
to have been built illegally, is 
in conflict with Edmands 
Brook which the Conservation 
Commission is mandated to 
protect. 

Last fall bulldozing and 
blacktopping were done up to 
the banks of the brook, in 
violation of the inland wetlands 
act which local conservation 
commissions enforce. 

The original parking lot 
plans submitted to the city 
were not followed, according to 
the commission, and as a result 
the commission served Boston 
College with a cease and desist 
order. 

Now the college is trying to 
"purify a sin," in the words of 
Commissioner Richard Staley. 

The commission told B.C.’s 
attorney, Osier Peterson, that 
it is not happy with the latest 
engineering plan to rectify 
siltation of the brook and other 
damage allegedly caused by 
the parking lot construction. 

New plans, drawn up this 
June by Norwood Engineering 
Company but just brought 
before the commission last 
week, call for improving catch 
basins in the area and putting 
rip rap along one side of 
Edmands Brook.

The commission says it 
would not approve these plans 
if R.C. submitted them for a 
H- ch Act hearing after 
gaining aldermanic approval, 
as required by state law.. 

Commission Secretary Helen 
Heyn recommended that 
Peterson take the plans to 
Cynthia McCarthy, the new- 
city engineer, for comments 
and possible revisions before 
goingon to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

In other business, com¬ 
missioners got a preliminary- 
view of plans for a luxury 
housing complex on the Murley 
Farm land off Dedham Street 
but took no action on it 

Developers Alan Barkin and 
Stephen Hopkins want to build 
garden apartments, tennis 
courts, a swimming pool and 
other amenities on land that 
some commissioners had 
hoped could be preserved as 
farmland. 

According to several sour¬ 
ces, Murley Farm has ex¬ 
cellent soil and should be 
returned to agricultural use. 

Commissioner Heyn has 
given the owner information 
about donating a conservation 
restriction to the city in return 
for a tax break, she said, but 
Mr. Murley has not responded. 

A hearing is scheduled later 
this month before the alder- 
manic Land Use Committee on 


permits sought by the 
developers. 

A new policy on cease and 
desist orders was unanimously 
voted into effect at the October 
meeting of the commission. 

From now on Chairman 
Dennis Ditelberg will issue 
cease and desist orders, but 
those orders will be subject to 
ratification, modification, or 
withdrawal by the whole 
commission at a later meeting.

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New federal PW act 
needs fast action by city 




Like a child offered an 
assortment of candies, Newton 
can't make up its mind on 
which of the possibilities to try 
for under the new federal 
public works act. 

The act has millions of 
dollars available to com¬ 
munities ready to apply with 
projects that can be started 
within 90 days and completed 
in a year and one-half. 

But at Monday night's 
meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen, indecision about 
accepting Mayor Theodore 
Mann's choice of projects — 
$2.5 million worth of street 
reconstruction — nearly put off 
the whole matter until too late. 

The Board compromised by 
agreeing to hold a special 


meeting tonight (Thursday! at 
9:30. 

There is only a fair chance 
that Newton's application for 
the $2.5 million will be ac¬ 
cepted, according to ad¬ 
ministration spokesmen, but 
they want to try. 

Jane Pitt, the mayor's chief 
administrative officer, ex¬ 
plained to the aldermanic 
Finance Committee that the 
sooner applications are 
received, the better are the 
chances for approval. 

According to the act, the 
projects must be labor- 
intensive, providing a 
maximum of employment and 
expenditure of the money on 
labor. Communities with high 
unemployment rates are given 


the lion's share of the funds, 
with others restricted to a total 
of 30 percent of available 
funds. 

The speed with which ap- 
plicatioas must be submitted 
and work begun eliminates 
projects that have not already 
been approved by the ap¬ 
propriate governmental 
bodies, and for which designs 
have not been completed. 

Two projects some people 
feel are needed by the city — a 
new main library and a 
parking garage at Newton 
Centre — are therefore not 
feasible under the federal act. 

With the concurrence of 
Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson, the project 
selected was street recon-

Handicapped must be assured 
of equal rights, Backman says 


State Sen. Jack Backman, 
one of the prime endorsers of 
the Equal Rights Amendment 
(Question 1 pn the Nov. 2 
ballot), has reiterated his full 
support of this important 
measure. 

“Beyond this, however," 
said Sen. Backman, “I will file 
another amendment to the 
state constitution granting 
equal rights to handicapped 
persons." 

The amendment to be 
proposed by Backman will 
make discriminatory practices 
against handicapped persons 
illegal if those persons have the 
physical and mental capacity 
to participate in the functions 
required. 

“During the last decade 
many minorities have fought 
for and earned their rights. The 
one minority which has been 
overlooked has been the 
handicapped. 

“The Equal Rights Amend¬ 
ment on the ballot declares 
that all people are born free 
and equal and have certain 
natural, essential and 
unalienable rights. The ERA, 
which I have supported 
legislatively and personally, 
limits itself, however, to sex,

race, color, creed or national 
origin. I believe these same 
rights are inherent to the 
handicapped and I want to see 
those rights incorporated into 
our state constitution," said 
Backman.

Joseph Timilty which would 
outlaw discriminatory em¬ 
ployment practices against the 
handicapped. The Backman- 
Timilty bill covered em¬ 
ployment practices pertaining 
to hiring, promotions, layoffs, 
dismissals and employment- 
related recommendations. 

The bill received near final 
approval in both the House and 
Senate during the final hours of 
the legislative year, but time 


ran out before the bill could 
receive formal enactment. The 
constitutional amendment to 
be filed by Backman, however, 
will be a more comprehensive 
law than the bill which nearly 
passed this year. 

Sen. Backman stated, "The 
Bay State Council of the Blind 
has been of immeasurable 
assistance in the development 
of this important bill for the 
handicapped. When given the 
opportunity to work, han¬ 
dicapped persons have proved 
that they are capable of the 
same accomplishments as 
other employees. It is time that 
all persons who wish to make 
useful contributions to our 
society be given the op¬ 
portunity.

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Mofenson begins work on 'Sunset legislation 


“The time has come for 
lawmakers and bureaucrats to 
reverse the assumption that 
ongoing programs and 
agencies must be continued 
and funded indefinitely just 
because they have existed in 
the past," said State Rep. 
David J. Mofenson (D-Newton) 
this week. 

“The voters seem to be 
ahead of many of their elected 
officials in relalizing this," the 


house chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Human Services 
added, " noting that public 
awareness of the need to 
reorganize the federal 
government is an equally valid 
concern at the state level. 

"Sunset laws, such as those 
recently enacted in Colorado 
and Florida, can provide us 
with the pruning and 
restructuring tools necessary 
to make government 


responsive to the needs and 
desires of the people," 
Mofenson said. “But guidelines 
for implementing susnset laws 
must be well thought out if the 
concept is to achieve its 
potential." 

“Sunset laws, regularly 
scheduled, periodic 
evaluations whereby most 
government programs and 
agencies must justify their 
continued existence, should be 


phased in, " Monfenson said. 

The Newton state legislator 
is preparing legislation for the 
1977 session of the 
Massachusetts Legislature. 

"One of my prime concerns, 
" he said, “is to learn from the 
experiences of other states 
while accommodating the 
sepcifics to the particular 
needs of Massachusetts. 

“This will involve coor¬ 


dinating the reviews of 
agencies and programs in the 
same policy area to make sure 
no legitimate needs fall 
through the cracks and that no 
functions are duplicated. 

"There is much that we on 
the various legislative com¬ 
mittees can do to take the lead 
in this area even before such 
legislation goes into effect,” he 
said.

Hospital saves money 
with new charge system 


Conscious of inflation and its 
effect on a budget, Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital last year 
instituted a new patient charge 
system which saved the 
hospital at least $216,000 in 
1976. 

This system charges patients 
for the supplies they use during 
their stay. For example, not all 
patients use catheter trays. 

By isolating this charge, only 
those patients who use the 
trays are charged for them' 
rather than including them as a 
straight floor charge and 
having all patients pay a share 
of their cost. The hospital 
- saved money by being able to 
charge the actual user rather 
than considering the items as 
general operating expenses.

Melhado pleaded guilty to 
the 1969 count and the govern¬ 
ment dismissed the other 
charges. He was accused of not 
filing tax returns in 1969 when 
he allegedly had gross income 
of $132,857, gross income of

come of $43,299 in 1971. 


After completion of tax 
trials, the Internal Revenue 
Service goes into the civil 
aspects of such cases to 
determine the amount of taxes, 
penaltiesand interest to be due 
for all the years involved in the 
charges.

V* teaspoon baklug soda 
4 teaspoon ground cloves 
4 cup coarsely chopped walnuts 

Cream together brown sugar and shortening till light and 
fluffy. Add eggs, one at a time, beating well after each 
addition. Stir in pumpkin and milk. Stir thoroughly tile 
flour, baking powder, salt, ginger, soda, and cloves; stir 
into pumpkin mixture.

The role of the Christian 
church in the Communist East 
German Democratic Republic 
is one element of a sermon and 
visit planned for Sunday, Nov. 

7, by Rev. Annemarie 
Schoenherr at the Eliot Church 
of Newton. 

The viability of the Christian 
faith under inhospitable cir¬ 
cumstances is another major 
theme to be addressed by the 
German theologian. 

Rev. Schoenherr's visit takes 
place as part of Eliot's All 
Saints Day celebration, 
beginning at 10 a.m. at 474 
Centre Street, Newton Corner 
Congregation and the general 
public arc invited to hear the 
East German clergywoinan, 
according to Eliot Pastor 
Herbert R. Davis. He also 
announced a bring-your-own- 
. luncheon after services, of¬ 
fering interested persons the 
chance to meet informally with 
Schoenherr. 

The German theological 
exchange is arranged by the 
National Council of Churches. 
Eliot Church of Newton is one 
of several ecclesiastical in¬ 
stitutions throughout the US 
serving as hosts to visiting 
German clerics. 

Commenting on the 
significance of the Schoenherr 
visit, Rev. Davis said, "The 
exchange is important to me

Davis also suggested that 
persons of diverse faiths will 
find the Nov. 7 exchange 
challenging and relevant of 
appreciation of resistance and 
survival under adverse 
regimes. 

While Schoenherr's message 
is expected to be of ecumenical 
significance, Davis indicated 
she will also deal with such 
specifically Christian 
materials as the great 
traditions and heroes of the 
German Evangelical Reform 
Church. This historically 
renowned body is allied to the 
United Church of Christ of 
which Eliot is part. 

Schoenherr is married to Dr. 
Albrecht Schoenherr, Bishop of 
the Evangelical Church of 
Berlin-Brandenburg, German 
Democratic Republic. During 
the Hitler regime, Bishop 
Schoenherr was part of the 


Confessional Church working 
in opposition to Nazism. Dr. 
Schoenherr was a colleague of 
resistance hero-theologican 
Dietrich Bonhoeffer. Two new 
books on Bonhoeffer, stuff of 
legend, have appeared in the 
last month. 

Mrs. Schoenherr was or¬ 
dained at the University of 
Halle in 1960. She married 
Albrecht Schoenherr in 1963, 
and currently works as 
coordinator for the Service of 
Pastor’s Wives in the church of 
the German Democratic 
Republic. She is also acting 
president of Women's Work of 
the Evangelical Church, and a 
board member of the 
Evangelical Church Assembly 
in the East German republic. 
Other affiliations include 
membership in the area 
committee for the 
Evangelical Church Assembly 
in Berlin-Brandenburg and of 
the Evangelical Academy in 
Berlin-Brandenburg.

Carter delivered a sentimen¬ 
tal speech and for the first time 
showed the emotional strain of 
the long battle. At one point, 
tears filled his eyes and he had 
to turn away to hug his wife, 
Rosalynn, before he continue 
talking. 

“I told you I wouldn't lose," 
he said, referring to his op¬ 
timistic forecast 12 hours 
earlier in a speech at almost 
the same site before going to 
Atlanta to await the returns. 

Then, after boasting that "I 
went 22 months and I didn't get 
choked up,” Carter's eyes 
became glazed and his voice 
broke. 

Carter thanked everybody 
for turning out at such an early 
hour and noted that dawn had 
just broken to draw a parallel 
with his new future. 

“We meet here with the sun 
rising in the east," he said. "I 
think the sun is rising on a 
beautiful new day, a beautiful 
new spirit in this country, a 
beautiful new commitment to 
the future. I feel good about it.” 


The first thing Carter did 
when he climbed onto the 
speaker's platform was to hold 
up a copy of The Columbus 
Enquirer newspaper with a 
headline "Carter Wins,” 
prompting a loud cheer from 
the crowd. 

"I had the best organization 
any candidate ever had," 
Carter said. "I had the best 
family any candidate ever had. 

I had the best home community 
any candidate ever had ... The 
only reason it was close last 
night was because the candi¬ 
date wasn't enough of a 
campaigner." 

Carter, clearly relieved to be 
home again, closed by telling 
everybody, "Now I think it's 
time for all of us to take one 
day off." 

Carter drove to Plains from 
the airport in Albany where he 
landed at 6:05 a.m. and stepped 
off the plane in darkness 
cradling his exhausted nine- 
year-old daughter, Amy, in his 
arms. 

On the flight from Atlanta, 
an aide described the scene in 
Carter's hotel suite at 3:28 a.m. 
when NBC projected him the

BOSTON fUPl) — A special 
job creation task fore will 
recommend to Got. Michael S. 
Dukakis the establishment of a 
$15 million a year program that I 
could put up to 5,000 welfare I 
recipients to work on a 
voluntary basis. 

The report, which is ex- ] 
peeled to be presented to 
Dukakis sometime in the next 
two weeks, recommends the 
use of both state and federal 
funds to initiate the program i 
which could eventually be self 
supporting. 

The plan would pul between 
1,000 qnd 5,000 recipients of the 
Aid to Families with Depen¬ 
dent Children program to work 
in a variety of jobs including 
home improvements to cut 
energy use 

Assistant Human Services 
Secretary James Hilliard said 
the program would be com¬ 
pletely supported by state and 
federal funds in its initial 
stages, but could become self 
supporting within a fews years. 

•'It’s clearly without prece¬ 
dent," he said of the proposal. 

Hilliard said members of the 
task force feel the voluntary 
nature of the program and the 
unique type of jobs being 
created will allow the state to 
avoid many of the problems 
which have led to the demise of 
so-called workfare programs 
in other states. 

Salaries for about 80 per cent 
of those participating are 
expected to range from $135 to 
$165 a week. We want it to be a 
living wage," he said. 

Those who would be asked to 
participate include about 6,000 
unemployed fathers collecting 
AFDC benefits and 50,000 
welfare mothers whose 
children are at least school 
age. 

Hilliard said studies indicate 
there are sufficient numbers 
who would be willing to par¬ 
ticipate. 

In the start-up period the 
salaries would come from a 
transfer of regular AFDC 
payments and the proceeds of a 
grant from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of I.abor. Between $6 
million and $10 million is being 
_ sought from DOL. 

A key factor in initiating the 
program, will be getting the 
DOL grant and winning ap¬ 
proval of the U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare for the transfer of the 
AFDC monies to salaries. 

If the approval is received, 
the state would continue to pay ■ 
its 50 per cent share of the 
monthly AFDC grant. 

"We are hopeful The 
groundwork has been laid," 
Hilliard said. 

Gaining the funding and 
approvals will determine when 
the program can get un¬ 
derway. 

Even without the approvals, 
however, another smaller job 
program is expected to be 
initiated in the near future 
which will put welfare mothers 
to work in improving housing 
units under tfce Cambridge 
Housing Authority 
"That’s ready to go. It can 
start up right away," an ad¬ 
ministration official said. 

The Cambridge 
rehabilitation project is being 
funded under the federal 
Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act program. 

Under the overall plan the 
non-profit corporation would 
develop a number of projects 
designed to produce specific 
products. "We are very 
product oriented." Hilliard 
said. 

Among other things, the 
corporation would contract 
with individual homeowners 
and other property owners to 
make repairs and im¬ 
provements to improve energy 
conservation. 

Other services to be provided 
by the corporation through its 
welfare employes include con¬ 
tracts to upgrade public 
housing, cutting and sale of 
surplus wood in state forests 
and farming on surplus state 
property. 

Acknowledging potential 
conflicts with organized labor, 
Hilliard said a key component 
of the program is to find jobs or 
projects which will in. fact 
create new jobs and a new 
market. 

He said profits earned by the 
corporation will be channeled 
into a capital pool fund which 
would be used to continue 
operation of the program and 
to provide merit raises for 
those participating. 

A smaller program, com¬ 
prising about 20 per cent of the 
total, will be devoted to 
traditional public service jobs. 

Those jobs, however, would 
only pay about $30 more a week 
than welfare grants.

Affectionally known as 'the pit.' it is the scene of many- 
hard-fought battles. More often than not the men who take 
charge of this lonely outpost go unnoticed, while quar¬ 
terbacks, runningbacks, and defensive backs, who pay- 
occasional visits to the pit, are heralded as stars 

"The only time the offensive line is noticed by the fans is

If that is the case, the Newton North offensive line must 
have been invisible to the fans at Dickenson Stadium last 
Saturday as they watched the Tigers win their seventh 
straight game, this time triumphing over Boston Iatin 20-6.

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Jones survived problems galore to win 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Randy 
Jones of the San Diego Padres 
survived his low image with 
the New York media, a car 
crash and the San Diego 
Padres this season to win the 
Cy Young Award as the 
National league's pitcher of 
the year. 

The 26-year old left-hander, 
who had a 22-14 won-lost record 
and led the league in victories, 
complete games and innings 
pitched, received 15 first-place 
votes and 96 points in voting by 
the Baseball Writers Associa¬ 
tion of America to beat out 
Jerry Koosman of the New 
York Mets and Don Sutton of 
the Los Angeles Dodgers, 

Koosman, who had a 21-10 
record, was second with seven 
first-place votes and 69'i 
points while Sutton, also 21-10, 
had one first-place vote and 
25*2 points. 

Steve Carlton of the Phila¬ 
delphia Phillies (11 points), 
ltawly Eastwick of the Cincin¬ 
nati Reds (6), Jon Matlack of 
the Mets (5), J.R. Richard of 
the Houston Astros (2) and 
TomSeavcrof the Mets (1), the 


1975 winner, received the other 
votes. Matlack received the 
other place vote from the 24- 
member BBWAA committee. 

The award was a personal 
triumph for Jones, who thought 
he lost out in the 1975 voting to 
Seaver because he didn’t get 
similar exposure before the 
powerful New York communi¬ 
cations media. Also because he 
survived an August car crash, 
which jeopardized his career 
and could have cost him his 
life, and a San Diego team, 
which could have cost him his 
sanity. 

"It's like a boyhood dream 
come true," said Jones when 
notified that he had won the 
award. “It shows I am for real. 
When you achieve your 
boyhood dream, it is an in¬ 
credible thrill. It really hasn’t 
sunk in yet." 

Jones' margin of victory 
over Koosman was surprising 
because the New York left¬ 
hander closed with a flourish, 
which normally would be 
expected to impress the voters. 
Jones had a 16-3 record by the 
All-Star break and then 
slumped to 6-11 the rest of the

way although he claimed, "I 
pitched about the same." 

"I think consistency helps in 
the voting," said Jones, who is 
the first San Diego player to be 
honored with a BBWAA post¬ 
season award. “When you talk 
about Cy Young, you're talking 
about consistency. Once you 
prove you're consistent, your 


name is on people's mind 
more." 

Koosman, whose fortunes in 
the second half of the season 
were in direct contrast to those 
of Jones, felt the fact that he 
worked in relief early in the 
season hurt his chances. 

“I believe that with three 
more starts in the first few 


weeks of the season, I would 
have improved my record,'.' 
said Koosman. ’“I have always 
pitched well in the beginning of 
the season.” 

"I imagine the voters 
weighed the strongest catego¬ 
ries, as far as statistics, and 
felt he deserved it,” added 
Koosman.

CAVITE, Philippines (UPI) 
— A water buffalo, the 
traditional beast of burden in 
Asia, is doomed to a grim life of 
hard work and little play. 
Unless, of course, it happens to 
be bom pink. 

Enter 8-year-old Rebecca, a 
pale pink female who spends 
her days leisurely munching 
pasture grass, frolicking in 
mud and swimming in her 
private pool. Her caretakers 
say her color makes her the 
only one of her kind in the 
Philippines. 

The pampered Rebecca has 
become the major tourist at¬ 
traction at a monastery 
founded in 1962 by a missionary 
from New York who wanted to 
help the poor by giving them 
jobs and offering their children 
a chance for higher education. 

The Rev. Fred Julien, the 66- 
year-old founder-director of 
the monastery in this city 35 
miles south of Manila, has had 
the satisfaction of seeing his 
goal accomplished and smiles 
at Rebecca for her unknowing 
help in raising funds to keep 
the facility going. 

Silasis Micu, one of the 
workers tending the huge farm 
and picturesque gardens at the 
National Shrine of Our Lady of 
La Salette where the 
monastery is located, said 
Jesuit missionaries from the 
monastery came across 
Rebecca on a nearby farm 
when she was a few years old. 
Realizing the rarity of the 
buffalo and her potential 
tourist attraction, Micu said, 
the fanner asked for and 
received J500 for Rebecca. 

Thus ended any prospect of a 
life of hardship for Rebecca

Asia spend their days plowing 
fields or pulling heavy carts 
filled with everything from 
people to fertilizer. 

Rebecca is accustomed to 
having her picture taken and 
obligingly stands still while 
tourists use up rolls of color 
film photographing her.

Micu said shortly after the 
animal was acquired, it was 
discovered that she was preg¬ 
nant. A daughter was bom but 
was soon stolen, leaving unan 
swered the question of what 
color it would have been as an 
adult.

ASTROLOGY 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

Flowering Maple: One of the 
nicest houseplants you can 
grow' is the "flowering maple" 
or parlor plant. It's not a maple 
(real name is Abutilon) but 
makes a fine potted specimen 
for the home. We like the 
variety with variegated foliage 
which is attractive enough 
without flowers. Blooms are 
bell-shaped, hollyhock-like, 
and coming in white, yellow, 
crimson, slamon, orange and 
pink. Most flowering maples 
have flowers all year long, 
grow fast and are practically 
pest-free. 

They like a little pruning to 
encourage compact growth 
and extra branching. Simply 
snip off tips as growth con¬ 
tinues. The flowering maple or 
parlor plant flowers mainly on 
new growth, good reason for 
snipping or pruning the tips. 
Grow in a bright or semi-sunny 
window and give a tem¬ 
perature of around 72 degs. A 
good soil mixture consists of 
equal parts of sand, peat and 
loam. Start new plants from 
seeds sown any time, or by 
taking cuttings fat time) and 
rooting them in perlite, ver- 
mi'culite or peat and sand. 

Home Made Onion Flakes— 
Since this has been an excellent 
year for onions, you may want 
to try making some home 
made onion flakes. Here’s a 
method passed along by one of 
our readers: Onions can be 
sliced thinly and uniformly, 
about V’ thick. Spread 
separated rings in one layer to 
dry. Spread them on crumpled 
paper toweling so that the air 


can circulate all around each 
piece. A gas oven with a pilot 
light is an ideal place. 
Depending upon temperature, 
they will take a few days to get 
dried out. 

If you happen to be baking 
later on, you can use the heat 
(after the oven is shut off) to 
toast the onions. They can be 
stored in a small jar in the 
cupboard. 

By the way, if you raised a lot 
of hamburger onions, be sure 
to use up first the ones with a 
large fat neck. They keep poor 
in storage and should be eaten 
before the narrow necked ones. 

Hawaiian Ti Plants - The 
so-called "Ti” plant 
(pronounced "Tea”) is often 
sold as "logs” or sections of 
stem. When you buy them, they 
are often coated with wax to 
prevent shrilelling. To root the 
logs, be sure to shave off the 
wax. Then pot the section in 
perlite, vermicilute or good 
potting soil, allowing the tip 
end to be exposed. Keep moist 
at all times and out of direct 
sun. New roots and leaves will 
be formed within a few months, 
and at that time you can pot the 
plant in a mixture of sand, 
peatmoss and loam. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "We 
kept our poinsettia in a dark 
room at night, but it got some 
light from the hall. Will that 
small amount of light delay 
blooming?” 

Ans.: Yes, it’s apt to. Extra 
light at night will delay 
flowering. Even one candle 
burning all night 100 feet away 
from the plant till delay 
blooming.

Dolly Parton goes 
in new direction 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI) 
— Dolly Parton, a poor Ten¬ 
nessee farm girl turned suc¬ 
cessful singer-songwriter, is 
the least likely candidate for 
criticism within the country 
music industry. 

But the gay and friendly 
platinum blonde says she's 
recently been taking knocks 
from those who claim she's 
betraying country music by 
associating with country-pop 
newcomers like Linda Ron- 
stadt and Emmylou Harris. 

"I’m not betraying country 
music, I'm just trying to go in 
new directions. For me to say 
I’m anything besides a country 
person would be a lie," said the 
singer, who was again voted 
country music's best female 
yocalist this year. 

Few country music en¬ 
tertainers can claim as 


as the singer's upbringing in a 
backwoods mountain town. 

As the fourth of a dozen 
children, she remembers 
hoeing com and getting 
scolded by a straitlaced 
grandfather who "preached 
hell so hot you could feel the 
heat." 

She boarded a bus for the big 
city of Nashville the morning 
after high school graduation 
and learned to eat heartily 
when she went on dates 
because the "pickings were 
slim." 

Her fat hairdo and hourglass 
figure attracted attention, but 
a song titled “Dumb Blonde" 
finally landed her a regular 
spot on Porter Wagoner's 
nationally syndicated 
television show. Together they 
became one of the most 
popular duets in country 


In Britain, Cliff Richard is a 
full-scale rock superstar — and 
has been, for 18 years now. 

But in the United States it's 
unusual to find anyone younger 
than 25 who’s even heard his 
name. Or at least it was, until 
recently. Cliff's high-flying sin¬ 
gle, "Devil Woman," should 
help raise his name out of the 
depths of rock ‘n’ roll ob¬ 
scurity. 

Born to British parents in 
India, Cliff returned to 
England with his family in 
1948. Ten years later in London 
he formed a band called the 
Shadows and got in on the 
ground floor of British rock. 
Since then, he has amassed an 
impressive track record — five 
gold records, 21 silver discs 
and a place in the British pop 
music polls every year since 
1958. Along the way he found 
Jesus and is currently one of 
the few Christian pop stars 
who’s willing to say anything 
about his beliefs. 


“I was converted,” he says. 
"People don't seem to talk 
about it much, but that's what 
happened. There was a gap in 
my life and now it's filled. A lot 
of people in music go through 
times of spiritual awareness. 
With me, it was Jesus — and it 
stuck." 

There is a very good reason 
why Cliff Richard is suddenly 
making it on this side of the 
Atlantic: he is the latest has- 
been (perhaps "never-was" 
would be more appropriate) 
brought into the spotlight by 
Elton John. 

Having rescued Neil Sedaka 
from aging obscurity and Kiki 
Dee from a nightclub-circuit 
fate she never deserved, Elton 
signed Cliff up for his own 
label, Rocket Records, dusted 
him off a bit and waved his 
magic popstar wand and — 
poof! Cliff had a hit single and 
an album, the appropriately 
titled “I'm Nearly Famous" 
(Rocket PIG-2210), moving 
steadily up the charts. 


It’s a diverse album in terms 
of subject matter, but overall 
the mood is light, crisp and 
very commercial, precisely 
what you’d expect from any 
artist whose career is in¬ 
fluenced by the more or less 
invisible hand of Elton John. 

Cliff is stoic about his long 
struggle to make it in the huge 
and lucrative U.S. record 
market. 

"I guess I just never made 
the right records," he says. 
"I've had some things that I 
thought were good, that did 
well in other places, records 
like ‘Marie’ and ‘Silvery Rain.’ 
But they just never caught on 
in America and the record 
companies I had before never 
pushed them properly."

"Everyone can come up witn reasons 
why their school shouldn't close, just as 
everyone can come up with reasons why a 
low-income housing project shouldn't be 
in their back yard," Cohen said. 

Wally Bemheimer, president of the 
Beethoven PTA, asked about two con¬ 
tradictions that appeared during the 
meeting. 

School Committee members were 
talking about the financial savings from 
closing a school and also about the im¬ 
proved educational resources that could 
be reallocated if a school is closed. Ash 
said the saving from a closing could be 
used either way or some of both ways, 
depending on how future school com¬ 
mittees make their budget. 

The PTA president also asked how the 
separation between the north and south 
side of the city could be made if one plan 
for closing Weeks means sending Angier 
graduates to Warren Junior High instead 
of Meadowbrook. 

Ash said the study included all schools, 
but redistricting of north side crowded 
schools would not affect closings on the 
south side. 

Gosing options 

The three-member subcommittee that 
includes Ash, Kaplan, and Edward 
Prince has asked PTAs to make 
presentations at a public hearing on 
elementary school closings on Nov. 23 at 
Mason-Rice School in Newton Centre. 

At its meeting last Wednesday sub¬ 
committee members Ash and Prince 
eliminated two closing options because of

the low long-term savings compared to 
other plans. Eliminated were a plan to 
close Memorial in 1977, Emerson in 1978, 
and Weeks in 1981; and a plan to close 
Memorial in 1977, Bowen in 1980. and 
Hamilton and Weeks in 1981. 

The subcommittee's choice to cut those 
two plans from consideration may be 
changed by the full School Committee, 
but for the time being Emerson School is 
not being considered for closing. 

The four closing plans that include 
using Oak Hill School in conjunction with 
the junior high grades at Meadowbrook 
are being further studied to determine 
the cost of any additional classrooms for 
home economics, business' or science 
which cannot be met by equipment 
moved from Weeks. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
lias voiced strong opposition to closing 
Weeks in 1977, saying it would be much 
more difficult to integrate the 
currieulums of Weeks and Meadowbrook 
than it would two elementary schools. 

Fink said a Weeks closing in 1977 
"would create havoc." 

"We don't have anywhere near the lead 
time required" to plan the administration 
of the school or the schedule or decide the 
curriculum in conjunction with teachers, 
parents, administrators, and the staff of 
the elementary "feeder" schools. 

Also, by 1981 Newton,South High School 
will be able to house grades 9-12 and 
Meadowbrook will hold grades 7-8 for the 
south side, so any capital improvements 
made in Oak Hill School to house junior 
high students would only be needed for 
four years at the most. 

The following are the present closing 
plans being considered' listing the year in 
which each school would close and the 
total minimum and maximum savings 
accrued by 1981. The low savings 
estimate is based on 5 percent inflation 
above present operating costs and the 
lowest estimate for capital im¬ 
provements needed if all the schools in 
any one plan were kept open. 

Superintendent Fink has given his 
educational assessment of each plan and 
Ash has computed these savings out to 
1985. 


The high estimates consider inflation at 
a rate of 8 percent and the amount of 
capital improvements requested by the 
School Committee. 

All plans also consider the same pupil- 
teacher ratio and allow for two or three 
extra rooms in each school to use for 
resource rooms or other purposes. 

Plan A-l: Memorial. 1977; Hyde. 1979; 
Hamilton and Weeks, 1981; $2.5 million to 
$4.3 million. 

countryside and Hamilton,1979; and 
Weeks 1981; $2.1 million to $3.7 million, 
and hamilton and Weeks, 1981; $2.6 
million to $4.4 million. 

Plan C: Spaulding, 1977; Hyde,1979; 
Hamilton and Weeks, 1981; $2.5 million to

Plan D and Plan E were eliminated by 
the subcommittee. 

Plan F-l, F-2, and F-3 all involve 
closing Beethoven and Weeks in 1981 
along with Memorial, Spaulding, or Oak 
Hill in 1977. Savings range from $1.6 
million to $3.4 million by 1981. 

Plan G-l: Weeks and Oak Hill, 1977; 
Hyde, 1979; and Hamilton, 1981; $3.6 
million to $5.6 million. 

There are no cost estimates for plans C- 
2, G-3, or G-4. 

Plan G-2: Weeks and Oak Hill, 1977; 
Beethoven, 1981. 

Plan G-3: Weeks and Oak Hill. 1978; 
Hvde, 1979; and Hamilton, 1981. 

Plan G-4; Weeks and Oak Hill, 1978; 
Beethoven, 1981. 

Plan H calls for a grade reorganization 
with groupings of K-l, 5-8, and 9-12 in 1981. 
In that year Hyde, Bowen, Countryside, 
and Memorial schools would be closed. If 
none of the elementary schools are closed 
before 1981 the first-year savings would 
range from $1 million to $1.4 million. 

Plan I calls for a grade reorganization 
on a K-5,6-8, and 9-12 structure in 1981 by 
closing Hyde, Countryside, and 
Memorial. Savings would range from 
$ 800,000 to $ 1.1 million. 

Plan J calls for a grade reorganization 
with a K-7,8-9, and 10-12 structure in 1981 
by closing Weeks and Memorial. Between 
$ 600,000 and $2 million would be saved. 
With some redistricting the plan could be 
done in 1979.

Administration officials now say there 
is virtually no hope of restoring benefits 
to persons of 50 years or older. 

There is still some hope, however, 
administration officials said, that 
another welfare program, cut during last 
year's fiscal crisis, may be partially 
restored. 

Efforts to restore certain emergency 
assistance programs are now underway. 

On the General Relief issue, the only 
push for restoration has come from 
welfare advocacy groups. "We're going 
to continue to push for it,” said Peter 
Anderson of the Massachusetts I-aw 
Reform Institute. 


He noted that persons who would have 
qualified for the grants are still being 
denied them. 

The department never did try to find 
what happened to thousands of other 
potential recipients who were turned 
down for benefits or never applied due to 
the new state law which barred payments 
to so-called "employables" beginning in 
November of 1975. 

The research effort which has ended 
was to attempt to find out what happened 
to about 21 per cent of the "employables" 
who were cut off. Studies on the 

remainder of a 600 recipient sample ^ che[h , o be p#la , 
showed numerous cases of hardship «m.•»

Spontaneous outbursts of applause became the ord 
the evening, as ensemble after ensemble touche 
responsive cord among the enthusiastic viewers. In 
finale number, without announcement, Alfred joined 
dancers. Audience recognition was immediate, and 
applause -- an ovation. 

As the saying goes, “Everybody who was anybody 
there”. Not even the temporary horrendous lack of suit 
parking at the New Hyatt Regency, could dampen 
marvelous fashion-high provided by “Boston’s Owr 
Fiandaca.

Fire chief 
qualifications 
before Board 

New qualifications position for the of 
fire chief will be one of the matters before 
the Hoard of Aldermen Monday night. 

A resolution aimed at preventing the 
appointment of Police Chief William 
Quinn to serve also as fire chief was 
amended by the Legislation 4 Rules 
Committee to include the requirement 
that a fire chief must be a professional 
firefighter with at least three years in the 
rank of captain or higher in the Newton 
Fire Department or the equivalent ex¬ 
perience in a community of at least 30,000 
population. 

A spokesman for Mayor Theodore 
Mann has indicated that the mayor will 
sign the change in ordinance if it is 
passed by the Board of Aldermen. 

Mayor Mann had proposed Quinn as 
fire chief some time ago, when former 
Fire Chief Frederick Perkins announced 
liis retirement. 

The move was opposed by the 
firefighters' association and by many 
aldermen, who saw the plan as a cir¬ 
cumvention of the city charter 
requirement that they approve a 
reorganization of a department. 

Mann has long felt that efficiency in the 
functions and duties of both departments 
— fire and police — could be obtained by 
consolidating them into a department of 
public safety. 

But Quinn does not want to give up the 
prestige and benefits of his tenure as a 
policeman and police chief. 

Aid Terry Morris was the first to 
propose legislation that would prevent 
Quinn from serving in both positions, but 
his suggestion would have only prevented 
a police chief from serving in any other

Six of 21 rooms recently tested in 
Newlon North High School were found to 
have ventilation failing to meet state 
standards for schools, according to a 
study done in the school by Dr. David 
Ix?ith of Newton and the Harvard School 
of Public Health. 

City Health Commissioner Dr. J. 
Carolyn Zavarinc summarized the 
report's lesings at a panel discussion of 
the school Tuesday and said, the air 
quality is "certainly a detriment to 
functioning. It's an educational problem, 
not necccsarily a health problem." 

Dr. l-eith found no rooms that failed to 
meet federal standards for carbon 
dioxide. Some rooms had four times the 
•concentration of the exhaled gas as 
compared to the outside norm, but 
federal work standards allow up to 12 l i 
the concentration found outside 
buildings. 

Carbon monoxide tests also showed no 
rooms to be more polluted that federal 
standards allow for outside air, but 
concentrations in the school were as 
much as eight times concentrations 
outside the buidling. Most rooms had less

Underwood School? f 


Employer prejudice is greatest handicap of all

J«e Cell! knows the job market for 
teachers is bleak, but he feels he is ready, 
willing, and especially just as able as 
anyone else to get a job as a social studies 
teacher or guidance counselor. 

He's got his master's degree from 
Boston College, and he student taught at 
Newton North High School, but he feels 
the problems with him not getting a job is 
the lack of knowledge by his possible 
employers. 

Joe, 28, is legally blind, and rather than 
being asked about his qualifications at a 
job interview, people ask him, "How will 
\ou find the bathroom?”, and "How do 
you study?," and "How do you know 
i his?" 

Joe has been fighting for his sight since 
an accident when he was five years old on 
a school playground in L'Aquila, in the 
province of Abruzzi in Italy. 

He lost sight in his right eye from the 
accident when he got hit by a rock, then 
about three years later his left retina 
became detached. 

After some successful operations in 
Italy, he came to Newton with Ins mother 
and sister lo rejoin his father who had 
been here three years. 

About six months after he arrived the 
retina became detached again. He 
regained sight that fall of 1957 with the 
help of the Massachusetts Eye and Ear 
Infirmary. 

He enjoyed playing sandiot baseball 
and soccer, but "no real effort" was 
made lo teach him English, he said, while 


he was at Meadowbrook Junior High. 

"They didn’t know how to deal with me. 
being legally blind," Joe recalls, now 
speaking clear English and only rarely 
searching for a word. 

He finshed high school in Roslindale in 
a special eye conservation program with 
large print books . 

After some aimless years with many 
rejections from colleges, he took the 
advice of his friends and enrolled in 
Newton Junior College, where he shar¬ 
pened his skills in math with the help of 
school counselors and the Massachusetts 
Commission for the Blind, a state office in 
Boston. 

He's been back to Italy twice "to let me 
forget my problems here" and visit old 
friends. Those two trips in 1966 and 1970 
seemed to have revitalized his spirit to 
use his intellect. 

Between those trips he liad glaucoma 
and a successful cataract operation 
w Inch restored much of his present sight 
and took away severe headaches. 

He was trained for work situations in 
clerical, typing, factory, and cafeteria 
jobs at the Massachusetts Rehabilitation 
Hospital, but he didn't fit. 

He was discouraged and seemed to be 
facing a dead end with the cafeteria 
management program. 

"1 always wanted something 
challenging. I didn’t like the routine," he 
said just as niany discouraged workers 
must have said. 

The Massachusetts Association for the 
Blind helped turn go back to school. 

He started at Bentley College in 


Waltham which he found a "mind ex¬ 
panding experience." learning from 
tapes, volunteer readers, and dose group 
of friends in the dormitory, he earned As 
and Bs in his first semester. 

lie look special SAT tests and entered 
Boston College with a scholarship from 
the Mass. Commission for the Blind. 

"Somehow they discovered that I had a 
head,” Joe said. 

Having proved his ability at Bentley, he 
speaks like every other college student 
about his BC studies. 

"There were bad times and good times, 
but overall it was a rewarding ex¬ 
perience. I didn't do as well as at Bentley, 
but had more of a social life, and went 
places.” 

He student taught sociology at Newton 
North with Kosanne Herlmutter in the 
spring of 1975. 

Gladys Black of Newton, one of Joe's 
volunteer readers, said, "He was very 
successful" student teaching. 

Now lie is trained to teach social 
studies, psychology, or sociology, and 
feels he could also teach his native 
language, although he never had any 
formal courses lo teach it. 

With an education many people would 
envy, one handicap pul aside and the 
other one well under hand, he now is 
ready to take on a problem he cannot 
control. 

He has sent out over 260 resumes since 
rve graduated. 

"1 received so many rejections, you 
wouldn’t believe."

The program had existed two

I arson said, “The School 
Committee member from 
Ward 2 came very close to 
casting disparaging remarks 
on the Lincoln-Eliot School." 

The remarks “came very 
close to being slanderous" and 
were made by someone "who 
never stepped foot in the 
school’" larson said. 

School Committeeman 
Michael LeConti said, “I think 
i his is something that should be 
done after school or on 
weekends," after students 
learn spelling, writing, and 
reading. 

Teacer Alan Granby said for 
the last two years the school 
has received a grant from 
federal funds for equipment, 
but those funds have dried up 
and more equipment is needed 
to expand the program.

Planned for completion by 
the end of December, the first 
phase of the beautification 
project is designed to make 
immediate improvements in 
the appearance of several 

Health careers 
viewed at South 

Newton South High School's 
Career Resource Center, 
working in cooperation with 
the Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce, has 
arranged a health occupations 
program. 

Bill Yunker, career coun¬ 
selor in the Career Resource 
Center, and Phyllis Monderer, 
coordinator of the Enrichment 
Program, have arranged for a 
series of speakers the week of 
Nov. 15 to discuss the various 
issues, subject areas, and 
careers dealing with health 
occupations programs at 
Newton South. 

The Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce will be 
placing approximately 15 
Newton South students in 
health occupations for one or 
two days of "shadowing." 

Classroom activities dealing 
in health will be planned and - 
presented in cooperation with 
the Newton South guidance, 
science, social studies and 
home economic departments

About $65,000 of federal funds 
have been committed for this 
first phase of the program, and 
another $ 60,000 will be spent in 
I he next two years. 

I improvements under con- 
sideration for subsequent 
years include elimination of 
overhead wires in the Pearl 
Street lot, tree planting and 
lienches along the edge of 
Centre Street by the main 
library, tree planting to screen 
the HiLo parking lot, widening 
the Washington Street 
sidewalk and planting trees, 
and the acquisition of small 
parcels of land for tot lots and 
improvements. 


The program is one of four 
neighborhood improvement 
programs, one minor and three 
major, in Newton funded by the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
through the Housing and 
Community Development Act 
of 1974. 

West Newton and Nonantum 
are the two other major 
projects that will have im¬ 
provement programs, and 
Newlon Highlands has 
received a promise of aid for 
its business district. 

The federal act lias built into 
it citizen participation in the 
decisions affecting each 
community, and for the past 
eighteen months advisory 
committees have been meeting 
in the four communities. 

Plans for improvement of the 
West Newton and Newton 
Highlands business areas have 
been drawn. 

Present at the ceremonies 
Iasi week were representatives 
of ihe Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Assn., the ad¬ 
visory committee, the con¬ 
tractor for the first phase, and 
ihe architectural consulting 
firm , Childs Bertman 
Tseckares, which created the 
plan for Newton Corner, and 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, who also serves as 
director of community 
development.

Ted in 1984? 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy, who could 
have won the Presidency instead of Jimmy 
Carter, has returned to the U.S. Senate for 
another six years after winning reelection in 
impressive fashion and will build his career 
on Capital Hill rather than in the White 
House. 

Ted Kennedy has charisma and more 
public appeal than Jimmy Carter and would 
have been a stronger candidate than Carter. 

He probably will become chairman of a 
major Senate Committee and then win 
reelection again in 1982. 

The likelihood, however, is that Ted will 
be ready for a run for the Presidency in 1984 
assuming, of course, that Jimmy Carter will 
be a candidate for reelection in 1980. 

Opponents of forced school busing, who 
sought to chastise Senator Kennedy in the 
primary because they felt he hadn’t done 
enough to advance their cause, apparently 
have forgiven him and forgotten their 
grievances. 

Those Democrats, who by-passed his name 
in the primary, obviously returned to the 
Kennedy fold in the recent election. 

While Ted didn’t support Jimmy Carter in 
the Presidential Primaries last winer, he 
did pull out all the stops for him after Carter 
became the Democratic nominee. 

Both Senator Kennedy and Speaker-to-be 
Thomas P. O'Neill, Jr., should be able to do 
more for Massachusetts under Jimmy 
Carter than if Gerald Ford had been elected. 

Beacon Hill observers are speculating on 
whether Carter will offer a cabinet position 
to Governor Dukakis so Lieutenant Gover¬ 
nor Tom O’Neill would become Governor. 

Pass for promotion 

School officials in Greenville County, 
Virginia, a rural area about 60 miles south of 
Richmond, have been conducting an 
educational experiment for the past two 
years. 

Only students who passed standardized 
tests were promoted or graduated. Students 
unable to read, write or count were not 
graduated. So-called “social promotions” 
have been outlawed. That is the custom of 
passing marginal students regardless of 
their academic work.) 

When 1,300 children, representing about 
_ one-third of the total enrollment in the 
county school system, were flunked in the 
first year, protests from parents were so 
loud and angry that 500 of the 1,300 subse¬ 
quently were promoted. The report card 
grades of the 500 indicated their work had 
been satisfactory even though they had not 
passed the standardized examinations. 

One of those held back was the son of a 
black School Committee member who had 
* voted to ban “social promotions." He main¬ 
tained his position and did not seek special 
treatment for his son. 

After that first year, Greenville school 
authorities refused to agree to any more 
compromises. Approximately 700 students 
were held back last June, and 1,100 were 
denied promotion in June, 1975. 

How the experiment appears to be 
producing effective results. Greensville 
County students are getting higher grades in 
standardized tests and are now scoring at or 
above the state average. School officials say 
their pupils are learning more and that the 
dropout rate has declined. 

Also wiped out in Greensville County has 
been the ridiculous graduation of boys and 
girls who can't read, write or add a column 
of figures. The kids have done better in their 
classroom once they realized they would be 
promoted or graduated only if they deserved 
it. It's something school officials 
everywhere might think about. 

Statement of policy 

The aim of the Newton Graphic editorial 
page is to present opinions from many, 
different ‘'perspectives."

The longest hours for Jimmy Carter

ATLANTA, Ga. — It was over, really, the minute it 
began, but the election of 1976 took a long time ending. 

At 5 o'clock of the flawless afternoon, Jimmy Carter stood 
in the center of his native Flains, his face illuminated by the

glow of the setting sun and the certainty of victory . 

He spoke with unusual diffidence of the possibility of not 
winning, but his expression belied his words, and he 
promised to return "as the president-elect." 

God had srmled on him in the final hours of the long quest, 
and had unfurled a perfect day from coast to coast Jimmy 
Carter knew by noon that the voters had swamped the 
polling places. He knew they were Democrats and he knew 
they were his, their doubts and fears at last resolved by the 
onset of decision, the dipping polls, and possibly the specter 
of Robert Dole. 

The scene, except for the giant television lights, came out 
of another era, a time when politics was wholesome and 
picturesque. Red, white and blue bunting was draped on the 
buildings of the one block that Is Plains' modest main 
street, on Turner’s Hardware Store, the Carter Worm Farm 
Office and the Peanut Museum. A three-quarter moon was 
rising in the cloudless sky over the Carter Peanut 
Warehouse. 

A melancholy-looking black man stood on the edge of the 
fervent crowd gazing at the Deep South's first president in 
100 years. 

"I been knowin' Mr. Jimmy all my days," said Robert 
Manfield. "He’s a nice fella. I hope with him in there now 1 
can find a job. It's not so easy for me, I lost a finger pickin' 
peanuts." 

A delighted stout, middle-aged man carrying a small flag 
shouted, "Gerald Ford, hang it up, hang it up." 

After Carter finished telling the people of Plains how- 
proud they make him feel, and how they had helped him 
make political history, he said, "We have never felt nor 




An analysis of the election results may 
be, in fact, an autopsy. We may have 
witnessed the death of the two-party 
system in Massachusetts. 


For years, the Republican Party has 
been ailing. In a careless moment, it 
appears the voters have opted for 
euthanasia rather than recovery. 


The Republican Party’s failure can be 
attributed to a variety of causes. The 
Republican Party allowed the Democrats 
to paint the GOP as uncaring and as a 
party whose primary interest was not the 
people. Although the Democrats tried, 
and failed' to make voters believe that 
the Republicans were representing big 
business, they did succeed in presenting 
to the people a myth that the Republicans 
were cold and insensitive to the needs of 
the people. 

The success of this myth and the GOP’s 
lack of determination to refute it may 
have been the most damaging element. 

The Republican Party stood for the rule 
of law. the need for reason over emotion. 


and the belief that unchecked power used 
for any end will only produce abuse and 
greater dissatisfaction among the people. 

It is difficult to explain to someone 
without a job that law, reason and 
restraint build a society, an orderly 
society' in which that job can be obtained. 
When one is out of work, one grasps at 
promises of immediate, short-term an¬ 
swers rather than accepting real 
solutions which will bring lasting 
prosperity. 

The Republican Party, for some time 
nationally and quite recently in 
Massachusetts, has turned very sharply 
to the Right. The ultra-conservatives 
failed to learn in 1964 that a parochial 
appeal will only draw a very narrow line 
of votes. Unfortunately, those moderate 
Republican candidates became in¬ 
distinguishable from those who were 
stridently conservative, a bit of guilt by 
association. 

Of course this does not mean that the 
populace is liberal; it means that hard¬ 
line ideological positions are unac¬ 
ceptable to the majority. 

Clearly, the state party leadership 
must be singled out for its utter failure in 
bringing about any effort to save the 
party. 

The ultra-conservatives were more 
concerned with courting ROAR and 
waiting for instructions from 
Ronald Reagan than with campaigning 
for candidates. After the ultra- 
conservatives took control, the State 
Committee generated just a few press 
releases, never attempted to take the 
offensive and cared more about plots 
within the party than beating the 
Democrats. 

With the exception of House Minority 
Leader Frank Hatch, all of the state 
party luminaries gave little or no aid or 
assistance to Republican candidates. 
Yes, many lent their names and made a 
few token appearances for a few can¬ 


didates, but this help was merely 
superficial. 

Hatch was the only leader who con¬ 
tinuously fought and worked for can¬ 
didates, but when you send only one 
soldier into the field, you ought not expect 
him to win the war. 

In a technical sense, the referenda also 
contributed to the Republican defeat by 
bringing out voters solely interested in 
the questions. 

These voters, largely unaware of the 
issues and candidates involved in the 
races, tended to vote Democrat because 
they were the most susceptible to image 
and rhetoric which painted all 
Republicans as uncaring. In the war for 
the media, most Republican candidates 
did not have the financial ammunitiion to 
fight back the Democrat blitz. 

These are some of the causes for the 
Republican collapse. But what now? Has 
the Grand Old Party passed into history'’ 
Will it rise out of the ashes and again 
become a party of broad appeal, hard 
workers, younger members, strong 
candidates and well-coordinated 
organ ization? 

Those who care about government and 
the political process will watch if the 
ultra-conservatives attempt to drive out 
all moderates and turn the party over to 
Reagan, Helms, Thompson & Co. 

The options are few. The task of 
rebuilding a party from the bottom up in 
the face of opposition from the top seems 
Herculean. 

The construction of a new party with 
new faces and new leaders gathered from 
the remains of the GOP, disaffected 
Democrats and Independents, without 
any financial base, also seems extremely 
difficult. 

Acting individually or in small groups 
as Independents is another possibility. 
But without organization and iden¬ 
tification and with a few conservative 
Reupublicans still on the ballot, this kind 


of effort seems pointless. 

Joining the Democrat Party with the 
hope that with enough numbers the party 
eventually will split into two parties 
relies on too many "ifs.” 

As we have seen in Newton, there 
seemed to have been no effort to provide 
choices to the voters within the 
Democratic Party. And when there are 
choices, they may be so numerous and 
diverse as to assure the renomination- 
tan tamount-to-th e-reelection-of- 
incumbents. 

Of course, Republicans, who for many 
years have fought hard to give people a 
choice, to offer another points of view, to 
provide another outlet for political action, 
can simply quit. 

After years pf frustration and defeat, 
they can withdraw from the political 
scene and hope that someone else will 
take up the challenge of Democracy and 
try to offer choices to the people. After all 
these years of work, this would certainly 
not be a cop-out but an honorable 
retirement. 

Then again, since the Democrat Party 
showed little interest in giving the voters 
a choice, retreat from the field could be 
detrimental to the conduct of a 
democratic society. 

There are no simple answers. We do not 
have yet the final report on the condition 
of the two-party system. 

If that report shows that the 
Republican Party has expired in 
Massachusetts, it will have long-range 
and deeply disturbing side-effects not 
only on those of us who have been with the 
GOP but for every other citizen regar¬ 
dless of party enrollment. 

We must all bear the responsibility for 
the end of the two party system and the 
beginning of one-party rule.

And, 1 remember my 
feelings of joy that such a 
school existed. So our children 
were transferred and they 
have blossomed.

There are many parents who 
have made this decision and 
their children now attend the 
Oak Hill School. 

Oak Hill School is much more 
than a neighborhood school. It 
is providing outstanding 
educational opportunities for 
neighbrhood children as well 
as for many children outside its 
district. 

It is an exceptional and 
unique educational institution. 
To close it would not only be a 
personal heartbreak for our 
family but an educational 
tragedy for the City of Newton.

I am attaching a copy of the 
specific instructions given to 
the subcommittee. This should 
serve to allay some of the 
concerns of your community, 
since it indicates our 
awareness of the possible 
impact an elementary school 
closing can have on a 
neighborhood. Note also the 
instructions which provide for 
consultation with PTA's and 
other community groups. 

It is unfortunate that 
declining enrollments have 
reduced our student population 
from a peak of 18,244 to 15,297. 
The most serious decline oc¬ 
curred at the elementary level, 
which is down to 7,477 from a 
peak of 10,011. This represents 
a decrease of 25 percent. I cite 
these statistics so that you can 
see the magnitude of the 


problem which faces us in 
reaching a just decision, a 
decision which will consider all 
aspects of the declining 
enrollment problem and which 
will be a just one, not only for 
the Hyde community, but all 
other Newton communities 
involved.

Narrowed options 


To the Editor: 

The subcommittee on 
declining enrollment has made 
repeated assurances of its 
desire for community par¬ 
ticipation in its decision 
regarding what schools it will 
recommend to close. 

At the Oct. 26 meeting it 


eliminated two of 10 alter- • 

natives plans. The Hyde School Highlands 
was mentioned in four of the 
remaining eight alternatives. 

In response to questions at 
She Oct. 27 meeting, the 
committee told us the Nov. 3 
meeting was not to be about 
consolidation but about 
redistricting on the north side. 

Yet, at this meeting the 
committee made a crucial 
decision regarding con¬ 
sociation to limit its options to 
five. The Hyde School closing is 
in four of these remaining five 
options. 

We had taken the com¬ 
mittee's words in good faith. At 
least 100 Newton Highlands 
people have been gathering 
data from various sources to 
present to the committee on 
Nov. 23. Community par¬ 
ticipation at this late date 
would be a sham if the com¬ 
mittee has so limited its op¬ 
tions. 


We would not like to believe 
that it has already made up its 
mind and merely going 
through the motions to give the 
appearance of involving the 
community. 

I hope the committee will 
reinstate other options or 
how Newton 
presentation can 
have any impact on the 
decision at this time.

To the Editor: 

I am a longtime user of 
Beacon Street in Newton 
Centre, having lived there for 
35 years and worked there and 
in the Highlands for about 25 of 
them. 

I have seen traffic on that 
street increase until at times 
during every business day 
westbound cars will extend 
back from the I^ngley Road 
traffic lights beyond Grant 
Avenue and nearly to Gray 
Cliff Road, more than a 
quarter of a mile. 

Often, too, the segment of 
Beacon from the lights on 
Centre Street to those on 
l«ingley Road is so jammed 
with cars that the intersection ' 
of Langley, Summer and 
Beacon is blocked so that 
green-lighted cross traffic 
cannot get through.newton 

The present triangle, 
Beacon, Centre and Langley, is 
no place, in my opinion, for 
more parking places, un¬ 
derground or overground. It 
would only add to the already 
chaotic traffic conditions in the 
center. 

I suggest the city obtain air 
rights over the MBTA between 
Union and Braceland streets 
and construct parking facilities 
there and eliminate street 
parking on Union and Beacon 
streets between the traffic 
lighls on I,angley and on 
Centre streets, then making 
this section of Beacon one-way 
going west and keeping Union 
Street one-way going east. 

This might necessitate a 
traffic light at the corner of 
Iangley and Union. Eastbound 
traffic would return to Beacon 
Street near Ray and Eddie's 
Gulf Station. I think there is no 
better way to remove the 


center's Beacon Street traffic 
indigestion than this. 

Concerning the construction 
of open-air parking facilities 
over the Union Street- 
Braceland Road MBTA tracks, 

I believe such construction 
might possibly be facilitated 
some by the fact Braceland is 
more elevated than Union. 
Also, since the MBTA goes by a 
present city parking area on 
Cypress Street, perhaps this 
area could be extended by 
building over the MBTA. 

Two problems on Union 
Street would have to be solved 
if this street were to become 
the carrier of all easblbound 
traffic here, one having to do 
with the BayBank Newton- 
Waltham's drive-in window 
often causing a column of cars 
to extend into Union or 
Herrick, and the other having 
to do with Holden's Cab. 

Another idea that developed 
out of my thinking on the above 
has to do with the feasibility of 
creating eight or 10-foot wide 
paths alongside the MBTA 
tracks, but to be separated 
from the tracks by a good mesh 
fence, to be used by bicyclists. 

This could, I believe, give 
such cyclists safe paths out of 
auto traffic dangers all the way 
to the tunnel at Kenmore 
Square. 

I do not know how wide the 
MBTA right-of-way is all along 
the tracks, under bridges, etc., 
but if it could be worked out on 
our Riverside line, I submit 
that it could become so well- 
used that it would save im¬ 
portant amounts of gasoline 
and be an improver of our 
health.

Redistricting 
plans opposed

School Committee member 
Paul Ash and his sub¬ 
committee on enrollment 
heard reports from five FT As 
in the central part of the city 
that said they would rather 
remain slightly overcrowded 
than redistrict their students. 

At the meeting no plans for 
school closing were scheduled 
to be discussed, but Ash said he 
learned of a mistake in some 
cost estimate figures and the 
three-member subcommittee 
eliminated all closing options 
that included Beethoven 
Elementary School. 

Ash pointed out that the 
schools scheduled for possible 
redistricting, Underwood, 
Ward, Williams, Peirce, and 
Qaflin, all lack the required 
two or three spare utility 
rooms according to the 
definitions of a crowded school. 

All those PTAs want to keep 
the present district lines until 
declining enrollment gives 
them the extra rooms in a few 
years, except for Ward School. 

Ward School said it would 
approve of a redistricting plan 
with some students going to 
Underwood, but it would want 
a grandfather clause optional 
until 1980, Ash said. But by that 
time there will be no need for 
redistricting, Ash said. 

The Underwood PTA defined 
their school’s problem as one 
that can be solved by changes 
in the building, not redistric¬ 
ting. PTA President Kathy 
Tullberg said the school does 
not want to sever its ties with 
the people in the Charlesbank 
Road area by sending them to 
Iincoln-Eliot School. 

On Monday, Nov. 13, the 
subcommittee will hear from 
people who disagree with the 
PTA reports on redistricting, 
at a meeting at Mason-Rice 
School. 

On Nov. 17 the subcommittee 
will vote on the redistricting 
plans to recommend to the full

Sehool Committee. 

On Nov. 23 and 30 Ash, 
ward Prince, and Honora 
Kaplan will hear from PTAs of 
Countryside, Hamilton’ and 
Hyde, and then Memorial, Oak 
Hill, Spaulding, and Weeks on 
closing plans. 

With the elimination of all 
plans that include the closing of 
Beethoven, there are five plans 
left that include closing four of 
those shcools by 1981.

Yanofsky said the state law 
that went into effect in 
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( 617 ) 965-1364 
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January, 1975, requires the 
schools to keep a log "of all 
persons who get information, 
who gives it out, the date of 
access, and Ihe purpose of 
someone wanting the in¬ 
formation, and the information 
given out'" 

On his log, kept on the comer 
of the manila folder which 
holds his records, there was 
only the one entry of him 
looking at the record, with no 
information listing what he 
looked at. 

Yanofsky said he and Mrs. 
Addis went through his record 
and threw away many tem¬ 
porary records not required by 
law to be kept' but apparently 
ihe extent of the record 


examination was not written on 
ihe front of the folder. 

Yanofsky also knew that 
several colleges received in¬ 
formation from the file, and 
there was no entry in the log. 

Mrs. Addis told the School 
Committee and Yanofsky, 
"The problem may be where 
things are located." 

She said the information 
about which colleges received 
information was in the file, but 
not on the front log. The schools 
have been using a three-part 
form to keep accurate records 
of what colleges receive in¬ 
formation, she said. 

"Believe me, no one has tried 
to do any dirt," she said. 

She also noted that 


aulhomed school personnel do 
noi have to sign the log when 
examining the record. 

After Yanofsky read a letter 
from a from the state 
Department of Student Ser¬ 
vices agreeing that the log 
"seems to be devoid of what's 
needed," School Committee 
members asked the former 
student what he wants done if 
his case is true. 

Yanofsky, who submitted 


copies of the a recommended 
log form, said he wants to be 
sure the law is followed' and 
wants to be sure he was given 


the complete log. 

The School Committee will 
consider the complaint and 
report their action to Yanofsky

Final regional conference 
on handicapped Saturday 


On Saturday, Nov. 13, the 
third and final regional 
Massachusetts Conference on 
Handicapped Individuals will 
lake place at the 
Massachusetts Hospital 
School, Randolph St., Canton. 

Citizens of Newton are in¬ 
vited to participate by drafting 
recommendations in areas of 
employment, transportation, 
health, and civil rights. 

In preparation for the White 
House Conference on Han¬ 
dicapped Individuals, to be 
held in Washington, D.C. on 
May 25-29, 1977, the 

Massachusetts Conference on 
Handicapped Individuals is a 
statewide effort of interest to 
all handicapped persons. 

In three fact-finding 
sessions, the first two of which 
have already taken place, the 
agenda is specifically geared 


for listening to the consumer. 
The inclusion of organizations 
and professionals working with 
and for the handicapped along 
with legislators, represen¬ 
tatives of industry, business, 
and labor is also critical to 
conference deliberation and 
implementation following all 
l he state conferences. 

Il is critical that han¬ 
dicapped individuals, their 
families, and professionals in 
1 he field attend these forums to 
explain their needs and 
problems. The findings of the 
Massachusetts Conference and 
similar ones in the other states 
will be forwarded to 
Washington, where they will 
help determine the agenda for 
1 he White House Conference. 

That conference has three 
major goals. The first is to 
provide a national assessment

should be applied to political 
ads.

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Staniford St. decision 
held up for statement on 
environmental impact

Owners of the land on 
Staniford Street, Auburndale, 
must file an environmental 
impact statement with the 
state before a decision can be 
made about building 140 units 
of low- and moderate-income 
housing on the 10 -acre site. 

The ruling was handed down 
by Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs Evelyn Murphy last 
week to the state Housing 
Appeals Committee, where 
developers John and Joseph 
Me Isaac have been seeking a 
comprehensive permit to build 
for more than two years. They 
are appealing under the state's 
' anti-snob zoning" law. 

The Board of Aldermen, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and 
the Conservation Commission 
all denied the Mclsaacs the 
permission to build an apart¬ 
ment development on the site. 

The Planning Department 
recommended that only the 
front two acres of the land be 
built on, with a maximum of 20 
units to be built. 

The environmental-impact- 
statement order was the 
subject of a meeting at City 
Hall last week, at which im¬ 
plications of the ruling and how 
they affect the chances of the 
city's taking the land by 
eminent domain were 
discussed. 

Lawrence Shubow, attorney 
for the Mclsaacs, said this 
week that he considers the 
order for an environmental 
impact statement a "futile 
delaying maneuver” by the 
opponents of the housing. 

He said he feels that Secy. 
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Murphy was "lobbied" Into the 
ruling, and that the tactic Is an 
"end run around the Housing 
Appeals Committee," which he 
believes was about to issue a 
decision favorable to the 
Mclsaac brothers. 

An environmental Impact 
statement can be required’ 
Shubow said, because the 
project is to be financed by the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency, a 
quasigovemmcntal agency. 

Siubow regards opponents of 
the project as the city, which 
hopes to acquire the land, the 
value of which he estimates at 
around $200,000. Some of the 10 
acres are within the flood plain 
and cannot be built upon. 

Shubow doubts, however’ 
that there is much sentiment — 
or money—for taking the land. 
"Ask around and you'll find 
out," he said. 

The Staniford Street land is 
surrounded by 75 acres of open 
space, Shubow said. The city is 
in the process of acquiring 13 
acres of the old Norumbega 
land nearby. 

Shubow said that he intends 
to show that Newton ranks at 
the top in the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council’s listing 
of communities' amount of 
publicly owned open space, 
whether by number of people 
per acre or percentage of open 
space to total municipal area, 
and near the bottom of MAPC’s 
101 communities in the 
provision of low- and 
moderate-income housing. 

If the 140-apartment project 
is built, 35 apartments would 
be for low-income people 
(using MHFA criteria), 70 
would be for moderate-income 
people, and 35 would be rented 
at the going, “market" rentals. 

Newton currently has 20 
units of family housing and 226 
units for elderly built. More 
apartments for the elderly are 
under construction at Thurston 
Road, Upper Falls. 

Under the leased-housing 
program, the Housing Services 
Department has 115 apart¬ 
ments for the elderly and 162 
units for family housing. 

For comparison, in 1973, 
Waltham, with a population 
two-thirds that of Newton, had 
291 units for the elderly, 276 
units for families, and 196 
leased units for its low-income 
residents. 

Needham (population 30,000) 
had 72 units for elderly, with 80 
more under construction, and 
80 family units. 

Brookline had 345 elderly and 
310- low-income family units, 
with 84 more elderly units 
under construction. Figures 
are from a 1973 MAPC report.

If you glance at the calendar you'll 
notice that December 25th is almost upon 
us and this would be a good time to think 
of all the gifts you can make at home for 
"Just a little nothing." 

The Embroidery Council of America 
has welcomed the popularity of folk art 
maintaining that our founding 
forefathers came to this country with the 
idea of paving a new way of life for 
themselves and their children to 
come...that alone took a great deal of 
imagination, fortitude, self-sacrifice and 
skill. 

Folk art by definition are objects that 
are used by the persons who produced 
them. One of the most Important reasons 
for the increased interest of folk arts, 
aside from the practical one, is the need 
we all have in this mass-produced world 
to personalize the articles in our 
everyday lives. And now, at holiday time, 
there is an opportunity to make a gift by 
hand; the receiver is twice blessed—once 
in the receiving and then enriched by the 
thought that someone cared enough to 
give the precious time and energy in¬ 
volved. 

The Council suggests that you, like 
craftspeople, adopt the attitude that even 
the tiniest piece of lace, scraps of fabric 
are too precious to waste because in a 
matter of minutes you can create an eye¬ 
catching item of beauty. 

Following are some great gift-giving 
ideas as well as tips on dressing up the 
house for the holidays: 

Shop in the linen or drapery' depart¬ 
ment for those plain bargain toss pillows. 
Handstitch a few rows of trim, rickrack 
and grosgrain ribbon for great accents in 
any room. Applique the initials or the 
first name on the front of the pillow for 
that extra special touch. 

Make belts for your family and friends. 
Use stretch embroidered trim (elastic) 
and sew over purchased buckles...or 
mount several bands of trim onto pur¬ 
chased belt facing and sew with tiny 


invisible stitches. Attach a purchased 
buckle. 

Boxes: The catchall can be created 
from sturdy small boxes which have been 
painted with enamel and then covered 
with an assortment of trims and even an 
applique or two. 

Brick door stop: Instead of the 
traditional cover-it-with-cloth technique, 
cover a clean brick with bright 
heavyweight trim. Use epoxy or airplane 
glue as the surfaces are porus. 

Pillow Sachet: Purchased dried 
scented herbs or balsam needles for 
fillers. Measure and cut two squares of 
plain, medium weight fabric. Stitch rows 
of delicate trims across each square, to 
completely cover the fabric. Stitch 
around three sides of the square, cut off 
excess seam allowance diagonally at the 
comers, and turn the pillow right side 
out. Stuff with scented filler and whip¬ 
stitch the fourth edge closed. 

Burlap place mats trimmed with crewel 
embroidered banding. Each mat is made 
of natural burlap 21 inches by 15 inches 
and requires at least two yards, four 
inches of crewel trim. The band should be 
no wider than three-quarters of an Inch 
and no thicker than ribbon. Measure and 
cut the mat to size. Lightly, with chalk, 
mark one inch up from each of the outer 
edges and use this as a guideline for 
positioning the trim. Pin the trim at the 
corners, where you have to miter and also 
where the raw edges meet. Fold the ends 
under and whipstitch by hand before 
machine stitching the trim in place. 
Using the chalk marks as guides, sew the 
trim in place. Fringe the edges of the mat 
by removing two threads (one at a time) 
from each edge of the mat. Spray finished 
mat with "Scotchgard" Fabric Protector 
for easier cleaning. 

Look to the bargain bins for solid 
colored linens, pillow cases and towels. 
The only reason they are there is their 
plainness—people pay as much as 50 
percent extra for embroidered linens and 
towels. You can achieve the designer

effect by adding trim and lace as follows: 

1. Add an edge of washable lace or 
embroidered trim to the hem of the top 
sheet and ma’ _'hing trim for the open 
edges of the pillow cases. Sew lace at 
least an inch and a half In from the 
finished edge. 


2. Plain tablecloths and napkins, 
especially stain resistant, permanent 
press types don’t have to be dull. Scoop up 
a few and create the mood you're looking 
for: lace edgings and Inserts for formal 
looks; embroidered trim for casual looks. 
Remember not to use stiff or highly 


textured trim, as the tablecloth will not 
fall in soft folds. 

Buy that best seller book as a gift and 
then cover It with a remnant fabric of 
solid or print cotton and glue on a few 
applique flowers and the person's initials. 

Cover a coffee can with a scrap of 


colorful fabric, glue will do the trick, and 
then fill the can with home made 
cookies—a gift anyone would love to 
receive! 

Once you get started making your own 
gifts, you'll also discover your own 
creativity and the joy of being original.

credited. 

Applicants for the $300 
nursing scholarships should be 
in a diploma program of any 
slate approved diploma school 
of nursing. 

The medical and dental 
scholarships, which carry 
awards of $600 for a public 
institution and $900 for a 
private one, can be used at any 
professionally approved 
graduate school of medicine, 
osteopathy or dentistry. 

According to Kep. Fines, the 
Slate Board of Higher 
Education expects to award $14 
million lo 22,000 of the 62,000 
applicants for the 1977-78 
scholarship programs.

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Remembrances 
of trips past

Traveling to foreign landa 
can be enlightening aa well aa 

excit ng. 

Fur how else can the 
American learn that all taxis 
and porters are fabricated of 
the same magic material 
which makes them diaappear 
in foul weather or when you 
really need one, Juat like at 
home 

Or how hotel clerks In 
Inndon, Tokyo or wherever 
can make you feel like the 
invisible man when they are 
overbooked and your con¬ 
firmed reservations have 
become unconfirmed. Or how 
waiters, ticket agents and 
others, loo, can look right 
through you when you are in a 
hurry. 

But these are only minor 
inconveniences for the true 
traveler to whom the world is 
an oyster waiting to be opened 
to yield its many pearls. 

Some of the pearls I have 
discovered over many years of 
travel include: 

A spear-carrying Masai war¬ 
rior guarding tribal herds of 
cattle against lions and other 
predators in Tanzania's Ngo- 
rongoro wild game preserve. 
The Masai are a nomadic 
people who live in small round 
huts of mud, twigs and dung 
and still follow many of the old 
ways. Wearing a long yellow 
robe, brass curtain rod rings 
dangling from his ears, his hair 
braided and dyed reddish in 
tribal custom, he accepted an 
American-made cigaret and a 
light. He took a deep drag and 
then said in unaccented En¬ 
glish: "Thank you very 
much.” He grinned at my 
obvious surprise and added . “I 
attended secondary school in 
Dar-esSalaam but didn’t like 
'civilization' so I came home to 
my people." He was curious 
about the United States and we 
talked for nearly 30 minutes. 

The barefoot shoeshine boy 
in the park at La Paz in Baja 
California. Trotting alongside, 
he pointed at my right foot and 
chanted: “Uno peso, uno 
peso." You could hardly get a 
shine anywhere those days for 
8 cents so we stopped and he 
went to work on the right shoe. 
When he finished, he looked up 
with a grin and pointed to the 
left shoe and said “uno peso, 
uno peso.” We had to admire 
this budding entrepreneur and 
told him to shine away. We last 
saw him trotting alongside 
another American tourist, 
pointing with a finger and 
chanting: "Uno peso, uno 
peso." 

The Indian barber in a tea 
plantation village in the north¬ 
ern hills of Sri Lanka. There 
was much merriment among 
t|ie villagers at the sight of the 
American traveler sitting in a 
straight-backed wooden chair 
while the solemn-faced barber 
hacked away with an ancient 
straight razor at a three-day 
growth of beard. In the 
flickering light of a single 
candle. 1 was barely able to 
make out two pictures on the 
wall of the shop — one of the 
barber as a young man and the 
other of the late President 
Kennedy, adorned with sprigs 
of flowers. The shave cost 15 
cents - no tipping allowed. It 
wasn't until the following 
morning that 1 realized he had 
shaved off the sideburns 1 had 
worn for more than 20 years. 

The chambermaid in the 
lakeside hotel at Queenstown in 
New Zealand who bustled in 
with the morning tea at 6 
o'clock while the "Please do 
not disturb" sign fluttered on 
the door knob in her wake. "It's 
such a beautiful morning," she 
said as she opened the blinds 
and threw up the windows, "it 
would be a shame to waste it in 
bed." She was right. There 
wasn't a cloud in the sky. the 
birds were singing, the lake 
was as smooth as glass and the 
air clean and crisp. It was a 
day for skipping. Incidentally, 
it rained buckets the following 
day.

Purdue 

shocks 

Michigan 

Purdue pulled off the biggest 

upset of the season over the 
weekend by ambushing top- 
rated Michigan. 16-14. But if 
the upset was a surprise, the 
upsetmaker wasn't. The 
Boilermakers, you see, can 
justifiably gloat when opposing 
coaches ruefully refer to them 
as "Spoilermakers." 

For example, in Asa Par- 
seghian's 11 years at Notre 
Dame from 1964-74, he was 95- 
17. Five of those losses, 
however, were inflicted by 
Purdue — the last coming in 
1974 when the Irish, like 
Michigan this past week, were 
ranked No. 1. 

It was a 23-yard field goal by 
Purdue's Rock Supan with 4:20 
remaining that provided the 
Boilermakers with only their 
third win in eight games this 
year and snapped Michigan’s 
winning streak at nine games. 
Tailback Scott Dierking, who 
had missed the last two games 
with a sprained ankle, 
provided the other Purdue 
scoring with touchdown runs of 
four and 25 yards and a total of 
162 yards. 

"I knew this was going to be 
a tough one even before the 
season started,” lamented 
Coach Bo Schembechler, who 
now faces a "must win” 
situation once again with Ohio 
State at season's end if the 
Wolverines are to make the 
Rose Bowl. "It was one of the 
four games we were shooting 
for, but I guess maybe we 
didn't shoot for it hard 
enough." 

Meanwhile, Parseghian’s old 
Notre Dame team also ex¬ 
perienced the pain of upset. 
Georgia Tech, sticking to its 
ground game and a revived 
wishbone, scored their first 
victory over the Irish in 17 
years, 23-14. David Sims keyed 
the Yellow Jackets' win by 
scoring a pair of second half 
touchdowns and accounting for 
122 yards all told. 

"That was the finest 
coaching job I’ve seen in many 
years," Notre Dame Athletic 
Director Moose Krause told 
Tech Coach Pepper Rodgers. 
"You never threw the ball and 
you never coughed it up." 

Elsewhere, the "big bowl" 
picture became less muddled 
with the outcome of two crucial 
games. Eighth-rated Georgia 
all but wrapped up the 
Southeastern Conference — 
and a trip to the Sugar Bowl — 
by whipping lOth-ranked 
Florida, 41-27. And Nebraska, 
ranked ninth, took a giant step 
in its hid to capture the Big 
Eifflit title — and Orange Bowl 
bid — by stopping Oklahoma 
State, 14-10. 

Another team almost certain 
to land a major bowl berth is 
Pittsburgh. The second-ranked 
Panthers, with front-running 
Heisman Trophy candidate 
Tony Dorsett again leading the 
way, routed Arm y, 37 -7.

Court Justice Douglas commented: 

"A criminal trial, in the convti- 
tbtlonal sense, cannot take place 
/where the courtroom is a bedlam. 
A courtroom is a hallowed place 
where trials musi proceed with 
dignity." 

Of course, this would be a Iasi 
resort. A less drastic step is to re¬ 
move the defendant from the 
courtroom until he piomises to 
behave. Although this does Jc- 
prive him of the right to be pres¬ 
ent at his own trial, it is a right 
he himself has waived. 

What the Supreme Coum rec¬ 
ommends for most situations is 
citing the defendant for criminal 
contempt. Every judge has the in¬ 
herent power to do so. not lot his 
personal sindteatton hut to redeem 
the honor of the tribunal. 

But even the contempt power is 
to be wielded wiih restrain! For 
example, according lo American 


Bar Association guidelines, the 
judge should preferably take such 
action outside the presence of the 
jurors—to avoid prejudicing their 
minds against the defendant. 

The best solution is to somehow 
persuade the defendant that every¬ 
one in the courtroom, including 
him. will be better off if the pro¬ 
ceedings go ahead in an orderly 
manner. Judge Curtis Bok once 
made the point this way: 

"In the whole history of law 
and order, the longest step forward 
was taken hy primitive man when, 
as if by common consent, the tribe 
sat down in a circle and allowed 
only one man to speak at a time."

A lifetime of possessions 
for sale: handle with care

NEEDHAM — Leaving your home and the household 
possessions you have collected over a lifetime can be an 
unsettling experience. 

Elinor Everts of Needham knows a way to make the move 
easier. 

She first encountered the problem a few years ago, when 
her own father-in-law was going into a nursing home and 
had to dispose of a house full of belongings. 

Mrs. Everts says she found herself in a dilemma that was 
certainly not unique: What does the family do with the 
things in the house? 

From that beginning, Mrs. Everts and three other 
Needham women have come up with a service through 
which they have helped dozens of area residents part with 
furnishings and household goods, make a profit and spare 
the pain of supervising the whole process. 

The four women call their outfit JEM — the initials for 
members Joan Hubbert, Joan Kinne (the J is for both these 
names), turn a business necessity into a house sale that 
pleases Elinor Everts and Binna Mann — and they the 
homeowner as well as the customer. 

Of course the customers are important. But in the 
sometimes sensitive matter of selling off a person's 
possessions, the owner is even more important, Mrs. 
Htibban says: 

"Our first goal Is to make our client most comfortable," 
she stresses, and every step of JEM's operation shows this 
to be so. 

“It can be a very emotional experience for people who 
have to leave their home and possessions," Mrs. Mann 
says. "They just don't know how to handle it" 

Older people who can no longer afford the cost or energy 
of keeping up a large house are often the most distraught at 
the prospect of selling their belongings. 

"We never try to talk people into selling things," Mrs. 
Everts says, noting that people can be reluctant to give up 
items they no longer need simply because keeping 
possessions is a way of "holding onto the past." 

"Then we have some happy occasions," Mrs. Mann adds 
— a family that is moving to the Cape or that bought a new 
house and is going to fill it with all new furnishings. 

Whatever the reason JEM has been contracted to conduct 
a sale of household goods, the steps taken are much the 
same. 

How it works 

JEM recently conducted a sale in Needham for an elderly 
man who was moving to a smaller house after the death of 
his wife. 

First he chose all the furnishings and belongings he 
wanted to take with him to his new home. If he wanted to 
keep something for which he had no room, it could be put in 
storage for him. 

But once these decisions are made, the women con¬ 
ducting the sale find it best for the homeowner to detach 
himself from the sale as much as possible to spare his 


feelings. Otherwise, Mrs. Everts says, a man will find 
himself looking at items on sale and saying’ "That belonged 
to my wife." 

As many as 15 workers help the four women of JEM in the 
task of converting the home into a showroom. 

Out of every cupboard, closet and shelf come the goods 
for sale. Polishing, dusting and washing are part of the 
preparation for the big day. 

That cluttered basement ends up in apple pie order. The 
lawn and garden tools in the garage never looked so neat. 

Pricing is done by the women in teams' with help from 
professional appraisers on items such as jewelry, art work 
and some of the china, glass, silver and mgs. Anything that 
is an apparent antique also gets the appraiser’s eye. 

Everything gets a price tag. from the piano in the 
basement tagged for $165 to the paper pumpkin on the porch 
marked for 25 cents. 

As part of the personal touch, JEM brings in flowers for 
the living room. The basement has been converted into a 
Christmas shop with handmade decorations on display. 

Have a following 

Sales run by JEM have attracted quite a following. More 
than an hour before the doors open, customers are lined up 
outside. 

It's an orderly process. There's no pushing or butting in 
line. On a chilly morning, JEM workers pass out cups of 
coffee to customers collected outside. Several of the 
prospective purchasers peer through the house's windows 
to see what is for sale. 

Each arriving customer takes a number. About 25 people 
are let in at once when the sale starts (more people can be 
accommodated in a larger home) and more are let in as 
space permits. 

When the doors open for the first group of buyers — many 
of whom are "regulars" for JEM sales — it’s more like a 
visit to someone's home than a session in a bargain 
basement. Except that there are plenty of bargains. 

A side benefit of the JEM sales effort is that it gives part- 
time work to the many needed to supervise each sale. Mrs. 
Everts says a person is assigned to each room of a home 
during the sale to answer questions and mark down sales. 
For many of these women, she says, the sale is a social 
event as well as a job. 

Once a sale is complete — and It usually empties a house 
— JEM turns over any remaining items to a charity of the 
homeowner's choice. While the leftover goods could simply 
be sold to wholesalers, Mrs. Everts explains that a con¬ 
tribution to charity can be made in the name of the owner. 

The empty house is then swept clean and the owner gets 
his check. JEM covers all expenses of the sale and collects 
a percentage of the profit. 

Down to the last detail, the emphasis is on making the 
sale painless and professional for the homeowner. 

"Our idea is to help people from the start to the finish," 
Mrs. Everts says. "I get a great feeling when I’ve helped 
someone."

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The Green Thumb 
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By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

Why plants leave home— 
Right now your plants may be 
showing bud drop or yellowing 
of leaves, or leaf loss. Bud drop 
can be due to air being too hot 
and dry, or the plant may be 
under too cold or too dry a soil. 
Plants in a draft are apt to lose 
their buds, as well as those 
near a radiator. Overwatering 
fas wcllasunderwatering) and 
insect attacks can also trigger 
bud drop. Setting your plants in 
a tray of pebbles with a half 
inch of water will help main¬ 
tain good humidity. Or you can 
try double potting—putting a 
pot inside another pot and 
allowing about an inch of moist 
peat moss between the two 
pots. 

Yellowing of leaves can be 
due to overwatering, too much 
sun, or a lack of nitrogen. Poor 
drainage can cause the lower 
leaves of rubber plants, ferns, 
dumb cane and others to turn 
yellow and drop. Leaf tips and 
margins often turn brown and 
scorched. This is due to dry air, 
dry soils, fertilizer burn or sun 
scorch. 

Overwintering impatiens— 
Many who brought their im¬ 
patience plant (impatiens) or 
day plant, ask us why the 
leaves turn yellow indoors. It’s 
quite a shock to bring them in 
from the outdoors. Also, make 
sure the plant has good 
drainage. Poor drainage or 
"wet feet” will cause leaves to 
turn yellow. It's important not 
to overwater and not to feed 


generously.. This can cause 
leggy, scraggly and overgrown 
plants. 

It's a good idea to take tip 
cuttings of impatience and root 
them in perlite or other rooting 
medium. Keep the rooting 
material wet, keep the cuttings 
heavily shaded and moist for a 
few days after inserting. Avoid 
direct sunshine on the cuttings. 
Roots will form in 2 weeks or 
so, and after that they can be 
potted in a mixture of 1 part 
each of sand, peat and loam, 
with some perlite added for 
extra drainage. There's an 
impatiens with variegated 
foliage which are highly at¬ 
tractive. They make fine 
potted plants indoors. Start 
these from cuttings. The new 
New Guinea hybrids are more 
robust and have much larger, 
more brilliantly colored 
flowers than the regular 
sultanas or day plants. 

Dropping of leaves now can 
be a sign of high room tem¬ 
perature, dry soil or over- 
watering. Mottled foliage could 
mean red spider mites. Wash 
the plants in soap and water. If 
you see a sugary crystal-like 
material on edge of leaves it 
means aphids or a natural 
secretion from nectaries in the 
leaves. 

Green Thumb Clinic—“We 
put our Easter lily outdoors 
and wonder if it should be 
covered with straw for win¬ 
ter?"

Triumph in Paris, by David 
Schoenbrun. 

(Harper and Row, $15) 

Shrewd and lively despite his 
70 years, Benjamin Franklin 
journeyed to Paris in 1776 to 
negotiate his fledgling coun¬ 
try's first foreign alliance. 

His success in winning the 
aid that helped the American 
Revolution was attributable 
not only to his superb in¬ 
telligence but also to his wit 
and personality. 

Schoenbrun, an American 
broadcaster who nurses a 
special affection for France, 
balances his narrative between 
Franklin’s sometimes feverish 
negotiations in Paris and the 
fighting in America. 

France, as the rival world 
power to England, had grown 
accustomed to handling the 
solicitations of foreigners with 
a grudge against England. But 
the French court of Louis XVI 
had never seen anyone like Ben 
Franklin. 

His versatility in meeting 
diplomatic challenges was as¬ 
tonishing. His knottiest 

problem was to keep American 
credit afloat, which he 
managed with typical 

ingenuity, despite constant 

difficulties with the Con¬ 

tinental Congress. 

To Franklin, nothing was 
more important than gaining 
assistance for his country. 
Even his love affairs — another 
habit of Franklin's that en¬ 
deared him to the French — 
were second to his patriotism. 

Schoenbrun has poured 
through diaries, contemporary 
accounts and other obscure 
sources to detail his story. The 
cast of characters he encoun¬ 
tered is impressive, from 
Voltaire to Marie Antoinette. 
Schoenbrun has documented a 
fascinating story well worth 
telling.

A new restaurant is open in 
Newton Upper Falls, an area

portant fart that the town had a 
robust industrial life almost 
from the beginning. 

The many waterfalLs of the 
diaries River, which borders 
Newton on three sides, from 
the earliest days of the In¬ 
dustrial Revolution attracted 
those interested in manufac¬ 
turing. Newton Upper Falls 
became a textile center as 
early as the 1820s. Not only 
were silk and cotton materials 
manufactured here, but textile 
machinery in large quantities 
as well. 

Other companies made paint 
and varnish, fire alarms' 
rubber goods, bicycles, rolled 
iron and fire works. Newton 
Lower Falls began as an im¬ 
portant paper-making center, 
gradually turning more and 
more to textiles during the last 
century, and most recently to 
electronics. 

Nonantum also began as a 
textile manufacturing village 
early in the 1800 s, specializing 
in hosiery and woolen worsteds 
at first, but diversifying later 
into radios and the Stanley 
Steamer automobiles. 

The final lecture of the series 
will be given Monday evening, 
Nov. 22, in the City Hall 
auditorium. The title is 
"Newton, the Garden City: 
Changing Attitudes Toward the 
Use of I-and,” by Duscha S. 
Scott, archivist-historian at the 
Jackson Homestead.

Tot-sized tree tips

• Try sitting down with 
a pair of needle-nosed 
pliers and some thin sil¬ 
very wire, and see what 
kind of a Christmas sculp¬ 
ture you can make. 

• The more ambitious 
might want to make their 
own Christmas cards, too. 


Easy to make Christmas reindeer brings smiles 


If your holiday prepara¬ 
tions Include a thorough 
housecleaning, you may be 
left with the makings for 
a unique holiday decora¬ 
tion or Christmas toy that 
cheerfully expresses the 
season's greetings a 
Christmas reindeer! 

The reindeer is easy to 
make, and you'll probably 
find you have the main 
ingredients for whipping 
one up right on hand 
Here's how: 


MATERIALS: Black and 
white construction paper 
or felt; white glue; three 
Grease rellefl» degreaser 
refill containers; (option¬ 
al) length of wire or coat- 
hanger. 

1. Cut a round hole the 
size of a quarter on each 
flat side of one container 
directly below and as close 
as possible to the screw-on 
cap. Tills container be¬ 
comes the face and head 
of the reindeer. 


2. Remove the caps from 
the other two containers 
and force the tops into the 
cut-out holes on either 
side of the head. These 
two containers become the 
reindeer's antlers. 

3. Twist the bottles in 
place so that antlers’ 
curved sides are facing 
upward. 

4. Color eyes on paper 
and cut out Cut an oval 
from paper or felt for a 


nose; glue nose and eyes 
to head 

A mouth can be made 
from a strip of felt or 
paper cut to approximate¬ 
ly 6" x !V; trim edges to 
curve slightly upward in 
a "smile." and glue to head. 

Antlers and ears can 
also be made from these 
materials. First draw ear 
or antler shapes on news¬ 


paper. Fold felt or paper 
In half and cut out. You 
will have two ears and 
two antlers. Glue the ears 
to the head and the ant¬ 
lers to the other two con 
tainers. 


5. Twist wire or a piece 
of metal coathanger 
around the cap of the 
first container to form a 
hook for hanging the rein¬ 
deer on a nail.

This is the season to start 
your individual retirement 
plans.

Keogh plans, first created in 
1962 and liberalized in 1974 and 
Individual Retirement 
Accounts (IRA’s) created in 
1974, now make it possible for 
any employed person to 
provide for his retirement. 

The Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice estimates that there are 
almost 'a million people in 
Massachusetts alone who are 
eligible for one or the other of 
these plans. 

KEOGH PLANS ARE FOR- 
Self-employed individuals, 
partners, proprietors of 
unincorporated businesses and 
their employees. These plans 
make it possible to put aside 
for retirement up to 15 percent 
of earnings to a maximum of 
$7500 per year. The amount 
contributed to the plan is a 
deduction from gross income 
for Federal tax purposes. 
Recently enacted tax 
legislation in Massachusetts 
prohibit any similar deduction 
for Massachusetts Income 
Tax. 

The plans are flexible and 
allow contributions to be made 
at a reduced level, or 
suspended during a lean year. 
Keogh plans make it possible 
for an employer to offer an 
important fringe benefit to his 
employees. However, if an 
employer makes a percentage 
contribution for himself, he 
must make matching per¬ 
centage contributions of each 
qualifying employee’s salary 
as well. Funds contributed for 
the benefit of an employee are 
immediately vested meaning 
that they belong to the em¬ 
ployee and can be withdrawn 
by him if he leaves his em¬ 
ployment or when he retires or 
becomes disabled. 

As long as the plan has been 
created and is on file with the 
Trustee, the businessman has 
until April (or later if he 
receives an extension from 
IRS) to actually make his 
contribution. This provision is 
a real aid to many, since they 
do not know their earnings to 
the dollar until after the tax 
year ends. 

The interest of any par¬ 
ticipant in a plan is not 
assignable, attachable, and 
may not be pledged as security 
for any loan. Funds may be 
distributed as follows: they 
may begin the year the par¬ 
ticipant reaches age 594, and 
must begin in the year he at¬ 
tains age 704. The IRS im¬ 
poses a penalty tax on 
distribution unless these 
qualifications are met. Upon 
retirement, disability, or 
death, distributions can be 
made in a lump sum or in in¬ 
stallments over a number of 
years. 


IRA’s 

Individual Retirement 
Accounts, created by the 
Pension Reform Act of 1974. 
make it possible for any em¬ 
ployed person - self-employed 
or otherwise - to contribute to 
a retirement plan on his own 
behalf as long as he is not a 
participant in any other 
retirement, pension or profit 
sharing plan except Social 
Security. These plans make it 
possible to reduce Federal (but 
not State taxable income by the 
amount contributed and 
shelter and earnings until they 


are distributed in retirement. 

The maximum annual 
contribution is 15 percent of 
earned income or $1500, 
whichever is less. Con¬ 
tributions to IRA’s must be 
made during the tax year but 
can be made in installments, 
providing flexibility to the 
participant. 

IRA's also provide a tax 
shelter for lump sum distr- 
butions from qualified com¬ 
pany retirement plans. This 
can be important for the in¬ 
creasing number of people who 


are eligible to retire in their 
40's or 50's. If the exact amount 
at the lump sum distribution is 
"rolled over” into the IRA 
within 60 days, the distribution 
is not taxable. The principal 
and all future interest earnings 
will be tax sheltered until 
received as retirement income. 

Distributions may begin at 
594 and must begin by age 
704. A Federal penalty tax of 
10 percent applies to 
premature distributions.

Some sure-fire remedies for 
the holiday spots and spills 


Planning a successful 
holiday party gives you 
enough to think about 
without having to worry 
about after-the-festivlties 
laundry problems. 

If spots and spills seem 
to overflow along with the 
good cheer, don't despair 
a little spot-removal know¬ 
how provides for quick 
and easy cleanups of par¬ 
ty-time calamities.

Rnd 2 - Ch 1 tightly, 2 ch in each 
of next 2 sc, sc in each sc to t 
the 5 dcs in the starting ch, 2 sc 
in each of the 5 dcs (the 3rd set 
of 2 counts as the tip of the toe), 
sc in each sc to ch -1. Rnd 3 - Ch 
1, skip ch 1, work 2 sc in next 
sc, sc in next sc (this st is back 
ctr of heel), 2 sc in next sc, sc in 
each sc to within 5 scs of the set 
of 2 scs at the tip of the toe.2 sc 
in next sc, sc in next sc, repeat 
from 4 times.

Crowing in popularity 

Since many building

do-it-yourself project. 

Kitchen cabinets are an 
example. Those that bear 
the certification seal of the 
National Cabinet Associa¬ 
tion have to meet the rigid 
construction and perform¬ 
ance standards of the 
American National Stand¬ 
ards Institute (ANSI). 

To qualify, the cabinets 
must pass or exceed a 
variety of rugged tests 
that measure their ability 
to withstand the hard use 
of everyday operation in 
the kitchen. 

Look for the seal 

The small, circular 
NKCA certification seal ls 
usually found on the in¬ 
side of a cabinet door or 
drawer. It’s the consumer’s 
assurance the cabinets 
have been designed to last.

Christmas Is the time 
when most girls receive 
their diamond engagement 
ring — and, receiving a 
diamond for engagement 
Is a tradition that dates 
back almost 500 years. 

On August 14,1477, Max- 
lmlllan of Austria gave 
Mary of Burgundy the 
first diamond engagement 
ring — and thus a tradi¬ 
tion was bom I 
Today, four out of five 
brides-to-be receive dia¬ 
mond rings to seal their 
engagement. However, un¬ 
like Max of Austria who 
surprised Mary with a 
ring, most young couples 
today shop for the ring 
together, making It a shar¬ 
ed experience. 

And, It Is a wise well- 
informed young couple 
who educate themselves 
about diamonds before 
making that all-impor¬ 
tant purchase today. In 
recent years, the price of 
diamonds has Increased 
along with everything else, 
and In today's economy, 
young men should expect 
to pay more than their 
older brothers did In past 
years. 

In choosing a diamond 
engagement ring, keep in 
mind that it Is the dia¬ 
mond that Is forever — 
not the mounting Into 
which the diamond is set. 
If you choose a heavy or 
wide gold band, you will 
be getting less diamond, 
as a greater proportion of 
the price Is going into 
paying for the band. 

The thinner and simpler 
the setting of the ring, the 
larger or better quality 
diamond you can expect 
to buy for your money. For 
example, a good quality 
half-carat diamond ring 
costs $600 and up today 
What should you know 
about diamonds If you 
plan to buy one this 
Christmas? How can you 
be sure of receiving good 
value for your money? 

First, educate yourself 
by knowing something 
about diamonds. No two 
diamonds in the world arc 
the same. Each diamond 
has a personality of its 
own. That's why prices 
vary. Even two diamonds 
of the same size have dif¬ 
ferent qualities of color, 
clarity and brilliance, and 
each will be priced differ¬ 
ently. 

The larger the diamond, 
the scarcer It Is — and the 
higher Its price per carat. 
For example, a two-carat 
stone costs much more 
than twice as much as a 
one-carat stone of the 
same quality. 

Second, when you're 
ready to choose your dia¬ 
mond, the man to see Is 
a reliable Jeweler. He's the 
diamond expert. Let him 
explain the differences in 
carat weight, clarity, color 
and cut that determines 
the price of each stone. 


CARAT, the first of the 
Four C’s, is the unit of 
weight for diamonds. A 
carat is equal to 200 milli¬ 
grams, and there are 142 
carats In the avoirdupois 
ounce. 

The carat is further di¬ 
vided Into 100 "points," 
like the cents In a dollar. 
A 45-point diamond weighs 
a little less than half a 
carat. (The average size 
of an engagement ring in 
this country is about 47 
points.) 

COLOR Is an Important 
factor In determining the 
price, for diamonds are 
priced In relation to the 
intensity of their color, 
their brilliance and their 
clarity. And diamonds 
come in all colors of the 
spectrum. 

Most diamonds describ¬ 
ed as white are nearly 
colorless but have a slight 
tinge of color. This color 
adds warmth to each dla 
mond's unique “personal¬ 


ity." Completely colorless, 
icy-white diamonds are 
very rare and arc priced 
accordingly. 

White diamonds with a 
tinge of blue — known as 
"blue-white" — are rarer 
still — perhaps one In 
many hundred thousands. 
The variations in color are 
often so slight they can 
be detected only by an 
expert under special lights. 

The best way to see the 
true color of a diamond 
Is to look at the stone 
through its side against a 
white background. 

CLARITY. Most dia¬ 
monds contain natural 
imperfections — spots, 
bubbles or lines Included 
In the stone when K was 
crystallized from carbon 
millions of years ago. 

Where such "Inclusions" 
do not Interfere materially 
with the passage of light 
through the stone, they do 
not affect its beauty. How¬ 
ever. the fewer inclusions 


in a diamond, the more 
valuable it Is. 

A "flawless" diamond 
one that shows no imper¬ 
fections to a trained eye 
using 10-power magnifica¬ 
tion — Is very rare. Many 
people believe that a dia¬ 
mond which is not flawless 
must have flaws or weak¬ 
nesses. Inclusions arc im¬ 
perfections, but they are 
not necessarily weaknesses. 

A diamond does not have 
to be flawless to be beau¬ 
tiful. In a sense, the inclu¬ 
sions In a diamond are Its 
fingerprints, and like fln-

gerprlnts, no two are alike. 

. CUT. This refers both 
to the make of a diamond, 
or the way the facets are 
arranged, nnd to Its shape. 

Diamonds arc cut ac¬ 
cording to an exact math¬ 
ematical formula that 
places the facets (or sur¬ 
faces) of the diamond In 
precise relations to each 
other. The standard dia¬ 
mond cut has 58 facets. 

For a diamond to have 
a perfect make, the angles 
between any two facets 
must be accurate to with¬ 
in hnlf a degree.

more than dressing In 
warm, snuggly fashions. 
It requires a special groom¬ 
ing routine that starts at 
the top — with the hair — 
to maintain healthy, at¬ 
tractive good looks. 

Since weather does af¬ 
fect the hair’s condition, 
freezing temperatures and 
drying winds may cause 
hair to lose Its natural 
moisture, become dry, and 
look dull and brittle. 

To help hair survive 
winter in good shape, the 
hair care experts at Hel¬ 
ene Curtis advise frequent 
conditioning to retain and 
restore moisture.

Parents oppose redistricting 
to relieve crowded schools 


All redistricting plans for crowded 
schools in the central section of the city 
were disapproved by every person who 
spoke at a public hearing Monday night.

A hearing before the state I^bor 
Relations Commission with the Newton 
School Custodians and School Depart¬ 
ment personnel over the firing of seven 
custodians will continue in Boston on 
Monday. 

The hearing began last Friday with the 
testimony from the three witnesses from 
the School Department subpoenaed by 
the custodians regarding the layoffs of 
seven men on April 12, according to 
Richard Murphy, lawyer for the School 
Department, 

The custodians filed an unfair labor 
practice complaint on May 7. 

The School Committee is officialy 
named in the complaint filed by the 
custodians that charges that "the School 
Committee refused to bargain in good 
faith" and the layoffs were made 
"without prior negotiation with the 
union,” and that the Committee "refused 
to discuss the impact of the layoffs with

the union representatives,” according to 
a statement from the Labor Relations 
Commission. 

Murphy said the School Committee and 
school personnel claim they are not 
required to negotiate the layoffs because 
there is no such clause in the contract. 

Murphy said there was input made by 
the custodians about the layoffs and the 
dispute is between considering per¬ 
formance or seniority for choosing men 
for the layoffs. The School Committee 
considered perfomance. 

David Grunebaum of the Commission 
said the hearing officer, James Litton, 
has no deadline for making a decision in 
the case after the hearing ends. 

Director of Support Services Roy 
Cornelius, Assistant Director of Per¬ 
sonnel Thomas O'Conor, and Supervisor 
of Custodians Eugene Sweeney were 
called by the custodians lawyer Alan 
McDonald Friday. 

Neither McDonald nor Custodian Union 
President Robert Robards could be 
reached for comment early this week. 


This was also the opinion presented in 
PTA reports two weeks ago. 

Ward School parents were almost the 
only ones to admit that their school was 
crowded. Parents of the school agreed 
with PTA report presented two weeks ago 
that the disruption to the school would be 
greater than the benefit to the children of 
an extra room. 

Ward parents also said the longer walk 
to Underwood would be dangerous, would 
require more sidewalks to be built along 
Waverly Avenue, and would not help the 
crowdedness of Underwood School. 

Laurence Bishoff of Ward School 
suggested the possibility of changing the 
bus stop of some Chestnut Hill students 
from Ward School to another adjacent 
school such as Mason-Rice or Bowen. 

Director of Research and Planning 
Vincent Silluzio said those two schools 
should not have any extra students 
because Mason-Rice is full and Bowen is 
a receiver school for Hyde students if that 
school closes. 

Parents from other schools disagreed 
with the tagging of their schools as 
crowded. 

Subcommittee Chairman Paul Ash 
explained that the School Committee 
passed criteria drawn up by the Citizens' 
Advisory Committee on Declining 
Enrollment that said a school with less 
than 15 classrooms should have two 
surplus rooms, and one with 16 or more 
classrooms should have three surplus 
rooms.

Custodian layoff complaint 
continued by state board 


Murley development 
hearing draws 300

More than 300 people from the Oak Hill 
section of Ward 8 crowded into the 
aldermanic chamber at City Hall 
Tuesday night to express their opposition 
to a proposal to build a 154-unit con¬ 
dominium complex on the Murley land 
Dedham Street. 

The petition for a zone change from 
Residence A to D and permissive use to 
build the clustered buildings was 
presented by former alderman Alan 
Barkin, on behalf of himself as one of the 
developers, and the two other developers, 
Stephen Hopkins and Thomas l^rsen, an 
architect. 

Barkin, who lives close to the proposed 
development, emphasized that the 
condominiums would be single-family 
residences, although attached dwellings. 

Barkin said he was encouraged, not 
dismayed, by a Planning Department 
memorandum which recommended 
denial of the project. 


Barkin noted that the memorandum 
says "a traditional single-family sub¬ 
division does not appear to be the best 
residential development option," and 
that "the site would be well suited for 
either cluster development or planned 
development. 

Both these concepts have been 
developed by the Planning Department 
and have been submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen. 


A retired engineer and friend of James 
Murley died of a heart attack Tuesday 
night minutes after he had spoken in 
favor of the development of the Murley 
land at the land Use Committee public 
hearing. 

George P. Norton, 72, of 209 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. was stricken in the 
second-floor corridor of City Hall while 
leaving the hearing. 

He was pronounced dead on arrival at 


According to tentative criteria for 
planned development, the number of 
square feet per dwelling unit should be 
10.000; the proposal will allow 7816 square 
feet.

Qualifications for tire chief 
help in NNHS suits voted 


In a short meeting Monday night the 
Board of Aldermen voted with no debate 
to approve qualifications for fire chief, 
effectively forestalling the appointment 
of Police Chief William Quinn to that 
position. 

The amendment to the ordinances 
requires that a fire chief have at least 
three years' experience in the rank of 
captain or higher. 

Mayor Theodore Mann had recently 
wanted to appoint Quinn to serve as both 
chiefs. 

In the only matter requiring any 
discussion, the Board voted 20-3 in favor 
of funding another lawyer to help the La w 
Department with its case against the 
architect, builders, and subcontractors 
involved in the construction of Newton 
North High School. 

The city has entered lawsuits totaling 
about $2.5 million. City Solicitor Howard 
Levine asked for assistance because the 
work in his department precludes 
devoting the proper amount of time to the 
high school case. 


Newton District Court’s new judge, 
Paul A. Chemoff, will take his seat at the 
bench Dec. 20, but he will serve in Newton 
only one or two days a week.

Grant reviewed for 
12 women police 


The governor’s staff and a sub¬ 
committee of the state Committee on 
Criminal Justice has approved funding 
for the third year of Newton’s 12 women 
police officers, but the final decision will 
be made Dec. 2. 

The full state committee will meet then 
to consider approval of $140,000 from the 
federal law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration for the salaries of the 12 
women who were hired in March, 1975, to 
see if women can perform the patrol 
duties of officers. 

The women are funded through the 
current fiscal year which ends June 30, 
1977. If the federal funds are not given to 
Newton by the state granting agency, the 
women will either be laid off or fully 
funded by the Board of Aldermen, ac¬ 
cording to Police Chief William Quinn 

Chief Quinn this week denied 
statements printed in a national police 
weekly magazine that he supposedly- 
made at the International Association of 
Chiefs of Police convention in Miami 
Beach, Fla., last month. 

"The Police Chronicle" of October, 
1976, quotes Quinn directly as saying the 


department came "‘close to violence’" 
over the hiring of the women. 

This week Quinn denied ever saying 
anything so strong, but recalled the op¬ 
position of the police wives and the police 
union when the grant was being con¬ 
sidered originally. 

The chief said that one woman officer 
and a detective have made known their 
intention to marry, but he declined to say 
who they were. He also denied the direct 
quotation in the magazine that ‘"We've 
had love affairs as a result, and two of our 
officers are separated because of it." 

He said that quote was "incorrect and 
very wrong.” 

Quinn was somewhat reserved about 
the quality of the women’s performance 
on the force. 

"I’m not sure all women can make it on 
patrol, but on the balance, so far they are 
doing pretty well " he said. 

Regarding an accident last week when 
two cruisers dirven by Officers Cynthia 
Webster and Francis Fall, Quinn said 
there has been "a determination of no

Samuel Twining 


Tired of winetasting? Try tea 


"After sitting about three-quarters of 
an hour, 1 rose to take leave, when the 
General invited me to drink Tea with him 
that evening." 

The "general” was General George 
Washington, President of the United 
States, and the visitor was Thomas 
Twining, third generation of the now nine- 
generation, 270-year-old Twining tea 
dynasty, on a visit to the United States in 
May, 1796. 

The Twinings, obviously, have been no 
strangers to America, although they 
conduct business on the Strand in l<ondon, 
England. Recently, the current head of 
the family business, Samuel H.G. 
Twining, 43, paid Newton a visit on his 
nationwide tour to introduce the newest 
Twining tea blend, spiced tea. 

The dapper I/indon gentleman chatted 
with shoppers in Uloomingdale's at the 
Chestnut Hill Mall, offering each a cup of 
the newest tea blend, or an old favorite, 
Earl Grey, which he proudly notes is 
"delicately scented" by means of a secret 
family recipe. 

He readily agrees that people can 
become connoisseurs of tea in the same 
manner they become connoisseurs of 
wine and offers suggestions and direc¬ 
tions for tea-tastings that are as 


elaborate, if not more so, than any wine 
and cheese party to date. 

Born in London in 1933, Twining spent 
his early years in a house that was 
destroyed in 1910 by a direct hit during a 
wartime shelling. He was educated at 
Stowe, joined the Royal Marine Forces 
Volunteer Reserve in 1950, and won a 
commission and led a landing Craft and 
Royal Marine Detachment in the Cocos 
Islands. 

In preparation for his assumption of the 
role of head of the family business, he 
took a post as aide-de-camp to the 
governor of Tanganyika (now Tanzania) 
in 1954 and 1955. The then governor was 
his uncle, lard Twining. He had the 
opportunity to travel tu key tea-growing 
areas, Kenya, Uganda and the Congo, as 
well as India and Ceylon. 

In 1956, following family tradition, 
Twining began "at the bottom" as a "pot 
boy,” the one who prepares tea samples 
for the tasters. 

Today, Samuel Twining is the export 
director for the company and travels to 
the 90 countries where Twinings tea is 

sold. 

Quick to point out that the tea that went 
overboard during the Boston Tea Party 
was "not Twinings tea," Twining says the 
most popular of his teas in the United 


States are English Breakfast, Earl Grey, 
Darjeeling and Orange Pekoe, in that 
order. 

The family buys its tea in China, India 
and Ceylon. He also says that Ceylon teas 
prove the best for making ice tea because 
they do not cloud. 

Twining recommends china, ear¬ 
thenware, glass, stainless steel or well- 
enamelled metal for tea pots and says 
milk, not cream, should be served with 
tea because "cream is too heavy.” 

A Tea-tasting 

Interested in giving a lea-tasting? Mr. 
Twining makes the following 
suggestions: 

The "lasting" should include the three 
oasic tea types, green, brown and black. 

Begin with the mildest blend, green tea, 
and proceed to the strongest, brown, then 
black. 

Smoking should be postponed until the 
end of the tasting, Twining says, and 
"light refreshments" may be passed to 
have with the tea to clear the palate. Tea 
sandwiches, biscuits and plain cake are 
recommended. 

The table should be set with a sugar 
bowl, milk pitcher, dish of sliced lemons, 
spoons, and a tea strainer. Guests should 
get a fresh cup for each blend tasted.

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State Hep. David J. 
Mofenson, House chairman of 
the Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affiars, 
has commended the Northeast- 
Midwest Economic Advan¬ 
cement Coalition for its efforts 
to aid the economy of 
Massachusetts and other older 
Industrial states. 

"We in the Northeast region 
have been harder hit by the 
recession than other parts of 
the country," said Mofenson. 
"It's no secret that we suffer 
from higher fuel costs, 
declining industry, higher 
unemployment and shrinking 
tax bases." 

In organizing a coalition of 
congressmen from states with 
similar plights, Massachusetts 
Congressman Michael 
Harrington, New York 
Congressman Frank Horton 
and Wisconsin Congressman 
James Oberstar have taken the 
lead in developing the 
framework within which dif¬ 
ferent plans for economic 
recovery can be advanced, 
Mofenson said. 


"Clearly the only way in 
which the older states can 
reassert themselves in face of 
the rapid growth of the Sunbelt 
is by banding together to get 
our fair share of the nation's 
economic wealth," said 
Mofenson. "I am pleased that 
Presidentelect Carter looks 
favorably upon such regional 
cooperation and has expressed 
a commitment to correcting 
the inequitable allocation of 
federal monies." 

In a letter to Northeast 
Kconomic Coalition Chairman 
Harrington, Carter wrote that 
a "President should recognize 
that the region is striving 
logethcr to meet common 
problems and that those efforts 
should be supported. The 
Coalition is self-help at its best; 
it deserves the most vigourous 
support of the White House.” 

Mofenson said that he hoped 
Carter would act upon his 
commitment, working with 
Congressman Thomas P. 
O'Neill, Harrington, Robert 
Drinan and other members of 
the Massachusetts delegation.

A public hearing on the 1978- 
83 capital improvement 
program set for Monday night 
will be preceded by a review of 
the program by the City 
Planning Committee. 

So far, the committee has 
worked part way through the 
$18.5 million program. On Nov. 
29 it will tackle land 
acquisition. 

The capital improvement 
program is revised each year 
to give citizens and city 
departments the opportunity to 
declare needs and plans for 
major expenditures over the 
succeeding six years. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee screens the proposals, 
then makes recommendations 
to the Board of Aldermen, 
which may make other 
changes before passing on the 
capital improvement program. 

All items that are included in 
the 1978 segment of the 
program should, therefore, he 
included in the 1978 fiscal-year 
budget, since by next 
February, when the budget is 
submitted, the capital im¬ 
provement program will have 
been gone over by the Board, 
more 

Consensus has been reached 
hv the City Planning Com¬ 


mittee on several items. 

The committee felt that it 
could not recommend inclusion 
of $ 20,000 for study of a sports 
complex at Newton South High 
School. The School Committee 
has since decided not to pursue 
the matter at this time. 

A commitment of $77,000 for 
a municipal archives center 
was not looked on favorably by 
the City Planning Committee, 
many of which felt the center 
was being proposed as a means 
of enlarging Jackson 
Homestead. 

Construction of a new main 
library, which is listed for $2 
million under "future 
projects,” meaning beyond 
1983, was discussed briefly and 
a site selection committee 
constituted. The site selection 
committee has already been 
approved by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

A $3 million bond issue for a 
new public works facility, site 
unspecified, was not ruled out, 
although Aid. Susan Schur said 
she thinks a single, centralized 
facility is not feasible because 
of the large number of vehicles 
and employees' cars to be . 
accommodated. 


Public Works Commissioner 
Gene I^rson is expected to 
report on the feasibility of a 
single facility, its cost, and the 
feasibility and cost of two 
facilities. 

Between 400 and 500 cars 
would use a single facility if it 
were built, Schur said. If the 
Elliot Street location were 
used, as I,arson once proposed, 
access to Needham Street 
would be needed, and the 
traffic impact on both Elliot 
and Needham Streets might be 
more than either can take. 

Money for plans for a 
municipal parking garage in 
Newton Centre — $30'000 — 
would be held up, if committee 
recommendations are followed 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

The committee felt that if the 
urban design study of Newton 
Centre recommends that a 
parking garage is needed, then 
$30,000 can be added to the C1P. 
The study is due for completion 
in February or March. 

At the City Planning Com¬ 
mittee's Nov. 29 meeting, MDC 
Planner Julia O'Brien and 
State Director of Conservation 
Services and Joel Lerner will

Aid. Sidney Small, chairman 
of the aldermanic Finance 
Committee, wants an ex¬ 
planation from the assessors of 
the abatements granted the 
Marriott over the past few 
years, when the valuation 
dropped from $4.6 million to 
$3.7 million and taxes 
decreased from $691,000 to 
$588,000.

“This schoolhouse sold to Joe 
Biley for one dollar’" the 
auctioneer might have cried 72 
years ago on the site of the 
present Emerson School in 
Upper Falls. 

Historian Kenneth Newcomb 
told the story of the many 
schoolliouses that been used by 
Upper Falls students since 
1701. 

The one-room school bought 
by Biley that day was the old 
Prospect 1 building. He moved 
that across the street for use a 
civic hall' a building that had 
been nailed together in 1855. 

The other half of that school, 
Prospect 2, was built shortly 
after Prospect 1 and was 
remembered by some of the 40 
people in the Emerson gym 
Tuesday when it was used by 
the Upper Falls Association as 
a movie house. Overhead was 
low since the lease was $1 a 
year. 

The Prospect 2 schoolhouse 
was renamed the Wade School 
sometime before it was sold, 
but the city got the raw end of 
( the deal when it agreed to 
dedicate the building to Levi C. 
Wade. 

Wade was a divinity student 
while he was headmaster of the 
Upper Falls School District in 
, the 1800s. He left to become a 
famous railroad lawyer and 
1 returned to Newton to build the 
200-acre “Homeward" estate 
in Oak Hill. 

When he died his wife wanted 
I to memorialize him by naming 
the school after him. 

* Newcomb said a special 
meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was called and the 
members agreed to renaming 
the school since Mrs. Wade was 
going to donate a clck to be put 
in the cupola. Then it was found 
that the clock was too heavy for 
the schoolhouse 


Newton Upper Falls was the 
largest section of Newton in the 
early 1800s and students were 
hopping from school to school 
as more families moved in to 
work in the mills. 

The city built its first schools 
in 1701 in Oak Hill and Newton 
Centre. Upper Falls had its 
first school in about 1811, 125 
years after the first mill was 
built. 

That school was on Elliot 
Street, and in 1818 another 
school was built near the 
present intersection of 
Boylston and Chestnut streets. 
Nine years later that school 
was moved up to near where 
the present Baptist church is, 
Newcomb said. 

It was expanded into two 
rooms at that time and "was a 
unique venture of that time," 
the historian said, because it 
had a great and little part with 
two teachers, one for an ad¬ 
vanced class. 

The son of the Otis Petty, the 
“richest man in town," ac¬ 
cording to Newcomb, was an 
early victim of strict school 
district lines. 

The son of the mill 
superintendent grew up in the 
Sunnyside estate which is now 
the Stone Institute adjacent to 
the current Emerson School. 

But the district lines in the 
1800 s had him walking three- 
fourths of a mile each day, 
‘‘‘quite a distance into the 
suburbs’” was the way he said 
it, according to Newcomb. The 
son attended the Crooks School 
near Crafts Corner' and also 
complained later that he was at 
a disadvantage from the Upper 
Falls students who were able to 
congregate at the school for 
hours after it closed to 
stimulate their intellects in 
debating clubs, in Newton 

The oldest standing two- 
story school house is currently 
the site of the Boston 1 Market 


on Chestnut Street. That was 
built as a school in 1830 and 
used until 1855 when it was 
believed to be in so much need 
of repair that it was not thought 
safe. 

In 1855 Prospect 1 was built 
on the "old frog pond lot,” 
Newcomb said, and that 
became overcrowded very 
soon. 

Room was found in a 
firehouse for students, and an 
old schoolhouse was used too. 

Newcomb said the School 
Department apparently still 
owns some land at the end of 
Elliot Street near a current 
Edison plot. The land listed in 
an 1890 land survey is 16 by 16 
rods and is supposed to be 
fenced in. It is supposed to be a 
playground and is near the 
MBTA tracks’ he said. 

School Committeewoman 
Honora Kaplan spoke on the 
current school problems, but 
after hearing Newcomb's talk 
she was reassured that there is 
"nothing new under the sun." 

One problem facing the 
School Committee is 
redistricting and declining 
enrollment, and what to do 
with closed schoolhouses. 

Emerson School, built in 
1904, is not currently being 
considered for dosing by the 
enrollment subcommittee. 

Community School Com¬ 
mission Chairman Paul 
Shiman noted that Emerson 
School was the first school in 
the city to have a cooperative 
nursery in 1968, which was the 
beginning of community 
schools. 

Shiman spoke on behalf of 
Mayor Theodore Mann who 
was unable to attend because 
of illness. 

Emerson Community School 
Cocoordinators Maria Suben 
and Pam Taglienti planned the 
program which was moderated 
by Rea Burchfiel and Aid. 
James Miller.

Editorial 

Throwaways 
not necessary 

Four states had referendums this month 
on banning throwaway soft drink and beer 
containers. In two states voters said yes and 
in two states, including ours, they said no. 
But the results were clearly a victory for 
environmentalists and the writing on the 
wall for the bottle and can industry. 

Laws already regulate disposable con¬ 
tainers in Oregon, Vermont, South Dakota, 
Minnesota and California. The federal En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency has banned 
throwaways from federal property such as 
national parks and military posts beginning 
•' next September. 

There is some support for a complete 
national ban by Congress. Such a bill was 
defeated in the U.S. Senate last June but 
certainly will be resubmitted. 

Throwaways were introduced after the 
end of World War II. Under industry promo¬ 
tion. they became immensely popular. 
Breweries and soft drink manufacturers no 
longer had to worry about getting back 
bottles to refill them. 

Currently about 79 percent of packaged 
beer and two-thirds of soft drinks are sold in 
disposable containers. And while they make 
up only about 8 percent of American solid 
waste, they constitute up to 70 percent of 
highway litter and probably a higher part of 
that in parks and camping grounds. 

Spokesmen for part of the industry have 
argued that banning the throwaways will 
raise beverage prices, eliminate jobs and 
not help the littering problem. One brewery 
president in Michigan even warned that beer 
would get so expensive that young pople 
would drink more whiskey. 

More than $2 million was spent cam¬ 
paigning against the Michigan ban, to con¬ 
trast to only $100,000 in favor. Nevertheless, 
the referendum passed in Michigan, as did a 
similar one in Maine. Voters in 
Massachusetts and Colorado voted no. 

In light of the votes, the industry might do 
better to use its funds to retool manufac¬ 
turing processes. 

Solid waste disposal is a major problem in 
the nation. Tightened regulations have out¬ 
lawed many sites and methods. There also is 

_something at least slightly immoral about 

the extent of a throwaway society in a world 
where millions are hungry and otherwise 
lacking in material benefits. 

Throwaway containers are no necessity. 
More and more voters seem to agree.

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BOSTON (UPI) — It is no accident that a new fiscal 
"crisis" reared its ugly head on Beacon Hill last week 
immediately after the defeat of a graduated state income 
tax question on the Nov. 2 ballot. 

The crisis is based in Boston, but stretches from Salem to 
Chicopee. It does not directly involve state finances, but the 
worsening fiscal conditions in a number of communities ex¬ 
periencing record property tax increases and no apparent 
way to continue services at existing levels without 
additional money. 

The additional revenue in many cases cannot come from 
the property tax which has reached a saturation point. 

The tax rate in Boston this year, for example, went up $56. 
In Salem, the increase was more than $60. Further large 
increases in these communities next year would become 
confiscatory for many property owners. 

So a campaign is under way to raise more local aid money 
at the state level. 

A coalition of business taxpayers groups, municipal of¬ 
ficials, real estate interests and Boston legislators has been 
formed to push for a new state tax program to reduce local 
property taxes. 

I.ast week the coalition attacked on three fronts. First, 
Boston legislators had a news conference and met with Gov.

The next day, the Massachusetts League of Cities and 
Towns issued a report citicizing the state's binding ar¬ 
bitration law for municipal workers saying it has cost cities 
and towns millions. 

And finally, the prestigious, big-business financed Mas- 
sahusetts Taxpayers Foundation leaked a story to a Boston 
newspaper saying the city would be bankrupt in May if the 
state doesn't act. 

Coalition Members offer a variety of proposals to 
generate new state revenue for property tax relief. They all 
hinge on increasing or expanding the sales tax. 

The Taxpayers Foundation has called for replacing the 
current 5 per cent limited sales tax with a 3.5 per cent 
general tax with levies on clothing and services which now 
are exempt. 

Others have called for a one per cent increase in the 5 per 
cent tax in 101 Metrpolitan cities and towns. The additional 
one per cent would go to the communities where the money 
was spent.

Some lawmakers also have called for diverting money 
from the lottery’s numbers game and the state's share of 
federal revenue sharing money to local aid. 

The latter proposal would not be useful, however, unless a 
means is found to create a comparable increase in state 
revenue from other sources. 

The decision to crusade for new taxes after rather than 
before the election appears to have been deliberately 
calculated by groups like the Taxpayers Foundation to 
defeat the graduated income tax amendment. Businessmen 
representated by the Foundation opposed the grad tax 
because it would have cost them money. 

Had it been known that new taxes were needed before the 
election, it is quite possible the gradtax would have passed 
since it offers perhaps the best and most equitable way to 
raise new revenue. 

One of the strongest arguments used to kill the gradtax 
was that If it were approved, the legislature would use it to 
raise more renveue than is generated by the current flat 
income tax generates. Voters were told new revenue was 
not needed. 

Now that the gradtax is dead for at least two more years, 
it turns out new revenue is needed—to help the cities and 
towns. And the only place left to turn is the sales'tax, which 
hits hardest at low income persons rather than a graduated 
income tax which would have hit hardest at the rich.

abbreviations for our states. That's 13 years ago, and still 
the system isn’t tracking. 

Ray Geiger, editor of the Farmers' Almanac, is one of the 
people who hates the two-letter system, and he's started a 
campaign to abolish it. 

"The average citizen," says Ray, "is still wrinkling his or 
her brow in puzzlement, trying to grasp the meaning of the 
abbreviations, and feeling ill at ease with them. They’re 
simply too hard to get used to. 

"Since eight states begin with M, eight with N, four with 
A, four with I, and four with W, while C, O, and V weigh in 
with three apiece, it's a little difficult to keep them sorted 
out in the mind. 

"Of course, there's nothing automatically wrong with a 
two-letter abbreviation simply because it contains only two 
letters — witness such old familiars as GA, KY, LA and 
ME, all of which are perfectly apparent to the beholder as 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, and Maine. 

"But when ME gets into competiton with MD, MA, MI, 
MN, MO, MS, and MT, there's bound to be bewilderment. 
We'll warrant that the majority of folks who read that last 
sentence arrived at the end of it with mental responses to 
Maine, Maryland, and Missouri only — MA, Ml, MN, MS, 
•AND MT came through as just letter combinations, without 
meaning. And that’s after nearly 14 years of their being 
Authorized Two-Letter Abbreviations, by Post Office 
proclamation!" 

Kay says that hardly anybody has accepted the two-letter 
fandango and the newspapers and wire services especially 
have ignored it. 

"Pick up any nespa.ier," says Ray, "and you'll find that 
stones are date-lined Grand Rapids, Mich., or Galveston, 
Tex., or Nashville, Tenn. — no MI, noTX, no TN. 

'"Die Farmers’ Almanac believes that the more easily 
identifiable abbreviations are essential to a pleasant way of 
life, and we submit that DF, is hardly equal of Del., that CT 
is a poor substitute for Conn., and that MT fails completely 
when it tries to bring the state of Montana to the reader's 
nund. 

"We've a notion that the whole two-letter abbreviation 
deal was set up to please the computers — not us people. 
The two letters, plus the last three digets of the related ZIP 
number, makes such a neat five-character group to handle, 
and all uniform from coast to coast. ME042, OK740, C0168 
— any computer would gobble ’em up, but they don’t do 
much for folks who don’t know what they mean. They’re 
pure computerese!” 

Ray argues that we should return to the happy days of 
Ala., Ariz., Ark., Calif., Col., Conn., Del., Fla., and so on. 
And so do 1. 

-Much nicer, much happier, much more understandable. 
And it we nip this thing now, there probably won’t come a 
day when the Farmer's Almanac will be known al - FA.

WASHINGTON-For the first time in 
the nation's history, the voters of a state 
last week had the opportunity to totally 
ban the private ownership of handguns. 

And when the final ballot had been 
tallied, the result was that the citizens of 
Massachusetts had defeated this proposal 
by a better than two-to-one margin, which 
is just as well since the law most likely 
would have done very' little to accomplish 
what its proponents said it would. 

One of the more important backers of 
Question 5 — which would have limited 
the ownership and use of handguns to 
only the police, the military and 
legitimate museums — was the governor 
of the Bay State, Michael Dukakis. 

Dukakis said of the handgun measure, 
which would have had the state pay each 
Massachusetts gun owner the fair market 
value of his weapon, that the arguments 
for handgun control came down to this 
question: "Arc we serious about dealing 
with crime in our society? If we are, we 
must restrict the possession, sale and 
ownership of handguns." 

But the governor's statement is a 
classic example of question-begging. 
Would reducing the number of handguns 
really reduce crime? Would this really be 
the result of a strict handgun ban? I think 
not. 


The most detailed, definitive, in-depth 
study of the effects of handgun control 
laws has been conducted by Douglas 
Murray, a research analyst who works 
for the Wisconsin Council on Criminal 
Justice. 

Starting with the assumption that the 
primary causes of crime and accidents 
lie in the harsh social conditions in which 
people live, Murray sought to learn what 
additional effect on the incidence of 
firearm-associated violence there is that 
may be attributed to the severity of 
restrictions imposed by different state 
laws on the purchase and possession of 
handguns. This was done because im¬ 
plicit in the arguments of the gun- 
controllers is that such laws play a 
significant part in reducing crime. 

To reach his findings, four violent acts 
were "predicted" from measures of 
social conditions contained in the 1970 
Census. Then, each of the seven basic 
gun-control laws in the various was added 
to each of the four "predictor” models to 
see if they had any significant inpact. Out 
of the resulting '28 equations, not one gun- 
control law was found to have a 
significant effect on a single measure of 
violence. 

Writing in the October 1975 issue of 
"Social Problems" Murray concludes: 


"Gun control laws have no individual or 
collective effect in reducing the rates of 
violent crime . . . 

"Gun control laws do not have any 
apparent effect on a large do not have any 
apparent effect on a large enough 
proportion of the population or on those 
critical elements of the population who 
are associated with violent acts, to ef¬ 
fectively limit access to handguns by 
those who want them . . . The data has 
indicated that gun laws have no effect on 
either handgun ownership or on crime 
rates, suggesting that this type of 
legislation is totally irrelevant to its 
stated purpose. 

"Therefore, a return to the basic theory 
of firearms control legislation seems in 
order. As stated, the primary reason for 
the existence of these laws is to control 
access to guns so that guns are less likely 
to be used in acts of violence. Thus far, 
the relation between gun laws and crime 
rates is nonexistent . . 

"On the basis of these data, it seems 
quite unlikely that the relative 
availability of handguns plays a 
significant part in explaining why some 
states have higher rates of acts 
associated with firearms than others." 

Finally, Murray concludes with some 
compelling, practical arguments against 
gun control: 


"Even relatively low-level legislation, 
such as registration, would cost several 
hundred million dollars, at a minimum. 
Confiscation and purchase, at an average 
cost of $50 per gun, would mean an in¬ 
vestment of $10 billion! Any such 
legislation would be seriously resisted by 
both criminal elements and those'wit^ 
strong moral objections to the law. Even 
a one per cent noncooperation rate, low 
as that is. would still mean 2 million guns 
(especially pistols) unregistered and 
hundreds of thousands of normally law- 
abiding individuals suddenly labelled 
criminals.” 

Murray observes: 

"If the law cannot control such highly 
visible criminal activities as drug traf¬ 
ficking, gambling and prostitution, with 
their continuing sales of commodities and 
services to the general public, then it 
seems unlikely that it could control the 
onetime sale of an item that could last for 
generations. 

“The basic question is, then, are we 
willing to make sociological and 
economic investments of such a 
tremendous nature in a social experiment 
for which there is no empirical support." 

Obviously, the voters of-Massachusetts 
were not.

To the Editor: 

This is an open letter to the 
parents and students at 
Newton North High School who 
were NOT at the PTSA 
mmeeting at NNHS Tuesday. 
Nov. 9. to discuss the problems 
of heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning at NNHS: 

They THINK there is a 
problem. 

Listening to comments from 
Principal Richard Mechem. 
teachers and students, who 
constitute the 3,000 plus 
population of NNHS and from 
representatives of such city 
departments as Support 
Services, Health and City 
Engineering regarding 
problems of asbestos, lack of 
air flow and lack of tem¬ 


perature control, it was dif¬ 
ficult not to think of the man 
whose wife had serious 
problems also. 

Her husband told the doctor 
that she complained constantly 
she coundn't breathe; that she 
had severe pains. The doctor 
told her husband it was 
imaginary and to ignore it: 
"Your wife thinks she can't 
breathe." 

Six months later the doctor 
happened to meet the man and 
asked him how his wife was. 
The man told him: "Doctor, 
now she thinks she's dead!" 

It was more than sufficient 
for me as a parent of a NNHS 
student to hear teacher after 
teacher and students describe 
specific conditions of rooms 


where temperatures vary from 
below 70 degrees to over 89 
degrees in hours, of stale air 
that is unbreathable, of early 
dismissals of classes on a 
continuing basis because of 
unbearable classroom con¬ 
ditions. 

The reports of "studies" 
conducted over almost two 
years gave no indication of 
proposed immediate, tangible 
relief. 

The purpose of this letter is 
to ask all parents of NNHS 
students and other interested 
parties to plan to participate 
actively by demonstrating 
their support ith presence at 
future such meetings at NNHS 
or City Hall. 

While it has been un¬ 


comfortably obvious to all 
thinking and breathing 
teachers and students that 
NNHS had a serious problem 
since completion of the new 
Bastille, absolutely nothing has 
been done to provide them with 
effective relief, short-term or 
long-term. 

Now is the time for action. 
Teachers and students have 
taken such action, but need the 
unified and concerned support 
of a statistically significant 
number of parents, students 
and teachers to insure that 
Mayor Mann, the School 
Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen move and keep 
moving until the problem is 
satisfactorily solved.

The Office of State Planning 
lOSPi has awarded grants to 
Newton and 39 other I/>cal 
Growth Policy Committees in 
order to provide them with 
resources to follow-up on 
recommendations contained in 
their local growth policy 
statements. 

Newton was awarded $475 for 
a citizen interview project. 

According to Newton 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, the money will be 
used principally for the 
printing of a questionnaire 
asking specific growth-policy 
questions. 

The questions will be asked 
at supermarkets and other 
places where a large sampling 
of the population can be found. 
Volunteers and high-school 
work-study students will ask 
the questions.

When people write checks or 
deposit money into a bank 
account, they usually trust that 
such transactions are con¬ 
fidential. 

IasI spring, however, the 
Supreme Court ruled that when 
a customer uses banking 
facilities he knowingly and 
voluntarily turns over the 
records of his transactions to 
the bank, and must assume the 
risk that the bank will disclose 
them, without the customer's 
knowledge, to the government. 
Personal checks and other 
bank records, according to the 
Supreme Court, belong to the 
bank, not to the bank customer. 

State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), 
chairman of the Massachusetts 
Legislative Commission on 
Privacy, disagrees with the 
decision, claiming that such 
practices are an unqualified 
invasion of depositor rights. 

Mofenson is sponsoring 
legislation that will prohibit 
Massachusetts banks from 


disclosing any of their 
customers' records, except as 
permitted by law, or releasing 
them without a “proper sub¬ 
poena from a court of law.” 

"This is designed to prevent 
the practice of government 
agents to simply ask bank 
officials to let them see the 
records of particular groups 
and persons, with no formal 
legal notice at all. This has 
been done to Individuals and 
groups who participated in 
civil rights and anti-war ac¬ 
tivities, and even well- 
intentioned bank officers are 
relatively powerless to prevent 
such practices if we don't give 
them the support of law," 
Mofenson said. 

"I believe that even where 
such disclosure is lawful, a 
bank must lake reasonable 
steps to notify its customers of 
the pending and nature of the 
proceedings and to afford the 
customer a fair opportunity to 
assert his or her interest," 
Mofenson said. 


Mofenson amplified his point 
by citing a recent opinion of the 
California Supreme Court, 
which said: “For all practical 
purposes, the disclosure by 
individuals or business firms of 
their financial affairs to a bank 
is not entirely volitional' since 
it is impossible to participate in 
the economic life of con¬ 
temporary society without 
maintaining a bank account. In 
the course of such dealing, a 
depositor reveals many 
aspects of his personal affairs, 
opinions, habits and 
associations. Indeed, the 
totality of bank records 
provides a virtual current 
biography. To permit a police 
officer or other government 
agent access to these records 
merely upon his request, 
without any judicial control as 
to the relevancy or other 
traditional requirements of 
legal processing .... opens 
the door to a vast and unlimited 
range of very real abuses of 
government power.

The committee is composed 
of the chairman. Chief Quinn, 
Chief Abraham Burgin of 
Chelsea, Chief Joseph B. 
O’Kane of Weymouth, and 
Chief Joseph P. Kelly of 
Watertown. 

The GBPC Radio System is 
being developed In two phases. 
The first phase has been in 
operation for one year and 
provides two region-wide 
channels, including Boston, for 
large-scale operations, such as 
disasters, bank robberies, 
demonstrations, and the like. 

Phase II, expected to go into 
effect in January, provides the 
separate local channels ser¬ 
ving each community with its 
own radio channel for primary 
service. All the channels will 
be UHF channels and will have 
satellite receivers so that full 
radio coverage is provided 
from inside buildings by of¬ 
ficers carrying portable 
walkie-talkies. 

The radios automatically 
signal an ID code or an 
emergency signal at the touch 
of a button so dispatchers can 
identify the area of an officer in 
trouble. 

Newton police headquarters 
will be the dispatch office for 
the western region that in¬ 
cludes Waltham, Needham, 
Brookline, and Watertown. 

Cambridge and Quincy are 
regional headquarters for the 
northern and southern regions. 

Chief Quinn credits GBPC's 
success in achieving such an 


advanced system at a million- 
dollar savings to the 23 com¬ 
munities combining into a 
regional consortium with 
purchasing power equal to that 
of a major city. The GBPC, 
excluding Boston, serves a 
population of over 1,000,000 and 
has 2,000 sworn officers. The 
detachable units in cars and 
portable ones for foot patrol 
officers can be used in homes. 

The GBPC program was 
funded by the Massachusetts 
Committee on Criminal 
Justice, the granting agency 
for the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration of 
the Department of Justice. 
When completed, the GBPC 
regional communications 
system will serve 23 com¬ 
munities with over 20 ultra- 
high frequency radio channels. 

The system enables any or 
all of several hundred cars to 
be called into a regional 
emergency or combined 
operation. 

"The FCC has licensed the 
GBPC system to use new 
frequencies which the FCC 
created from unused TV 
channels to alleviate the 
problems of congestion on 
present police frequencies," 
stated Art Yefsky, director of 
CES Telecommunications of 
Chicago, designers of the 
system. 

The equipment to be fur¬ 
nished includes 315 portable 
units, 322 mobile units, 20 
consoles, 13 base stations, and 
34 satellite receiver sites. All 
cities and towns will share the 
new equipment.

In a story last week on Un¬ 
derwood School' the cost of the 
enlarging and renovation were 
given as originally estimated 
at $850,000. 

This Figure appears in the 
capital improvement program 
for 1978-83 as "total project 
cost," excluding principal and 
interest, to be financed by a 
bond issue.

The SBAC recommendation 
of $1.3 million includes the 
architectural construction cost 
estimate of $1 million "and the 
inclusion of other necessary 
costs and fees," Mrs. Tullberg 
said. 

The expansion of the Un¬ 
derwood building would 
provide a 2000-sq. ft. 
multipurpose lunchroom and 
1200 ft more space gained by

The whole 
building would have extensive 
renovation. 

I-arson said this week that 
the $1.3 million does not include 
$100,000 for busing children 
while the school is closed for 
construction and renovation.

Rep. Pines to speak 
on emergency care 


The Emergency Medical 
Services Office of the State 
Department of Public Health 
and the Federal Department of 
Health, F-ducation Welfare will 
conduct a national symposium 
on the relationship of EMS to 
other public services at the 
Sheraton-Boston Hotel Friday, 
Nov. 19, from 9 to 10:30 a.m. 

State Kep. Lois Pines (D- 
Newton), the author of the' 
Massachusetts Emergency 
Medical Services statute, will 
speak. 

The Office of Emergency 
Medical Services cited Rep. 
Pines for her "outstanding 
effort to upgrade the 
emergency medical care 
services in the state" last 
spring. 

She was the author of the 
landmark Emergency Medical 
Care l.aw and the First 
Responder Training l.aw, 
which has vaulted this state 
from 49th to third place 
nationally in the quality of 
emergency medical care 
provided. This was ac¬ 
complished by setting stan¬ 
dards for ambulances amt 
ambulance services, man¬ 
dating training programs for 
ambulance drivers and at¬ 
tendants, licensing of the 
vehicles, and the 
establishment of a com¬ 
munications link between 
ambulance and hospital. 


According to the American 
Heart Association, the Pines 
laws could save the lives of 
two-thirds of the patients who 
might otherwise die on the way 
to the hospital. 

The law has served as a 
model for other states con¬ 
sidering emergency medical 
service legislation. 

The Emergency Medical 
Services Symposium will also 
feature Kenneth Kimball, 
M.D., of Kearney, Neb; 
Commissioner George Paul of 
the Boston Fire Department, 
and t.ec Nathans of the 
Cleveland, Ohio, EMS system.

A proposed policy on asset 
and-or income limits is to be 
drafted by Quinn and Assistant 
Director Jennifer Volkert for 
discussion and voting at the 
Dec 14 HSC meeting.

In the last month Quinn has 
spoken with public housing 
officials in Wellesley, Quincy, 
Needham, Brookline and 
Waltham, he said.

Current Newton guidelines, 
prescribed by the federal 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, limit 
income to $5,600 for one person 
and between $6,300 and $9,100 
for families. 

Limits for continued oc¬ 
cupancy, against set by HUD, 
start at $7,275 for one person 
and go to $11,825 for a family of 
ten persons. 

The Newton HSC is con¬ 
sidering some sort of sliding 
scale limit that will combine 
income and assets, to avoid 
having to evict a person who 
inherits assets when a spouse 
dies. 

tast week commissioners 
leaned toward raising the 
continued occupancy limit to 
$ 10 , 1 X 10 for one person and to 
$14,000 or $15,000 for families, 
depending on size. 

New HUD guidelines on 
income limits, dated Oc 12 but 
just received in Newton Nov 5, 
set down $9,650 as the 
maximum income for a four- 
person family in the Northeast 
census region, which includes 
Massachusetts. 

But these guidelines also 
allow an exception to the rule 
for localities with "exceedingly 
high housing costs in relation lo 
median family incomes." 

In such communities, dif¬ 
ferent limits can be set if 
supported with documentation 
to HUD. 

Quinn has already written to 
HUD asking for a "firmer polic 
he said. 


Vandalism at the Horace 
Mann elderly housing complex 
is serious and it is related to a 
group of youths who hang 
around the Albemarle 
Playground across the street, 
Quinn told the HSC. 

The police have been con¬ 
sulted, and they say that the 
tenants themselves are the 
basic problem, Quinn said. 

Tenants say, "1 don’t want to 
get involved,” and they won’t 
call the police when they see 
vandalism occurring, Quinn 
said. uPD Instead, tenants will 
sit inside their apartments and 
watch boys and girls stand on 
each other’s shoulders ripping 
bulbs out of the light fixtures 
and smashing them, Quinn 
said. 

The Housing Services 
Commission intends to remove 
the lamps and replace them 
with flourescent fixtures. 

No decision was made about 
how to persuade tenants to 
contact the police. 


Vandalism is also a problem 
at the construction project on 
Thurston Road, where the HSC 
is building some elderly and 
family units, Quinn reported. 

In other business, Ms. 
Volkert and Quinn said they 
expect that by December 
Newton will have over 100 
people housed under the new 
Section 8 program as it com¬ 
pletes its first year.

Golden roast turkey, orange cranberry sauce and savory 
stuffing add up to a festive Thanksgiving feast. 


Good food and good company are the 
happy traditional combination for any 
Thanksgiving dinner. There's no holding 
back here as the hostess shops and 
prepares for this most traditional of all 
American holidays. 

Turkey is the best-loved fare sym¬ 
bolizing the holiday spirit. Take your 
time in selecting the right turkey for your 
family. Remember, the grade of the 
puuitry does not indicate how tender the 
bird is-the age (class) of the bird is the 
determining factor. For roasting, choose 
young turkeys which may be labeled 
young turkey, fryer-roaster, young hen, 
or young tom. All frozen turkeys should 
be thawed slowly; the slower the thawing 
the better the aging. Follow turkey bag 
directions. 

Prompt cooking of a fresh or thawed 
turkey is best. However, it can be kept for 
2 to 3 days, wrapped loosely in foil, in a 
refrigerator. Do not refreeze. For most 
people, holiday menus featuring roast 
turkey just wouldn’t be complete without 
moist, savory stuffing to enjoy. However, 
turkey can be roasted nicely without 
stuffing. Merely rub the inside of the body 
cavity with salt. An unstuffed turkey will 
cook more quickly than a stuffed one due 
to quicker heat penetration. 

TWO WAYS TO ROAST A TURKEY: 
Breast-Up Method: Place prepared 
turkey breast up in shallow roasting pan. 
Cover breast and thighs loosely with 
aluminum foil or double layer of 
cheesecloth that has been saturated with 
melted butter or margarine; this keeps 
turkey from becoming too brown and 
keeps meat moist. Brush with melted 
butter or drippings frequently during 
roasting. Breast-Down Method: For 
moister breast meat, place prepared 
turkey breast side down on V-shape rack 
in shallow roasting pan. Roast until half 
done. Turn breast up, remove rack, 


continue to roast until done. Protect with 
foil or cheesecloth to prevent over- 
browning; brush frequently with drip¬ 
ping. 

Vegetables and dessert are also im¬ 
portant this holiday-we hope you enjoy 
the following recipes and wish you all a 
VERY HAPPY THANKSGIVING! 


OLD FASHIONED MUSHROOM 
STUFFING 

1 pound sliced mushrooms 

3 cups chopped onions 

4 cups chopped celery 

1 cup margarine, melted 

2 quarts soft bread pieces 

teaspoons powdered sage 
1 tablespoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 

3 eggs, beaten slightly 
1 cup water 

Saute onion, celery and mushrooms in 
margarine until soft. Add to bread pieces 
along with sage. salt. oeDDer. eggs and 
water. Toss lightly until well mixed. Stuff 
turkey lightly. If any dressing is left over, 
bake in a shallow baking dish or in¬ 
dividual cupcake tins in a 325 degree oven 
for 45 minutes. Makes enough dressing to 
stuff a 12-14 pound turkey. 

CHECTNUT AND APPLE 
STUFFING 

1 tablespoon butter 

2 slices bacon, chopped 
1 cup chopped celery 

4 cup raisins 

4 cups chopped pared cored apples 
6 cups fresh white bread cubes 
4 cups boiled, coarsely chopped 
chestnuts 
1 tablespoon salt 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

1 tablespopn poultry seasoning 

2 whole eggs 

1 cup warm milk 

In large skillet, cook bacon until barely 
crisp. Add butter, onions and celery; cook 


until tender, about 5 minutes. In large 
bowl, lightly mix cooked celery mixture 
with all remaining ingredients except 
milk and eggs. Beat milk and eggs 
together lightly and add to stuffing 
mixture. Toss gently to mix well. Makes 
stuffing for a 10-12 pound turkey. 


ZUCCHINI MEDLEY 

5 medium zucchini 

6 or 8 medium carrots 

4 cup chopped green pepper 

3 tablespoons chopped plmiento 

4 cup butter or margarine 

3 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon chervil Parsley flakes 
Slice zucchini in 4 inch lengths. Pare 

carrots; cut into thin diagonal slices. 
Place in 2 quart casserole; top with green 
pepper, pimiento,. In a saucepan, melt 
butter and add lemon juice, salt and 
chervil; pour over vegetables.

14 cups canned pumpkin 

3 eggs, separated 

1 can (14 oz.) undiluted evaporated 
milk 

2 tablespoons chopped candied ginger 
Mix together 1 cup of the sugar, spices " 

and 4 teaspoon of the salt. Blend in 
pumpkin, egg yolks and evaporated milk; 
pour into pie shell. Bake in hot -125 degree 
oven for 15 minutes; reduce heat to 
moderate, 350 degrees and bake 40 
minutes longer.

2 teaspoons baking powder 

4 teaspoon baking soda 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 

1 pkg. (8 oz.) dates, cut up 
4 cup raisins 

1 cup chopped pecans or walnut 
Cream margarine and sugar; add eggs 
one at a time, beating well.

Cut from the nnd and mash fine or put through a collander. 

SQUASH PIE 

Pastry 

(Pastry for single-crust pie) 

1 cup sifted all purpose flour 
4 teaspoon salt 
one-third cup shortening 
3 to 4 tablespoons cold water 

Heat oven to 450 degrees - Yields one 8 or 9-inch pastry 
shell. Sift flour and salt into mixing bowl. Cut in shortening, 
using a pastry blerder or knife, until mixture is the size erf 
small peas. Sprinkle water, a little at a time, over mixture 
while tossing and stirring lightly with fork. Add water to 
driest particles until dough is moist enough to hold together 
between palms of hands.

1 cup steamed squash, strained, mashed

In small bowl, combine sugar, salt, spices and squash and 
mix thoroughly.

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Land sale 
case of '74

WASHINGTON (UPI) -I 
More than two years ago the I 
government settled a major I 
consumer protection case in-l 
volvtng alleged deception ini 
the sale of vacation andl 
retirement property in Florida.I 
Even though some persons! 
who bought land, and then lost I 
it when they couldn't keep up I 
the payments, were supposed! 
to get back up to $17 million. I 
almost nothing has happened.! 
Nor does it appear likely | 
anything will happen soon. 

The company involved was I 
GAC Corp., then of Miami, now I 
of Coral Gables, Fla. Our check I 
into the status of the case was 
prompted by a reader ini 
Fairview Heights, IU., who| 
wrote: 

"Approximately two years I 
ago my widowed mother died. 
When examining her personal I 
papers, beautiful, colorful, en¬ 
ticing brochures of Florida 
land investment property were 
found. Further investigation 
revealed that in 1960 she had I 
attended 'free' dinners offered 
by GAC at a local restaurant. 

"This was shortly after my 
father's death, and for the first | 
time in her life she had a 
$10,000 bank account (money I 
from insurance benefits), and | 
no one to answer to for her 
actions. 

"The GAC salesman, with 
his persuasive pitch, did his 
work well. Over the next 10- 
year period she purchased 
three lots in Florida, sight 
unseen, the cost of which 
amounted to more than she had 
received in insurance benefits. 

"Her only other source of 
income was a meager $106 per 
month Social Security benefit, 
and she was using half of this to 
meet the payments on her 
Florida land investments, for 
by this time she had far too 
much invested to stop making 
payments. 

“According to notes found in 
her personal papers, GAC had 
informed her that the property 
had appreciated in value 
threefold, but prior to her 
death she had desperately been 
trying to sell the lots to recover 
just what she had invested, to 
no avail. 

"She died with less than $5 in 
her bank account." 

The reader added that her 
family paid off one lot, but in 
_ the intervening two years has 
not received a deed of 
ownership despite repeated 
communication with GAC and 
the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission. 

An FTC lawyer says the case 
is still very unsettled because 
GAC is now in bankruptcy. As 
far as getting your deed, he 
suggests you write the City 
National Bank of Miami, 25 W. 
Flagler St., Miami, Fla. That 
bank has been land trustee for 
GAC since 1970, and its 
operation is apart from the 
bankruptcy proceeding. 

• The court, meanwhile, has 
appointed two trustees who are 
trying to rehabilitate and 
reorganize the company. The 
lawyer suggests that you also 
write one of them: the prin¬ 
cipal operating bankruptcy 
trustee, Frank J. Callahan, 
care of the GAC Corp., 201 
Alhambra Circle, Coral 
Gables, Fla., 33134. 

As it happens, part of the 
FTC settlement against GAC in 
September, 1974, involved 
property in the River Ranch 
Acres development where your 
lot is located. The FTC order 
required GAC to offer persons 
owning property there and in 
two other developments the 
option of exchanging their lots 
for property in other GAC 
subdivisions because, FTC 
said, the property in those 
three developments was of 
"little or no use or value." 

That land exchange did go on 
during 1975, but ended when 
the bankruptcy proceeding 
started. Not everyone was 
offered the chance to exchange 
lots. Only the larger land 
holders were generally in¬ 
volved because the number of 
lots available for exchange was 
limited, an FTC official said. 

No refunds for persons who 
defaulted on their payments 
have been made yet, and the 
FTC official says he doesn't 
think it will happen any time 
soon.

A wise old bookie once told me, “Never bet on a Newton 
Brookline football game. If you do, nine times out of ten 
you're going to lose your shirt.'' 

Looking back at the rivalry that originated in 1894, I'd 
have to consider that advice well worth considering. In the 
76 previous meetings of the clubs, Newton holds a slim 35-34 
edge in games, with seven ties going into next Thursday 
morning's clash at Brookline. 

Game time is 10 a.m. that advice seems even more 
prudent when considering the teams' last two meetings, 
which were both were tied at the end of regulation time and 
went to a tiebreaker. In a tiebreaker, both teams are given 
the ball on their opponents' ten yard line wit four downs to 
score. Two years ago, Brookline won, 13-7, while last year, 
the Tigers fell short in a game that went scoreless until 
Brookline bested the Tigers, 7-6, in the tiebreaker. 

Last year, both teams were 8-1 going into the game and 
were battling for second place in the Suburban league 
behind North Quincy. This year, things are slightly dif¬ 
ferent. Newton North is 9-0, while the Wealthy Towners 
have had an off year (1-8). 

Brookline head coach and Athletic Director Ed Schluntz 
attributed his charges play this year to two main factors. 

"First of all, we graduated just about all of our lettermen 
from last year. This season we have only two returning 
starters. 

"Our second problem is injuries....’’ 

If the purple heart were awarded to fallen football 
players, Brookline High School might very well be the most 
decorated institution of learning in Massachusetts. 

Among the Wealthy Towners’ casualties are quarterback 
Steve Ewanowski, who has not recovered from surgery on 
his arm performed in June. While he played during the 
season's early going, all Brookline passing had to be done 


by one ot the Brookline fullbacks. Steve's brother Bob has 
been handling the signal-calling chores lately, as well as 
holding down a place in the defensive secondary. Other 
injured personnel include fullback Bill SimmonS and 
linebacker Tom Roddy, who my be back for the Newton 
game. Wealthy Towner Phil Frangules has been healthy for 
only four games this season while Keith McGrath (41) has 
been seeing some action in both that spot and in one of the 
linebacker positions.

acceptable either by easing some of the 
requirements or by dropping several of 
the units from the plan 
Barkin pointed out that the 7816-ft. land 
area per unit is higher than any 
development in Residence D in the city, 
and that the development will occupy 
only half the 28 acres. 

From Dedham Street, Barkin said, the 
30-foot-high buildings will not be visible, 
because the six and one-half acres will 
not be built on. Another six and one-half 
acres at the rear of the property also will 
be left in its natural state. 

To answer fears of neighbors that once 
the land is rezoned to Residence D, there 
would be nothing to prevent the con¬ 
struction of two-family houses, Barkin 
suggested "contract zoning." which had 
been used in the sixties when Sylvania 
was going to develop what is now Newton- 
at-128 office park. 

Taxes that would accrue to the city 
from the condominiums would be in the 
range of $700,000 a year. Barkin said, and 
the developers would pay taxes on the 13 
acres they intend to leave as open space. 

The condominiums are planned to sell 
for $85,000-1100,000, 

In response to Land Use Committee 
Chairman Eliot Cohen's question about 
complying with the unwritten policy of 
the Board that developers provide 10 
percent of new units for lease by the 
Newton Housing Authority, Barkin said, 


"We're in a postition to comply ... but 
because of the application of the policy in 
so many ways we don't know what we 
have to comply with." 

Recently the Board has allowed or 
considered allowing cash payments in 
lieu of housing, units of housing provided 
off the site, and assistance to other 
housing developers as compliance with 
the policy to increase the number of 
housing units for low-income persons. 

Dr Fred Kaplan, leading spokesman 
for the opposition, received a long' 
standing ovation from the audience when 
he completed his presentation as to why 
the proposal should not be permitted. 

"The issue is zone change from 
Residence A to D that would radically 
change the neighborhood. Is there 
anything different about this land (to 
justify it’s being treated differently)’ 
There is an active market for single¬ 
family houses in Oak Hill, and the Murley 
land can be developed that way," Kaplan 
said. 

Under present zoning <0-44 single¬ 
family houses could be built. 

"One hundred and fifty-four con¬ 
dominium units must be considered 154 
rental units," Kaplan said' given what he 
considers a poor market for con¬ 
dominiums. . 

Kaplan maintained that the project 
would cause . deterioration of property 
values in the area and said he does not

finest teams ever with an 11-1 overall 
record, tying the 1974 Eastern Mass. 
Championship team for most wins by an 
NAA team in one season. The only loss 
came in an 86 upset by Chelmsford Oct.

Mitchell Fishman of Brush Hill Road, a 
planner for the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, said the rezoning would give 
"insufficient protection to the 
neighborhood and that the site plan is 
unattractive. 

Chuck Stiles, a recently arrived 
resident of Newton, said he had lived here 
only a few months and had had to come to 
similar meetings three times to try to 
protect his property. 

Several speakers, including Ann 
Roesner, president of the Newton Con¬ 
servators, Inc., spoke of the need for an 
overall plan and policy to be developed 
for the use of the remaining large parcels 
of open land. 

Ms. Roesner questioned whether 
Newton should be allowed to grow fur¬ 
ther. She said access to jobs, tran¬ 
sportation and shopping should all be 
considered when a development is 
allowed to be built, and felt that allowing 
rezoning would give a financial ad¬ 
vantage to one property owner over 
another. 

The proposal will be discussed by the 
Land Use Committee at its working 
meeting Nov. 23.

For a "full-scale" tasting, Twining 
recommends the following 10 blends in 
the following order:

The Green Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

African Violets — If your 
violets are shedding buds, 
perhaps your room is too hot 
and dry. Violet fanciers solve 
the humidity problem by 
growing violets in trays of 
pebbles, as we've mentione 
before the trays hold a little 
water and the pots rest on the 
pebbles themselves. Instead of 
pouring water on the plant's 
soil, you simply add it to the 
tray. The constant evaporation 
creates a healthy aura of 
humidity. Grouping lots of 
violets together favors the 
growth of these plants, due to 
the humidity. Grouping lots of 
violets together favors the 
growth of these plants, due to 
the humidifying effect. 

Another trick to increse 
humidity is to buy an inex¬ 
pensive vaporizor and put it to 
work near your violets. It’s 
good for your plants and your 
nose during the winter months 
when our rooms are drier than 
the Sahara Desert. 

Timed release plant foods — 
You may have noticed small 
round particles on the surface 
of your house plant soils. These 
are not insect eggs (as many 
insist) but are timed-release 
fertilizer added by the grower. 
We don’t think this is a good 
idea because of the difficulty of 
leaching excess salts having 
such long-term effect.- A better 
idea would be to mix the fer¬ 
tilizer into the soil instead of 
applying it to the soil surface. 
When a soil is allowed to go

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dry, there is more chance for 
the roots to be burned. That’s 
why it's a good idea to keep the 
soil uniformly moist at ail 
time. Fireplace wood — Is 
there any danger of in¬ 
troducing termites, wood 
boring pests and certain 
beetles through wood for 
burning? Don't worry about 
infesting your home with 
termites, carpenter ants, 
powder-post beetles, etc. If you 
have a fireplace enjoy it. Bum 
any kind of wood you have 
available. A good cord of wood 
has about the same heat value 
as a ton of anthracite (hard) 
coal. 

Fireplaces are heat robbers 
and it has been figured that 
each time you use yours you 
lose about $3.00 worth of fuel — 
up the chimney. Most of this is 
lost at night, after you go to 
bed. The fireplace is allowed to 
bum out, while you sleep. Heat 
goes out. You can cut this heat 
loss at night by installing a 
glass door on the fireplace. 
Close the doors at night and cut 
out the heat loss. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "We 
want to use a mulch on our 
roses and evergreens. What is 
the best?" 

Ans.: There are many good 
ones, such as bark, wood chips, 
straw, evergreen boughs, 
sawdust, cocoabean shells, to 
name a few. Make sure the soil 
is well soaked before winter 
sets in. What kills plants is 
their going into the winter with 
a dry soil.

How long lias it been since 
you've asked someone to take 
a louk at your ear’s wiring or 
radiator hose? It may have 
been quite a while, if you are 
typical of car owners re¬ 
ported in a poll of 370 auto¬ 
motive repairmen. 

The survey, conducted by 
the Car Care Council, shows 
many motorists tend to ig¬ 
nore battery cables, spark 
plug wires, radiator hose and 
pressure cap until failure has 
resulted. 

In the ease of battery ca¬ 
bles. which lopped the list 


of neglected components, trou¬ 
ble is likely to take the form 
of starting failure. 

Especially vulnerable ore 
the connections on the battery 
itself. Corrosion which ac¬ 
cumulates on these surfaces 
can restrict the flow of 
current from the battery to 
the starter, resulting in 
symptoms similar to a weak 
or dead buttery. Car Care 
Council recommends having 
these terminals removed, 
cleaned and covered with a 
protective coating at least 
twice u year *** 


AUTO TIPS

Motorists who have fol¬ 
lowed the regularly scheduled 
program of car care pre¬ 
scribed in the owner's manual 
can forget about winterizing, 
according to t'ie Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

"Most ’can't start' calls for 
assistance are the result of 
vehicle neglect rather than 
vehicle failure." AAA notes. 

Poorly tuned engines and 
weak batteries are responsi¬ 
ble for HO per rent of all 
wintertime emergency road 
service calls, the auto club 
said. 

For vehicle owners who 
have not followed the de¬ 
tailed maintenance instruc¬ 
tions in their car owner's 
manual. AAA offers this 10- 
point check list for keeping 
a car in peak operating con¬ 
dition this winter, once it is 
properly tuned: 

1, Check plugs and points 
regularly. Dirty or worn 
plugs waste gas and put un 
added strain on the battery 
because they require more 
electricity thun clean plugs. 
If points are worn, they can¬ 
not deliver peak power to 
plugs. 

3. Have cur's automatic 
choke cleaned and adjusted. 
If automatic choke doesn't 
cut down when engine is 
warmed up. gasoline is 
wasted. 

3. Inspect the cooling sys¬ 
tem. Hoses, radiator, pressure 
cup and thermostat us well 


as the antifreeze level should 
be checked regularly. 

•I. Make sure car battery 
is fully charged, with termi¬ 
nals clean and secure and 
water covering battery plates. 
Mattery should be free from 
cracks and corrosion. Peri¬ 
odic inspections will assure 
that battery is properly 
charged. 

3. Check voltage regulator. 
An undercharged battery will 
fail and an overcharged bat¬ 
tery will buckle its cover and 
bulge the sides, cuusing leaks. 

(1. Is the exhaust system 
noisy? A rusty or leaky muff¬ 
ler or exhaust manifold is a 
carbon monoxide hazard. 

7. Check windshield wipers 
and washers for proper op¬ 
eration. Worn or poorly func¬ 
tioning wiper blades cut visi¬ 
bility and should Ik- replaced. 
Water in the windshield wash 
reservoir should have an 
added solvent all year long. 
It not only prevents freezing, 
but helps wipers remove slush 
or accumulation for better 
visibility. 

8. Make sure defrosters 
and heater are working 
properly. 

9. Check fan belt and 
other belts for proper adjust¬ 
ment and replace them if 
worn. A slipping belt affects 
the alternator and operation 
of the car air conditioner. 

10. Have a periodic general 
safety check made every 
10.000 miles, including in¬ 
spection of brakes, head¬ 
lights hoses, turn signals.

New York Drivers 
Asked For Organs 

New York State has started 
implementing a new law that 
backers say will provide a 
significant number of vital 
organs for medical trans¬ 
plants. It ties a bid for do¬ 
nations of hearts, kidneys and 
other organs directly to the 
driver license renewal pro¬ 
cess. 

Starting last month, all 
New York drivers get with 
their application for a permit 
renewal a separate card 
w hich they can sign, donating 
their organs in case of sud¬ 
den. accidental death. New 
drivers also get such donor 
cards along with their initial 
applications. Those who in¬ 
tend to make such a gift 
will get licenses with a spe¬ 
cial box checked showing that 
intent. 

Perry Duryea. minority 
leader in the state Assembly 
and the chief sponsor of the 
new plan, reasons that the 
drivers license is one docu¬ 
ment that most persons have 
with them most of ihe time 
A check there showing th< 
organ donation plan will lear 
those finding a body to loot 
further for the actual dona 
tion card, which Duryei 
hopes will be carried righ 
along with the license. Fata 
car accidents are a prim 
source of donated organs fo 
transplants, because they ar 
not diseased like the organ 
of those who die of waslin 
illnesses.

Chernoff had four years’ experience as 
a courtroom lawyer in Washington, D.C., 
when he was a member of the federal 
and District of Columbia bars and was 
admitted to practice at the U.S. Supreme 
Court 

He was admitted to the Massachusetts 
bar in 1973. 

Philosophically, Chernoff said in an 
interview thus week, he hopes to bring 
“balance" with him to the courtroom. He 
said he will be neither tough nor easy as a 
judge, but will decide each case on dif¬ 
ferent bases. 

For example, Chernoff said, "there are 
different degrees of culpability." He feels 
that young adults should be treated 
differently from older criminals, because 
the ages from 18 to 22 are "very for¬ 
mative years." 

He believes firmly in punishment — 
"it's very healthy" — but would vary the 
type of punishment If a habitual offender 
is a danger to public safety, Chernoff 


said, he should be "removed from cir¬ 
culation." 

But Chernoff is opposed to the death 
penalty, no matter what the crime. "It 
can never be implemented fairly," he 
said. 

Forcing criminals to make restitution 
is a good punishment, Chernoff believes. 
For some crimes he would have the of¬ 
fender perform services for the state or 
community if the offender could not make 
direct restitution to the victim. 

As a judge, Chernoff said he will en¬ 
force the law on marijuana sale and 
possession, but if he were a legislator he 
would work for decriminalization of 
marijuana. 

Ho has a 9-year-old retarded son, and 
has been active in associations for the 
retarded. 

He is especially interested in the 
problems of the retarded in prisons, who 
Chernoff said make up 10 percent of 
people in prisons. "Everything is geared

negligence on the part of both officers." 

Currently the police force has 225 
uniformed employees, down 13 from 
when the women and 25 men were hired 
two years ago. 

There are now 14 women on the force, 
two of whom were hired before the 
federal grant program. 

The Board of Aldermen and the mayor 
have placed the chief on a no-hire policy 


by estimating the number of officers who 
retire in a year and eliminating portions 
of those salaries, according to Comp¬ 
troller I^WTence Marino. 

The chief this week expressed worry 
about getting the funding from the 
Committee on Criminal Justice, and 
hopes in any event he will be able to keep 
225 uniformed employees on the force.

"Newton, the Garden City” 
is the topic of the final lecture 
in a series of Bicentennial 
lectures on the history and 
development of Newton which 
will be given Monday evening, 
Nov. 22, in Memorial 
Auditorium at Newton City 
Hall at 8 p.m. The lecture will 
be given by Duscha S. Scott, 
archivist and historian at the 
Jackson Homestead. 

Mrs. Scott will discuss how 
much of Newton was affected 
by the precepts of landscape 
architect Frederick Law 
Olmsted, who also designed 
New York City’s Central Park 
and Boston’s “Emerald 
Necklace" of parks which 
surrounds the city. Olmsted's 
influence in Newton is par¬ 
ticularly evident in the 
development of Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue, the Ledges 
and Bishopsgate Roads off 
Beacon Street near Boston 
College, and sections of 
Waban. 

Other highlights will include 
Farlow Park, a miniature of 
the Boston Public Garden in 
Newton Corner, and the in¬ 
fluence of tiie Kenrick family 
in the Waverley Avenue area of 
Newton where they had a 90- 
acre nursery, the first com¬ 
mercial nursery in 
Massachusetts. 


Mrs. Scott is a graduate of 
Smith College and a member 
and officer in various Newton 
historical and civic 
organizations.

"Bui you’ll have to learn 
how to ski if you want the 
job." said Ihe late Ray¬ 
mond J. Kelly, my sports 
editor. "The man who had 
it before you skied. I don’t 
think you can write skiing 
If you don’t get the feel of 
it." 

"That’s ridiculous." I 
answered. "I’ve been writ¬ 
ing about football and 
basketball for years. Yet, 
no one has expected me 
to make a tackle or dunk a 
basket. I understand ski¬ 
ing can be risky. And 
remember, l’n\ 40 years 
old." 

The year was 1952. The 
place was the sports room 
of the New York Times In 
a building just off Times 
Square. Outside, I could 
hear scraping shovels as 
sidewalks were being 
cleared from that day’s 
snowstorm. Inside. I was 
being told my first assign¬ 
ment as a ski writer was 
to be a ski jumping 
tournament at Lebanon. 
New Hampshire. 

After a bumpy trip from 
New York to that frigid 
New England community 
in a New Haven Railroad 
sleeper. I covered the ski 
event in temperatures that 
were near zero. And. as I 
emerged from that train 
togged out In an overcoat, 
a fedora and rubber over¬ 


shoes. I was convinced I’d 
been a fool In accepting 
the ski job 

Through the years I had 
kept active in sports. I ice 
skated in the rink atop 
Madison Square Garden. I 
rode a bicycle from time 
to time, played softball 
and a little tennis. Be¬ 
come a skier? It sounded 
like dangerous business. 

A quarter of a century 
has passed since that day 
in the sports editor's 
office. But I can still 
remember our conversa¬ 
tion as If It were yester¬ 
day. It's for good reason. 
Skiing has given me 
enormous en|oyment. It 
has taken me to fascina¬ 
ting places In the United 
States. Europe and South 
America — to many of 
them, not just as a writer 
but as an enthusiastic 
skier as well. 

I am not a great skier. 
I've never tried or hoped to 
be one. But one doesn’t 
have to be a polished 
devotee to derive exquisite 
pleasure from the sport. 
The fact that I can come 
to a stop when I want to. 
is the only talent I need in 
order to have the courage 
to go out on the slope. 
Gravity does the rest. 

One does not have to be 
an expert to enjoy skiing. 
Just being in the great 
outdoors, inhaling the 
clear, crisp air, riding the 
lifts, drinking in breath-

taking scenery. Is enough 
to make the sport a joy. 
And. although I ski in an 
unorthodox style. I've ne¬ 
ver been hurt. I'm convin¬ 
ced most ski injuries — 
and statistics show that 
with the passage of years 
they have diminished tre¬ 
mendously. per capita — 
are caused, in many 
cases, by those who do 
not use common sense — 
the run-of-the-mill com¬ 
mon sense that might be 
used In crossing a down¬ 
town Intersection on foot. 

How much longer do I 
Intend to ski? As long as I 
can walk. Hermann-Smlth 
Johannsen. a Norwegian 
by birth who went to 
Canada as a young man. 
is still skiing. And he's 
more than 100 years old. 

I continually marvel 
over the assortment of 
skiers — of different age 
ranges and from different 
walks of life — that 1 see 
on slopes everywhere. 
There was that group of 
nuns In their black habits 
doing some schusslng a 
few years ago at Magic 
Mountain in Vermont. I've 
seen youngsters of kin¬ 
dergarten age. taking les¬ 
sons at Butternut Basin In 
Massachusetts as well as 
at scores ol other ski 
resorts. 

During the early De¬ 
pression days the late 
Otto Schnlebs. a watch¬ 
maker who had arrived 
from Austria, used to 
encourage groups to get 
together so that he could 
lecture to them about the 
virtues of skiing. 

Schnlebs was so dedi¬ 
cated an enthusiast that a 
pre-requisite for his ac¬ 
cepting a |ob at his trade 
was to be near mountains. 
He went to work In a 
watch factory In Waltham. 
Massachusetts after be¬ 
ing told by the firm's 
personnel director — ea¬ 
ger to obtain Schnlebs 
talented services — that 
the mountains were vir¬ 
tually at Waltham's back¬ 
door. When he learned the 
nearest major sklable 
mountain was 100 miles 
away. Schnlebs did not 
throw up his hands In 
despair. 

"My job Is a good one." 
he said. "What good would 
it do to be unhappy? 
Mohammad had trouble 
with mountains too. 
What's a hundred miles 
for someone who enjoys 
skiing! 

Skiing has come a long 
way since 1 first got on 
"the boards" at central 
Vermont's Mad Rlvef Glen. 
In those days, the know¬ 
ledgeable skier was one 


who wore skis usually a 
foot taller than he was. 
The boots? They were 
laced, frequently feeling 
like cement casts that 
pinched and chafed the 
feet Bindings? A fellow 
had to be a pretty good 
knee bender to get Into 
them 

"Lean this way and turn 
your hips that way." I was 
told during my fourth ski 
lesson "Swivel those 
Skis " 

"My shoulders want to 
do It. My hips want to do 
It. But my skis absolutely 


refuse to do It." I replied 
as I came to an abrupt 
stop during which my 
head almost touched my 
toes Beginners, in those 
days, found turning those 
long skis difficult 
Today, with the empha¬ 
sis on shorter skis, stu¬ 
dents usually use skis no 
taller than they are. This 
approach makes for much 
easier-to-learn turning. 
Gone are the days too of 
the boot which had to be 
laboriously laced, a pro¬ 
cess that often created 
raw finger joints as laces 


were pulled taut. The 
modern buckle boots now 
are donned with but a 
snap of the fingers. And 
no longer does one have 
to be a physical culturlst 
to get into skis. Step-in 
bindings have done away 
with the knee bending. 

And then there was the 
rope tow. That's the 
contraption that gave the 
sporl Its first big lift In the 
United States. Until the 
mechanical device — 
geared around an old

A 
pleasurable skiing de¬ 
scent meant coping with 
the rope tow lor another 
ascent with your arms 
threatening to part com¬ 
pany with their sockets. 

But life became much 
easier with the advent of 
such luxurious Innova¬ 
tions as the T-bar and 
Poma lift They pushed, 
rather than pulled, a skier 
up a hill. Also available 
became the chairlift.

Through the years. I've 
often been asked by non¬ 
participants what it takes 
to become a skier Parents 
want to know whether 
their little ones are too

My pat answer — and 
I've stated it on radio and 
television — is that if one 
can hop on alternate legs 
just two or three times on 
the livinq room floor 
without crashing they

I did my purchasing at a 
mid-town New York City 
shop that specialized in 
skiinq.

woolen mackinaw, heavy 
qloves. long underwear 
and thick socks.

I 
know I wouldn't have been 
so liberal had I had to pay 
the bill 

Last winter. I visited a 
Swap Shop in New Jersey 
where I could have pur¬ 
chased buckle boots lor 
$7. a pair of skis for $10. 


and a pair of poles for $2 
— and in different sizes 
Swap sales are quite 
common before the start 
and end of each winter. 

Today, a wise beginner 
doesn't usually buy skis 
and boots, but rents them 
until he has the feel of the 
sport. In that way. the 
cost for the first several 
ski trips can be reduced to 
a minimum. Today, some 
people on the slopes are 
seen dressed in denims 
and old sweaters. Skiers 
wear clothes in which 
they feel comfortable. 

Participation in skiing 
like anything else, is as 
expensive as one allows it 
to be Many resorts offer 
middle-of-the-week pri¬ 
ces. reasonable family 
plans, and low-priced 
packaged ski lessons 
(many with supplied 
equipment) that makes a 
skiinq outing no more 
costly than a weekend at 
your favorite summer 
resort 

I have no favorite sum¬ 
mer resort. But I do have a 
favorite sport — skiing. 
That's why my favorite 
resorts are winter ones.

Annual North of the Border trek is world' 


by Rich Mullin 


The longest ski tour in 
the world is set to go. The 
running dates for this 
year's Canadian Ski Mara¬ 
thon are Feb. 26 and 27 in 
what is billed as the 
longest ski tour in the 
world. The two-day outing 
covers 100 miles, starting 
at Lachute (30 miles west 
of Montreal) and ending at 
Quinnville. P.O. 

Participation, endu¬ 
rance and fun are the key 
words in the event. The 
Marathon is essentially a 
tour to promote cross¬ 
county skiing and fitness 
and is based on individual 
achievment (distance 
skied during the two-day 
event). 

There are three types of 
Marathon participation: 
touring, touring-team 
competition and racing. 
Non-skiers accompanying 
skiers can make use of 
the Marathon services by 
entering as an "observer" 
(Class N) and paying an 
eight dollar entry fee. 

Awards are given ac¬ 
cording to miles skied 
with nine categories of 
prizes. There are awards 
lor single tourers, touring 
teams of men, touring 
teams of women, families 
and schoolboys. In addi¬ 
tion, there are prizes for 
relay racing; Mighty Mac 
awards for skiers 


years old and under; and 
Jack Rabbit medals for 
those who complete 60, 
70, and 80 miles. 

However, the most 
cherished awards are the 
Coureur de Bois medals. 
Skiers completing 100 
miles win a bronze medal 
and qualify for the next 
year's 100-mile, 12-pound 
pack silver medal race.’The 
gold medal is the next 


step up -• running with a 
12-pound pack and camp¬ 
ing out over-night. 

A little over 100 miles 
(160 kms.) in length, the 
Marathon trail is a "wild¬ 
erness" cross-country trail 
divided into 10 sections or 
legs of 15 to 20 kms. 

On Saturday the skiing 
takes place on the first 
five sections between 
Lachute and Montebello. 


the action picks up on 
Sunday as skiers take on 
the last five sections 
between Montebello and 
Quinnville. The grand fi¬ 
nale Sunday evening In¬ 
cludes a festive banquet 
at Hull Armouries in Hull, 
P.Q. where winners in the 
competition classes will 
be presented with their 
trophies. 

Checkpoints along the 


way, at road access 
points, mark the end of 
one section and the 
beginning of the next. A 
Marathon shuttle-bus 
takes skiers to and from 
these checkpoints. Skiers 
may choose the section or 
sections he or she wants 
to ski and need not do 
more than one leg of ap¬ 
proximately 15 kms. ei¬ 
ther day. Sanitation huts,

adverse snow and weather 
conditions. 

Competitors come from 
Norway, Finland, Switzer¬ 
land, Italy, New Zealand, 
the United States and 
Canada. Many settle into 
Le Chateau Montebello, a 
large estate with a mam¬ 
moth manor-hotel built of 
red cedar logs. Other 
skiers stay In motels and 
hotels along the Ottawa 


River. Some prefer school 
gymnasiums and church 
meeting halls, snuggling 
up on the floor in sleeping 
bags. 

Since over 2.400 people 
must be accommodated 
in the area during the 
weekend, both dormitory 
and motel accommoda¬ 
tions are "camping" to 
some extent. Several 
hundred volunteers care 


communication, 
safety, timing, feeding, 
lodging and other chores 
that are necessary to 
make the race run 
smoothly. 

The Canadian Ski Mara¬ 
thon is not just another 
race, as anyone who has 
competed In the past 
already knows. It is a 
major event which com¬ 
bines a difficult test of 
endurance with social 
get-togethers. For many it 
is also a reunion, a 
gathering of the clan In 
celebration of the Cana¬ 
dian wilds and the Cana¬ 
dian spirit.

Okay, now I've heard everything. Would you believe a couple of ski areas this 
year are trying to teach you how to ski by wearing a ski bra ? No, dear readers, 
unlike the Playtex brand, this is more of a training bra. If you will ! Enough bad 
jokes, the ski bra is a new teaching aid which helps a new skier Instantly 
execute a safe snow plow down a ski slope. I have never seen one but it has 
been described to me as a clamp that fits over the tip of each ski and Is fastened 
with a wing nut. One clamp has an "O" ring welded to it and the other an 
Inverted "U", the open end of which can be Inserted into the "0" ring so that the 
ski tips are hinged together. Evidently, you slip this doo-dah on just before 
coming down the hill and it helps control your speed and stopping ability. 

Please tell me If you get an opportunity to use one! 

What else is new this year? How about ski brakes. Now these are also used on 
your skis and have been designed to prevent a run-away ski without the use of 
the conventional run away strap. The brake was tested for over two years by 
manufacturers and Independent groups, and while ski area operators are 
certainly sympathetic to the reduction of ski Injuries, several questions have 
been raised with regard to this new device in conjunction with uphill 
transportation. So, if you haven't yet purchased a set of these brakes; you may 
wish to wait. Some ski areas have asked that you not wear them en lieu of a run 
away strap while you're riding a lift. Most ski areas will be taking a wait-and-see 
position until this season’s experience with the Ski Brake will let them make a 
more intelligent assessment of the pros and cons of the device. 

The word Hot-dog has finally been retired from the vernacular of ski language. 
Now we can look upon the sport of freestyle as an entity unto its own. There is 
something beautiful about the ballet on skis that has taken over this sport. Each 
freestyle skier works for hours in a choreographed routine to demonstrate his 
individual ability on skis. Many mountains encourage this side of skiing and 
have structured freestyle classes so youngsters don’t go schussing off in the 
wrong direction before they're ready. Don't be surprised however if your visit to 
snow country this year places you face-to-face with a sign that reads: "Inverted 
Aerial Manuevers Prohibited". More and more ski areas, rather than face huge 
liability suits when some skiers lands head down, would rather postpone this 
side of the sport until freestylers are fully covered with an insurance policy that 
will protect them as an individual skier without infringing on the already high 
premiums as ski areas pay each year. Five didget insurance has much to do with 
the rising cost of lift tickets. 


Loon Mountain in the White Mountains of New Hampshire also did some 
work this summer and there will be more room at the top to take the Triple 
Trouble Trail. It's been widened considerably, as has Grand Junction and the 
entrances to Dipper and Angel Street. They didn't stop there! Now there's 
snowmaking on Dipper and Angel Street.

VERMONT’S 
FINEST 
SKI AREA 
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Septugenarian ski writer 
Finds new challenges 


I stood high on the Tuckorman Ravine Headwall on 
the narrow lodge of packed snow waiting my chance to 
put on my skis, waiting for some strength to return to 
legs trembling from the 21 12 mile climb. With me were 
young men, strong mature ones, and bold kids. What 
was I doing there, 71 years of age, consciously 
refraining from inspecting that almost vertical wall 
below me? Was It a test of manhood, or muscles? 
Foolhardy? The moment of truth? How did I get there? 
Why? 

I date the change In my life to a day In January, 1941, 
when Glmbels ran an ad offering skis, pofes, steel 
edges, bindings and boots for$9.99. 

What could I lose? Only $9.99. 

For some time I had been seeing Austrian movies 
like "Love on Skis" and "The Ski Chase", and it seemed 
to me that what they were doing had certain 
resemblances to skating, a 9port I had learned In my 
youth In Wisconsin. 

The elitist, Scandinavian, Dartmouth sport of skiing 
had never appealed to me as something worth the time, 
money and trouble. 

Now the money was peanuts, and curiosity took care 
of time and trouble. 

I borrowed a 35-cent ski manual from the non-skllng 
ski editor of the NY Post where I worked, and between 
the night hours of 1 AM and 3AM, so as not to be 
embarrassed by spectators, 1 tried out the maneuvers 
on the Macombs Dam Park hillside. 

They worked, more or less. I mean I could stop with 
the snowplow, and turn slightly with a right- or 
left-weighted snowplow. 

The following weekend I took this new knowledge, 
and my skis, boots, poles and bindings on the snow 
train to Pittsfield where the train stopped by the side of 
a ski area called Farnams. They had three rope tows in 
tandem to the top of what seemed a terribly long, steep 
hill. A day's riding cost one dollar. I made It to the top, 
not without lengthening my arms somewhat. 

The train round-trip cost two dollars. 

World War II was beginning. It was already 
sputtering In Europe, but I had discovered a quite 
different world, one that has obsessed me to this very 


day. one that I have not stopped trying to master up to 
and Including the present. 

That first day there was the uproarious comedy of 
utter beginners colliding gently along a fence, 
becoming Inextricably tangled with each other and also 
the fence. There was the escalating drama of the rope 
tow. the twang of a rough departure that spilled half.a 
dozen skiers down the line, the pile up of those who 
were reluctant to quit or didn’t know how when 
someone fell down In front of them. 

And always there was the melodrama of the 
ungulded missile descending the slope at full speed, 
head down, tall up. legs stiffened In fright. Would It 
find a human target or explode wildly In an eggbeater 
wlngdlng? 

What I noticed almost Immediately was that I, who 
had been a sun-seeker, a lover of blue sky, a 
beach-boy. now watched eagerly for signs of 
precipitation. A dark cloud was good. A dark cloud 
with strlatlons ground-ward that looked as If snow 
were falling was better. Flurries were promising, but a 
fullscale blizzard became absolute heaven. 

When the weatherman was warning travelers to stay 
home, we were piling into the car to get theie before 
inexperienced travellers were clogging the highways. 

Skiers didn't get stuck, and If some snowtlre-less 
non-skier couldn't get up the hill, skiers would rush 
forward, help push, and then speed past. 

The weeks went Into months, the months Into years, 
and seasons, some good, some great, some lacking In 
transportation, some lacking in snow. 

Arlberg technlaue gave way to Allals and Instant 
Parallel. 

The Seelos ruade was here - then It was gone. 

Poles kept getting longer. Then they got shorter 
Then they lengthened again. 

As you got to be a better skier you wanted a longer, 
faster ski. Then skis got short again. 

Blndingj that had been bear-traps started the long 
trip Into ever-changing release systems. 

Boots that had laces developed metal fasteners. 

Leather became plastic. Those boots were filled with 
air. with water, with foam, with God knows what. 


When I first began skiing I resented the time spent at 
lunch. I could start driving as early as 4 AM, get to the 
slopes when the lifts started running at 8 AM, ski until 
they stopped at 4. and climb a little afterwards. 

No more. At 71 I find half a day's hard skiing as much 
as I should do. Thereafter 1 risk Injury. If 1 rest, I find 
that a couple of hours don't let me spring back 
refreshed. At Tuckerman Ravine the climb leaves me 
with |ust enough energy for one run. More than that 
and I won't have thestrength to walk down on my own 
legs 

My enthusiasm has In no way diminished. I am still 
hoping to Improve my technique sufficiently to 
compensate for the annual loss In muscle strength and 
flexibility. 

If I feel up to It, on good days I'll go Into Nastar 
races, still hoping for that gold that has eluded me by 
narrow margins at least twice. 

When conditions favor, and I feel the energy 
brimming. I'll try cross-country too. Those new 
waxless skis are a temptation, despite the price. It isn't 
that waxing Is so bad. It's what to do If you get the 
wrong stuff on. or the weather changes, or you're 
suddenly on ice and can't ski like Koch, Caldwell, Joe 
Pete Wilson or Steve Reischl. 

In a life in which I have known defeat as well as 
victory, sorrow to go with happiness. I can honestly 
say skiing has provided all those years of deeply 
satisfying pleasure, which is made out of the physical, 
the visual, the mental, yes, even the spiritual. What 
man has done on water and In the air, he does more 
directly and with less material Interference of plane or 
boat, on skis In the snow. 

It is a sport suspended between sky and earth, being 
of neither, but somewhere In Its mid-world, on snow 
and skis dreaming perfection

good skier is going to find 
the challenge in speed, 
which is a product of the 
hill, technique and 
equipment.”

Racing 
for fun doesn’t require 
top-line competition skis 
but racing is a good way 
to find out what works 
best for you. You can 
make more intelligent 
decisions about your 
equipment needs from the 
experience of racing. A 
good, clean, smooth base 
properly waxed is faster. 

A ski properly sharpened 
does hold better on the 
turns. Binding adjusted 
properly don’t release 
from the normal stress of 
skiing but should in a fall. 

Taylor says that the 
recreational racer doesn't 
have to be in any different 
physical condition than 
he is for pleasure skiing. 
"Sure I think conditioning 
is important," he says. 

"The plain fact is that 
after all the stories and 
publicity about getting is 
shape for skiing, most 
people just plain don't." 
Aside from fhe health 
aspect, it shows up in 
their skiing as well. 

"Racing is a good way 
to discover what kind of 
shape your stomach is in. 

If you get pooped running 
a fun course, you've got 
to know that isn't helping 
you or your skiing in 
general. 

"The guy who's in good 
shape, with equipment in 
tip-top condition and has 
qood technique — he's 
goinq to be one who does 
well." 

What's Taylor’s advice 
to thi adult recreational 
skier who's going to try 
racing for the first time? 
"Don't take yourself too 
seriously. Don't be too 
self-critical. Take 
satisfaction in what you 
do well 

"If as first you have a 
touqh time with the 
courses, derive 
satisfaction with the few 
qood turns you do make 
Don't get discouraged. If 
you fall, don't be 
embarrassed that 'all 
those people' saw you 
fall They aren't laughinq 
at you They fall too. 
Olympians fall Ski for 
yourself first, not to 
impress somebody else "

Lower Falls 

housing 

approved

Preliminary approval has been granted 
for funds from the federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Development for 60 
units of housing in Newton Lower Falls. 

The project should get underway next 
May or June, ending ten years of fruitless 
effort to build on the land, taken by the

Land acquisition and the location of a 
new public works facility were matters of 
tnost concern to about 100 citizens who 
attended a public hearing on the capital 
improvement program Monday night. 

A new main library, a recurrent topic, 
was the subject of a paper on goals and 
objectives, given to aldermen by 
librarian Virginia Tashjian and Library 
Trustee Michael Lipof. 

The drive by the Newton Conservators 
and residents to acquire the 60-acre 
parcel of Novitiate property on Win¬ 
chester Street, Ward 8, received no help 
from the Conservation Commission. 

Helen Heyn, commission secretary, in 
response to a question from City Planning 
Committee Chairman Terry Morris about 
changing priorities for land acquisition, 
responded indirectly by saying that 15 
acres of the Novitiate property is' 
scheduled by the commission for 
acquisition in 1979. 

The Conservators, a private group, 
want the city to acquire the Novitiate 
land for a south-side city park, and have 
suggested a delay in the long-planned 
acquisition of the Kennard land, a 32-acre 


parcel on the south side of the city near 
Brookline and Boston. 

A spokesman for the Kennard estate 
pointed out that the land cannot be kept 
forever until the city decides to buy it, 
and several speakers noted a moral 
commitment on the part of the city. 

The Conservation Commission does not 
wish to endanger the Kennard purchase 
by the insertion of the Novitiate purchase 
into the capital improvement program at 
this time, although a recent vote of the 
commission acknowledged that the 15 
acres of riverfront land there is probably 
an insufficient amount to be acquired. 

Speaking for the Conservators, Rodney 
Barker suggested that 50 acres of 
Novitiate land should be given first 
priority in the capital improvement 
program. "This is not a request from a 
small elite," he said. "There are 2000 
signatures on a petition." 

State Rep. Peter Harrington, speaking 
in favor of the Novitiate acquisition, said 
that the circumstance of the land's being 
on the market requires that it be put into 
the capital improvement program now.

Murley proposal 


denied in Land Use 


The Murley land development proposal 
was denied by a 4-3 vote of the land Use 
Committee Tuesday night. 

The proposal for a zone change and 
permissive use for 120-151 condominium 
dwellings will go to the Board of Aider- 
men for a vote Dec. 6. 

If denied by the full Board, the 
developers may resubmit their proposal 
if and when an ordinance permitting 
"planned development" is enacted. 

The deciding vote was cast by Aid. 
James Miller, who arrived after more 
than an hour's discussion of the proposal 
and after a 3-3 vote failed to grant a delay 
in voting, as requested by one of the 
developers, former alderman Alan 
Barkin. 

Barkin appeared before the committee 
to request that it hold off action on the 
petition until he and the two other 
developers, Stephen Hopkins and Thomas 
Larsen, could revise their plan. 

"In light of the Planning Department 


report we have been working diligently to 
come into compliance with the proposed 
major-parcels ordinance," Barkin said. 

The report recommended denial of the 
project as proposed, but noted that single- 
family houses would not be the best use of 
the 30-acre parcel at Dedham and Parker 
Streets, Ward 8. 

The Planning Department analysis 
compared density and other factors of the 
proposed development with those in the 
ordinance being drafted. 

The principal difference between the 
two — land area per unit — would mean a 
reduction in number of units in the 
Murley development from 154 (originally 
196) to about 120. 

Barkln’s request for a delay, he said, 
was based on the need to examine in 
detail the economic feasibility of such a 
"drastic reduction" and to work with the 
Planning Department to salvage the 
plan. 

Neighbors of the land objected to the 


Land Use Committee's considering 
revision of the development proposal. 

Dr. Fred Kaplan, leader of the op¬ 
position, said, "I don't agree with this 
procedure. It is not fair to the community 
to allow him (Barkin) to keep coming 
back. That’s giving him four outs and not 
calling the game." 

Members of the committee explained 
that this procedure is customarily 
followed with all developers who are 
willing to decrease the size of a 
development. 

In the 4-3 vote to deny, Aid. James 
Miller, Eliot Cohen, Robert Gaynor, and 
David Cohen were in favor of denial; Aid. 
Matthew Jefferson, Thomas Concannon, 
and Ethel Sheehan were opposed. 

The proposed plannned-development 
ordinance under which Barkin could 
resubmit his development plan was 
discussed in concrete terms for the first 
time at the meeting, in response to

PW Commissioner Larson may 


reconsider resignation plans

During a vacation Public Works 
Commissioner Gene Larson will consider 
whether he will be able to return to City 
Hall in his present job. 

The closely guarded secret of Larson's 
resignation was revealed last Wednesday 
by Mayor Theodore Mann at a public 
hearing on reorganization, of the Public 
Works Department 

Larson submitted his resignation to the 
mayor Nov. 3, citing health reasons as the 
cause. 

Larson told the mayor in his 
resignation letter that he had found his 
three years with the city "challenging 
and enjoyable," but during the past few 
months he had been “thoroughly 
exhausted both physically and men¬ 
tally." 

"As a result," Larson said, “I have not 
been able to apply myself to the job and 
consequently I've been very dissatisfied 
with my performance.” 

I arson said his doctor had told him to 
"slow down and take more time off," but 
he cannot do his job in less than 70 hours a 
week. 

Mayor Mann said at the time of an¬ 


nouncing the resignation that he had 
offered Larson a long vacation, during 
which time he hoped Larson would 
reconsider. 

The resignation was not announced 
immediately because the mayor's staff

was still trying to work out a means by 
which 1 arson could stay. 

Before leaving Tuesday, Larson said he 
is now "considering whether to recon¬ 
sider." He has vacation time coming and 
plans to visit his home town in Maine and 
family in New York for the next ten days 
or so. 

When he returns, he will probably give 
the mayor's office a definite answer. 

Jane Pitt, the mayor’s administrative 
officer, said this week that in her opinion 
the Board of Aldermen may look 
favorably upon the addition of up to five 
positions to the Public Works Department 
staff, whether or not I-arson decides to 
return, but especially if he does return. 

I-arson has planned for some time to 
request the new staff people, but at a 
meeting recently said he had not had time 
to write the job descriptions. 

Larson caine to Newton in August, 1973, 
freshly retired from the Air Force, vhere 
he had been in charge of construction and 
maintenance for a large installation. 

As Building Commissioner he took over 
a department that was an admitted 
shambles and put order and control into 
the operation.

PTA's plead for their schools

About 600 people filled the 
Meadowbrook Junior High School 
auditorium Tuesday night to hear 
testimony from PTAs and community 
groups on why Countryside, Beethoven, 
Hamilton, and Hyde schools shouldn't be 
the ones picked for closing due to 
declining enrollment. 

School Committee members Paul Ash, 
Honors Kaplan, and Edward Prince, saw 
sweatshirts proclaiming "Save our 
Hyde,” lapel stickers saying "Preserve 
our Countryside,” and heard a humorous 
poem from the Lower Falls Community. 

Beethoven PTA Copresidents Wally 
and Roz Bemheimer were not called on to 
give a formal presentation since the 
current closing plans being studied do not 
include Beethoven because the savings 
would be less than other plans. 

However Subcommittee Chairman Ash 


read a statement that the PTA had 
prepared previously. It emphasized 
favoring a middle school concept in any 
long range plan, and said it would be 
better to close older schools and schools 
nearer to commercial districts because 
the building would be more suited for 
alternate uses. 

Beethoven, a school built in 1954, was 
considered previously for closing instead 
of Hyde, a school in the middle of Newton 
Highlands, parts of which were built in 
1895, 

Acting as a private citizen and not 
representing the PTA, Bernheimer 
presented Ash with a redistricting and 
grade reorganization plan that neither he 
nor Ash would discuss with the press that 
night. 

Countryside PTA President James 
Feldman doubts that "one dime" will be 
saved by closing one school already built 


in Newton, especially a new one like 
Countryside built in 1953. 

He and Lucie Chansky stressed the 
bilingual class, two classrooms for the 
multiply handicapped, and two classes 
for special education in the city that are 
housed at the school. They said $9,000 was 
spent to convert the school for these 
needs, and Countryside was selected as 
the most suitable school to house these 
students. 

Feldman also noted there is the high 
possibility for further development in the 
area that would increase enrollment. The 
Murley Estate and the current building 
on Winchester Street were mentioned. 

Hamilton 

I,ower Falls Improvement Association 
member Daniel Rakov, chairman of their 
own Declining Enrollment Committee, 
pointed out the isolated character of 
community.

The third year of Newton’s 
community development 
program is expected to bring In 
$776,000 in federal funds, 
starting next July. 

The spending of that money 
will be the subject of a new- 
style public hearing Nov. 30 at 
7:30 p.m. at the F. A. Day 
Junior High School, Newton- 
ville. 

The purpose of the six-year 
federal program is to help 
communities provide decent 
housing, a suitable living en¬ 
vironment, and Improved 
economic opportunity prin¬ 
cipally for people of low and 
moderate income. 

To accomplish this objective 
the community development 
plan must be designed to 


eliminate or prevent blight and 
to provide public im¬ 
provements and facilities and 
social services. 

At the public hearing, 
questions will be given out on 
sheets of paper, to be answered 
in writing either at the hearing 
or later and mailed to the 
Planning Department. 

The director of the program, 
Charles Thomas, will explain 
the eligibility requirements of 
the program and the tentative 
budget for the third year of the 
program. 

The first two years of the 
program, which applies to the 
target areas of Nonantum, 
West Newton, and Newton 
Corner, has provided 
neighborhood improvement 


money to those three villages 
and Newton Highlands. 

It has also funded a tem¬ 
porary multiservice center in 
Nonantum, provided money for 
rehabilitation of houses and 
restoration of the historic 
Bigelow House, and helped 
several social service projects. 

The public hearing on Nov. 30 
will be followed by preparation 
of the third-year program, 
which will be the subject of 
another hearing Dec. 14 at 
Mason-Rice School. 

Both schools at which the 
public hearings are to be held 
are accessible to the han¬ 
dicapped. 

Information on the past two 
years of the program is 
available from the Planning 
Department City Hall.

Acting Fire Chief Harvey 
Preble said he made the 
decision after receiving 
preliminary information on 
survey data collected by the 
American Insurance 
Association that indicates 
Newton needs fewer than ten 
engine companies, and no 
more than three ladder 
companies to meet their 
standards. 

No action was taken by the 
aldermen, since the move is 
within the jurisdiction of the 
chief and the mayor at this 
point. 

The Public Health and Safety 
Committee will be discussing 
the matter after American 
Insurance submits its final 
report, expected In February 
or early March. 

Preble's decision to “retire" 
the Newtonville pumper 
1 ‘should not affect public safety 
In this area, or cause undue 
delay in response of adequate 
apparatus," he told the mayor 
and the aldermen. 


He based his choice on the 
location of city fire ! com¬ 
panies, their distances from 
each other, and the number of 
pumpers aj each station. The 
Newtonville station is logical 
because it Is right in the center, 
Preble said. 

“They (American 
Insurance) feel we are over¬ 
burdened with apparatus in 
this particular area (the north 
side of the city)," he continued. 

He told the aldermen he 
agrees with that assessment. 

While several north side 
aldermen objected to Preble’s 
choice, Aid. Sidney Small and 
Aid. Susan Schur agreed with 
it, on grounds that the south 
side has fewer engines and 
fewer stations to respond to 
fire. 

"I have to believe those who 
are professionals. I don't want 
to play fireman'” Small said. 

No layoffs are anticipated, 
Preble added. 

Of the fireenginc' fighters 
now assigned to that three will 
be transferred to the fire 
prevention bureau and 13 will 
be assigned to other companies 
across the city to fill vacancies 
caused by attrition since July 1 
of this year, he said. 

Preble promised that if, after 
a trial period, he finds that 
Newtonville is not the place to 
cut a pumper, he will take it 
from another station.

WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
government's effort to pinch 
off the escape of fluorocarbon 
gases into the atmosphere has 
tightened even further with the 
addition of household cleaners 
and similar aerosol products to 
the growing list of potentially 
banned items. 

The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission made the 
latest move Monday by 
proposing a ban on use of the 
gas in products under its 
jurisdiction — largely cleaning 
products and automotive de- 
greasers. 

The Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration called a news confer¬ 
ence to reveal the details of its 
previously announced Intention 
to phase out fluorocarbon use 
in the products it controls.

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Burglar alarm ordinance 
goes to aldermen Dec. 6

An ordinance aimed at 
controlling the excessive 
number of false burglar 
alarms in the city comes before 
the Board of Aldermen on Dec 
6, but one alderman has 
already threatened to 
"charter" it 

The city has spent about 
$450,000 this year to foot the bill 
for police to respond to the 
unnecessary calls, another 
alderman estimated at this 
week's meeting of the 
legislation and Rules Com¬ 
mittee. 

Only three percent of the 
total alarms recorded in 1976 
were valid' a report of the 
Public Health and Safety 
Committee revealed. 

An alarm study by the 
committee showed that from 
January through October,1976 
Newton has had only 132 valid 
alarms out of 4,491 total. 

Chairman Mark White 
estimates the costs of police 
response at about $100 per 
alarm - or, $13,200 for bona fide 
attempted robberies versus 
$449,100 for false alarms. 

White breaks this down into 
$64 for labor and $36 for cruiser 
overhead and gasoline. 

The results so far are that 
less than 10 burglars have been 
caught, White added. 

Aid. Susan Schur, author of 
the proposed ordinance, said 
that some homeowners have 


trained their children to trip 
the burglar alarm if they come 
home from school and find no 
one at home. 

A police cruiser will then 
come to make sure everything 
is all right in the house, she 
said. 

Other citizens deliberately 
set off their alarms just to see 
how long it will take police to 
respond, she added. 

Aid. Eliot Cohen and Aid. 
Richard Bullwinkle took issue 
with the idea that the false 
alarms are altogether bad. 

Perhaps some burglaries 
have been prevented by the 
alarms being tripped or by the 
cruisers responding, they said. 

The city should get out of the 
alarm business and let a 
central station, run by a 
private alarm company, 
handle private burglar alarms, 
said Aid. Edward Richmond. 

Chief William Quinn has said 
this ia a long-range possibility, 
Schur said. 

The ordinance, revised by 
the Legislation and Rules 
Committee on Monday night, 
exempts false alarms caused 
by power outages, acts of God 
or weather, but covers those 
triggered by "mechanical 
failure, malfunction, improper 
installation, or negligence of 
the user." 

Also covered are any calls 
for police assistance when 
there has been no attempted 


robbery, burglary or at¬ 
tempted intrusion. 

After three separate 
recorded false alarms, the 
police chief is to notify the 
alarm user and require him to 
submit, within 15 days, a report 
documenting his efforts to find 
and eliminate the causes of the 
false alarms. 

If that report is not for¬ 
thcoming, the chief is to order 
the alarm system discon¬ 
nected. 

If the chief finds the report 
"unsatisfactory", or if he 
considers the remedies in¬ 
sufficient, he is to order the 
system discontinued. 

Finally, if eight false alarms 
are recorded 

from the same system within 
one year, the chief may order 
its use discontinued. 

All alarms will be required to 
have a device that cuts off the 
alarm bell after 10 minutes, 
and installers must so inform 
their prospective clients. 

Aid. Donald Budge, who 
wanted to kill the ordinance in 
committee, voted against it, 
while Aid. Sheehan, 
Bullwinkle, White, Concannon 
and E. K. Cohen voted for it. 

Budge said he will raise a 
charter objection (postpone 
action until the next meeting) 
when the ordinance comes 
before the full Board, but he 
would not tell the committee 
his reasons.

Conservation land requests 
made at hearing Monday

l.and acquisition requests 
from the Newton Conservation 
Commission were not ex¬ 
panded Monday night to in¬ 
clude more of the Novitiate 
land, although the commission 
has agreed that its 15-acre 
request is insufficient 
Otherwise the commission’s 
program as submitted at the by 
capital improvements 
program hearing Helen 
Heyn.was substantially as 
expected. 

‘ I^ast week commissioners 
unanimously reaffirmed their 
desire to have the city buy 
most of the Kennard Estate in 
Newton Centre during the next 
fiscal year. 

Purchase of the 32-acre 
parcel, lying between Dudley 
Road and the Brookline border, 
was postponed one year in 
order to substitute Norumbega 
Park land in the 1976 capital 
improvements program. 

Now, according to Com¬ 
missioners Helen Heyn and 
Thelma Fleishman, the 
Kennard heirs who own the 


land want to settle the matter. 

If the land is not acquired in 
fiscal 1977, it may be sold for 
development, the com¬ 
missioners fear. 

Suggestions by the Newton 
Conservators last summer that 
the Novitiate land replace 
Kennard in the 1977 land 
acquisition requests are still 
resented by some com¬ 
missioners. None of the seven 
have supported that idea. 

Instead, earlier this fall 
Commissioner Heyn submitted 
testimony at a Metropolitan 
District Commission Parks 
hearing saying that the 
commission had decided to 
"leave open the possibility of 
recommending acquisition of 
the entire (Novitiate) site for 
public use 

She called a prior 15-aere 
request "inadequate." 

The commission, at its 
November meeting, decided to 
add 19 acres of Boston Edison 
land off Vine and Lagrange 
Streets to its CIP list, but no 
date of purchase was specified. 

On the list of "current" 
projects, from 1973 through 
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fiscal 1977, are Norumbega 
Park, Hunnewell HUl Woods, 
Stamford Street, Wayne Road- 
Vine Street, Dolan Pond 
wetland, Oakdale Woods and 
the Kennard Estate. 

Items carried over from last 
year's CIP requests include the 
following: the Davis land off 
Williams Street and WHDH 
land off Sweet Street for fiscal 
1978; the Marcy land in Upper 
Falls, the Novitiate land and 
Bemis Mill for fiscal 1979; and, 
Winchester Street wetland and 
upland plus a section of the 
Charles River Country Club for 
1980. 

For fiscal 1981, the Con¬ 
servation Commission would 
purchase Mount Benedict 
Cemetery and Christina- 
Needham Street land. 

Temple Beth Avodah vacant 
land, the Goddard-Christina 
Street wetland and upland, 
Farwell Street river frontage, 
Oak-Needham Street land, and 
the La sell College boathouse 
would be bought in 1982. 

No date Is specified for 17 
acres of Nahanton Street 
wetland listed. 

Preparation for the Charles 
River Pathway system is 
spread over the five year 
period.

Three collaborative 
programs involving school 
children from other cities were 
unanimously approved by the 
School Committee Monday 
night after voting to restudy 
the present guidelines for 
principals in drawing up such 
programs. 

Three School Committee 
members and three members 
of the administration will be 
appointed soon to study new 
guidelines to replace the ones 
passed June 28 that was called 
“ponderous and prohibitive" 
by Hyde Principal Arthur 
Laughland. 

Laughland was chairman of 
the an ad hoc committee of 
principals that approved his 
letter calling for the rescining 
or reconsideration of the 
guidelines. 

The three collaborative 
programs approved have all 
taken place in previous years. 

One fourth grade class from 
Ward School will participate in 
the Hale Reservation Outdoor 
Education Program sponsored 
by Meteo and with Metco 
children. Oak Hill School is 
currently participating in the 
weekly Thursday morning 
program that takes up the four- 
hour school day for 10 weeks. 

Cabot School which par¬ 
ticipated last year will not 
participate the latter half of 
this year. 

About 100 Angier sixth grade 
students are expected to 
volunteer for a three-day trip 
to historic sites in Penn¬ 
sylvania in May. The program 
will cost $1600, $1300 of which 
was raised by parents and 
students and the rest of which 
will come from Angier in¬ 
structional funds. 

Children who choose not to go 


will have the standard 
curriculum taught by a teacher 
aide who is a certified teacher. 

Angier Principal Roland 
Barth, the man who was 
charged with presenting a 
"shotgun” proposal by several 
School Committee members on 
the proposed pairing of Angier 
and Ellis School in Roxbury 
last May ‘ added a letter to the 
request for the Phlldelphia 
trip. 

Barth said, "We have en¬ 
countered great difficulty in 
understanding the guidelines 
and in complying with them." 

Since the voluntary, 
collaborative educational 
programs (VCEPs) "will 
operate at no additional costa 
to the City of Newton” under 
the guidelines, he didn’t know 
if the $300 spent for buses 
would violate that provision. 
Barth also wondered if the field 
trip fulls under the VCEP rules 
because the Philadelphia 
students will only be seen after 
their school hours, and he 
wondered if his proposal fell 
under the category of a 
preliminary or final proposal. 

Acting Chairman of the 
Newton North Social Studies 
Department received per¬ 
mission for continued par¬ 
ticipation in three EdCo 
programs involving Boston and 
other communities. 

The Educational 
Collaborative programs called 
Political Discovery and 
American Experience both 
involve one-week programs in 
Boston with up to 15 students 
and the regular teacher. In 
both programs students visit 
historic , political, and ethnic 
sites. EdCo pays for a sub¬ 
stitute in the regular 
classrooms 


The Executive High School 
Intern program involved five 
Newton students last year to 
assist school executives In area 
communities. 

When discussing the present 
VCEP policy School Com¬ 
mittee member Michael 
IcConti defended his right to 
ask as many questions as he 
feels necessary, and an¬ 
nounced loudly that he would 
run again und win. 

Members Manuel Beckwith, 
Robert Cohen, Honora Kaplan, 
and Paul Ash, the writer of the 
original guidelines, all ex¬ 
pressed some dismay with the 
current policy as did the 
mayor.

Thanksgiving 

During the past thirteen years, the joy of 
Thanksgiving has been muted in quite a few 
American homes ... perhaps because it 
comes so close on the heels of the anniver¬ 
sary of the assassination of John F.

We have been peppered by blow 
after blow and have survived. That in itself 
is a blessing. 

It is time to stop bemoaning the fact that 
these disasters occurred. It's time to stop 
blaming this one or that one; or this group 
or that circumstance. 

Let’s start living the life we could live. 

Let's stop thinking of what might have 
been and begin to realize what we are, what 
we have and what we can be. 

We live in a land that is free, and more 
than any other people at any other time we 
are in command of our own destiny. We live 
in a big land with big problems but we are a 
creative, industrious and perservering peo¬ 
ple and have the ability to rise above and 
withstand any such problems. 

Let's begin tommorrow ... our . two- 
hundred-and-fifty-seventh Thanksgiving 
Day ... take a few moments to look around 
at those we love and give thanks for the 
courage displayed in confronting our 
problems of the past thirteen years and the 
strength that has kept us from caving in.

WASHINGTON — During the Just completed presidential 
nnd congressional campaigns the Democrats’ the 
Republicans and the Independents and the liberals and 
conservatives disagreed about a lot of things. But there’s a 
growing consensus among these desparate groups on one 
subject and it Is that PI. 94-283 — the 1976 Federal campaign 
finance law — Is a turkey. 

The major criticisms of this highly touted campaign 
"reform” are these: Its spending limits are overly 
restrictive, thus excluding sizable numbers of Americans 
from participating In the pollUcal process; its bookkeeping 
requirements for both gifts and expenditures are an ad¬ 
ministrative nightmare; It has not restricted spending by 
wealthy candidates on their own campaigns, since the 
Supreme Court struck down this provision of the law; and 
the InterpretaUons of the law, which are promulgated by 
the Federal Election Commission, are simply Impossible to 
understand In many instances. 

The new campaign "reform" law limited presidential 
candidates Carter and Ford to spending (21.8 million each, 
plus the right to spend another $3.2 each from the 
Democratic and Republican National Committees 
respectively. 

On the congressional side, the law limits contributions to 
campaigns to $1,000 per donor per election, and $5,000 per 
multicandidate committee. All donations over $50 must be 
recorded with those giving more than $100 In the aggregate 
including occupation and place having to be identified fully, 
of employment. Cash contributions over $100 during the 
entire campaign period are prohibited all together. 

Commenting on the new campaign "reform” law’ Robert 
Vlsser, general counsel of the President Ford Committee, 
says there’s no question that It dampened voter enthusiasm 
in this year's election. "I’m not saying it’s the only reason 
for the apathy”’ Vlsser explains, "but it’s one reason." 

Noting that because the presidential campaigns this year 
were forced to rely so heavily on national media advertising 
to the exclusion of more traditional activities, Visser ob¬ 
serves: 

"It's disappointing. There Is only a miniscule amount of 
materials in the field’ no more fund-raising activities’ so 
few neighborhood parties. People aren't getting involved. 
And the buttons, bumper stickers, bunting and hoopla — 
they're practically gone." 

Marie LeGrand, who was a fund-raiser for McGovern In 
1972 but this year kept track of campaign finances for 
Jimmy Carter in New York, echoes Visser’s lament, 
declaring: 

"There Just aren't as many people able to get Involved. 
Fund raising used to generate a lot of activity: bazaars, 
concerts, cookouts, the little old ladles making Swedish 
meatballs — a lot of nickel and dime events that got people 
excited. The new regulations make it almost Impossible to 
do this now and I miss it.” 

Herbert Alexander, one of the country's acknowledged 
experts on campaign financing, who heads the Citizens 
Research Foundation, says of the new campaign finance 
law: 

"My interpretation Ls that $25 million Just Isn’t enough to 


mount a national campaign. It means you can’t produce 
and distribute the kinds of banners, buttons and brochures 
that are helpful In getting people Involved. And the con¬ 
sequences are not good for democracy." 

. As for the red-tape requirements of the new campaign 
"reform” law, they are something out of a Kafka novel. 
John White, an aide to Pennsylvania Democratic Senatorial 
candidate William Green, says he thinks the Federal 
Election Commission is "some kind of public works project 
for out-of-work attorneys." 

Green’s successful opponent, H. John Heinz III, had four 
bookkeepers and one outside auditor working on his 
campaign. It took nine persons working full time for a week 
to prepare Heinz's 400-page FEC report due October 10. 

The Carter and Ford presidential campaigns combined 
spent a total of over $1 million this year just to comply with 
the regulations of the federal campaign "reform" law. 

So. what is to be done? Should the "reforms” now be 
"rereformed"? 

In my Judgment, the answer is no. 

Let's throw out the baby, the bathwater and the tub. If the 
Idea of freedom of expression us embodied In the First 


Amendment ts to have any meaning at all, It should cer¬ 
tainly allow individuals to give as much money as they 
desire to anybody they want to for any reason. 

Besides, I think the advantages of unrestricted campaign 
spending are vastly overrated. As Mr. Alexander testified 
before the Senate Commerce Committee in early 1971, 
"common sense dictates that only marginal benefits can be 
derived from unlimited spending." 

He went on to express his view that "In any campaign 
there are saturation levels and a point where spending no 
longer pays off in votes per dollar." 

As for those who worry about rich candidates if this is as 
heinous a crime as It "buying" elections' is alleged, then 
this will work against any candidate who tries to do this, 
and he will be defeated. The people will make a judgment 
on this Issue at the ballot box. 

The English poet and critic Samuel Talor Coleridge 
warned us decades ago: 

"Every reform' however necessary, will by weak minds 
be carried to an excess which will itself need reforming." 

What amazing foresight Mr. Coleridge possessed. And he 
never even met the head of Common Cause, John Gardner. 



GOP-endangered species 


Republicans 
hurt themselves

WASHINGTON |UPI) - There is a 
word for people who indulge in wishful 
thinking in politics. Losers. Also, it 
seems, Republicans. 

Republicans say a majority of 
Americans subscribe to the basic prin¬ 
ciples ol their party. They point to poll 
after poll showing that moat Americans 
consider themselves to be conservative 
or moderates leaning toward con¬ 
servatism. 

And they conclude: "We've got the 
people on our side. Now all we need is the 
candidates." Or the organization. Or the 
campaign funds. Or the public relations. 

The Republicans have been kidding 
themselves. Even when they have had 
attractive candidates, efficient campaign 
organizations, abundant funds and 
friendly publicity, they continue to lose 
elections. They obviously don't have the 
people. 

The record is this: The Congress has 
been controlled by Democrats with only 
two brief exceptions for more than 40 
years. Democrats have won seven of the 
last 11 presidential elections. More than 
two-thirds of the governors now are 
Democrats. Democrats control both 
houses of the legislature in 36 states. 

Republican wishful thinking stems 
from the general theory that the GOP Is 
the politicul home of conservatives In this 
country. Just as the Democrats tend to 
take liberal support for granted, the 
Republicans assume they are going to get 
the voles of people on the ideological 
right. 

But it seems quite cleur now that many 
Americans who regard themselves as 
moderate or conservative do not identify 
with the Republican Party. Instead, they 
call themselves "independents” and they 
vote for Democrats who seem to be in the 
middle of the road. 

Why have the Republicans failed to win 
these votes? Their own research in the 
past three years tells them some of the 
answers. GOP polls show that the party 
has a "country club" Image, the 
reputation of representing people who 
"have it made." 

But much of the "conservative 
majority” the GOP feels should support it 
does not fit that image. It is the wage 
earning middle class, blue collar as well 
as white, believers in the idea that people 
must work to survive. 

These people dislike those who would 
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rather live off the labor of others than 
work themselves. But that includes the 
idle rich as well as welfare chiselers. And 
they often know, from bitter experience 
or close personal observation, that not 
everyone who is out of work or collecting 
welfare is lazy and dishonest. 

But when Republicans talk about 
consumer protection, they usually focus 
on the the majority of businesses that sell 
safe products, give honest service and do 
not lie in their advertising. This often is 
followed by dire warnings against 
crippling regulation of business, and 
suggestions that Americans are smart 
enough to protect themselves in the 
marketplace. 

These two examples are 
generalizations, but they occur often 
enough to make ammunition for 
Democrats against Republicans. They do 
not explain all the reasons the 
Republicans are losing, but they 
illustrate at least one area in which the 
GOP hurts itself. 


The party 
is still strong

NEW YORK — What appears to have 

been a very close contest between 
President-elect Carter and President 
Ford has created an optical illusion - 
namely, that there still is a strong 
Republican Party in the United States. 
There is gathering evidence to the con¬ 
trary however, causing some to believe 
that the United Slates is now operating 
under a "one-and-a-half-party system." 

At present, there is only one state that 
is truly Republican, with a GOP governor 
and majority in both houses of the state 
legislature. That lonely state is New 
Hampshire. 

The Democrats, by contrast, presently 
have a Governor and majority in the state 


legislatures of 28 states, two-thirds of 
them outside the Old South. 

Equally depressing for Republicans is 
the composition of the present Congress, 
where the Democrats have more than 
two-thirds of the House seats and more 
than 60 per cent of the Senate seats. The 
only times in the past when the GOP was 
reduced to such a humiliating state was 
in 1964 1 the Johnson landslide) and in 1932 
and 1936 (the Roosevelt landslides). 

But this year there was no landslide for 
Carter. Yet the congressional results 
were an avalanche that buried the GOP. 

By all expectations, the Democrats 
were supposed to lose seats in Congress 
this year because their strength had been 
artificially puffed up in 1974. That year 
the Democrats were the beneficiaries of 
the Watergate scandal. They also 
benefited from the fact that the races 
were run in a midterm year, when the 
party with the man In the White House 
traditionally loses seats. Consequently, in 
1974, Democrats won seats that had been 
Republican for a century. 

It was assumed that some or all of these 
seats would return to the Republican 
ranks. But that has not happened. The 
Democrats actually showed a net gain of 
one seat beyond their 2-to-l plurality in 
the House and continued full strength in 
the Senate. 

Still another symptom of the GOP 
sickness is the continuing decline in the 
number of people who enroll as 
Republicans. In 1940, 40 per cent of the 
electorate considered itself to be 
Republican; by I960, that fell to 30 per 
cent, and by 1976, it fell to about 20 per 
cent. 

More depressing, notes the con¬ 
servative weekly, Human Events, is the 
fact that "the decline has been most 
severe among the young, so the future 
hardly offers encouragement." 

By all these portents, the Republican 
Party seems to be going the way of the 
Federalists (who finally disappeared! 
and the Whigs (who merged in main with 
the Republicans). 

The relatively strong vote for President 
Ford has momentarily obscured this 
downward trend. But at the grassroots, 
where party organization draws its 
nourishment, the Democrats flourish 
while the Republicans languish, hoping 
every four years to come up with a name, 
a face or a phrase that will momentarily 
give the party the White House. 

Now and then that happens because 
many Americans like to think of the 
president as a man above party. But the 
elections of an Elsenhower, a Nixon or a 
Ford have done nothing to retard the 
steady death of the Grand Old Party.

To the Editor; 

I write as a concerned 
Newton Highlands parent and 
resident and as a professional 
educator to say why 1 think it is 
essential that the Hyde School 
remain open. 

I have two children currently 
enrolled in the Newton schools. 
The first is in junior high school 
and the second is in the fourth 
grade at Hyde School. Each of 
them has gone to school in 
several other places because of 
my husband’s and my own 
peripatetic academic lives. 
Each has been to both private 
and public schools. 

We moved to the Highlands 
five years ago in large part 
because whe had visited the 
Hyde School and found it to be 
an interesting, diverse and 
joyous place for children. 

In the years since then' both 
chlildren have experienced 
wonderful and less-than- 
wonderful teaching. 

Some of the teachers with 
whom they have flourished 
were less desirable for other 
children, and some of the ones 
from whom they learned less 
well were fine teachers of 
friends of theirs. But Hyde has 
been large enough, and varied 
enough, so that personal needs 
and preferences can more 


often than not be accomodated. 
And it has offered my children 
greater possibilities than any 
of the private schools they 
attended. 

My daughter began junior 
high school this fall, out of 
district, under Newton’s open 
enrollment plan, and found, to 
her delight, that she was very 
well-prepared by Hyde. My 
husband teaches mathematics 
and I teach writing at local 
universities, and we already 
knew that she was, by com¬ 
paring her grasp of the so- 
called "basics" with those of 
our students. 

As far as we can tell, Hyde 
has taught our children the 
basics and encouraged their 
love of learning with in¬ 
novative and caring teaching. 

Hyde has also been a rich 
place for my husband and me, 
who quickly became involved 
in the Highlands community 
and in the school. We have 
never lived anywhere else 
where we have so quickly and 
so much felt a part of a com¬ 
munity as well as a 
neighborhood, and Hyde School 
was the reason. 

We are permanently settled 
in Newton Highlands and hope, 
like many of our neighbors, to 


age gracefully in it. My 
children get great sustenance 
from hearing our 80-year-old 
neighbor talk about when she 
went to the Hyde School. We 
find that the school itself, in its 
physical plant, has also aged 
gracefully. 

I spent four years at the 
Harvard School of Education, 
where I received my doctorate 
in ‘learning environments,' a 
program concerned with ex¬ 
pressing the connections 
between schools and com¬ 
munity. The people there 
lamened the absence of 
community wherever they 
looked and lived. 1 believe that 
fine education and a sense of 
community are integrally 
linked in Newton Highlands, 
and that Hyde School School 
sustains, and is sustained by, a 
richly varied neighborhood. 

My children will both soon be 
beyond Hyde School, so I do not 
feel as if I'm arguing for them, 
but rather, for a larger and far 
more important cause, the 
preseveration of one of 
Newton's strongest 
neighborhoods and one of its 
best schools . The link is not 
accidental.

Using visual aides he outlined the river, 
golf courses, and major roads that cut off 
the community from the rest of Newton 
and how they would require all children 
to he bused from the district if the school 
is closed. 

Rakov said Uwer Falls is one of few 
areas in Newton where young couples can 
afford new homes, and included statistics 
prepared by former City Assessor 
Edward Fahey that show Newton losing 
$55,000 to $108,000 in taxes with a 
reduction of 10 or 20 percent of the value 
of I,ower Falls property. 

Fahey's statement included two quotes 
from real estate appraising manuals that 
call for consideration of the distance to 
the nearest school, 

Hamilton PTA President Roger 
Broome noted that if Hamilton closed the 
children in the community would be 
bused for all 12 of their school years. 

He said he moved to the Hamiltion 
district after consulting with the 
superintendent’s office about which 
Newton school has the type of education 
he and his wife want for their children. He 
said he was told either Hamilton or 
Horace Mann and chose the one in Ixiwer 
Falls. 

He also said Hamilton is the only 
'community center in lower Falls and 
holds the community together.

Barker began by saying the School 
Committee should try to keep all com¬ 
munity based schools open. 

Like others speaking before him who 
represented other schools, Barker 
pointed out the warm qualities of the 
school and its staff, and noted the high 
achievement test scores. 

He said the age of the school shouldn't 
be the deciding factor of closing, noting in 
fun that the "new” wing was built in 1907. 
A gymnasium was added in 1967. 

Like others school speakers he pointed 
to the active Community School program, 
but said Hyde has the most active 
program in the city. 

School children seeing parents and 
grandparents who went to Hyde school 
adds a sense of continuity to the 
children's lives, he said. 

He also noted the Senior Center, 
outgrown shop, and recreation and 
special education programs housed 
there. 

As villages in the city grew, new 
schools were built on the periphery of the 
areas. Now it would be "ironic" for 
centrally located schools to close, Barker 
said. 

Alan Dolmatch of the community 
pointed out that the cost savings 
estimated by the School Department are 
overstated since they include utility costs 
for programs that would continue outside 
the school. He also critiqued the an¬ 
ticipated capital outlay costs that may or 
may not be necessary if the school stays 
open.

on. Harrington said, pressure increases 
on other land. 

Harrington suggested, "Put up enough 
money to bind the sellers. The federal 
government will pay for some of it, and 
the sellers can wait." 

Another Newtonville man proposed 
that the city take an option on the 
Novitiate land until it can arrange the 
purchase. 

A Newton Highlands woman, Hannah 
Morehouse, suggested postponing the 
planned development of Cold Spring 
Playground in the Highlands, which is in 
the CIP for 1978 for a cost of $450,000 to 
the city, and replacing it with the 
Novitiate acquisition. 

The Novitiate property already has 
many of the features, such as a pond and 
playing fields, that the development of 
Cold Springs Playground will provide, 
Ms. Morehouse said. 

Library 

The lengthy report from the Library 
Trustees will be studied by the aldermen 
before any decision is reached on the 


inclusion of a new main library in future 
projects of the CIP. 

The report was prepared in response to 
observations by Aid. John Stewart that 
there is no clear statement of what kind of 
library system is wanted, and that a site 
for a new library cannot be chosen until 
goals are clear. 

One proposal in the report is to close out 
the branch libraries in the Emerson 
School, Upper Falls, and Memorial 
School, Oak Hill Park, and provide 
service by bookmobiles. 

Librarian Virginia Tashjian said she 
cannot get people to work in those 
branches at night. 

Public Works Garage 

The prospect of a public works garage 
at the Elliot Street city yard brought 
many residents of Upper Falls to the 
hearing to express their opposition. 

The CIP does not identify the location of 
the proposed new $3 million facility, but 
the original intent of the public works 
commissioner had been to locate it on 
Elliot Street. 


Bill Fenstemacher reviewed results of 
a door-to-door survey of the Hyde com¬ 
munity that would be split five ways If the 
school closes. Of all the people in the 
district 22 percent said they would shop 
less in the Highlands if the school closes. 

Newton Highlands businessman Larry 
Hendricken spoke on behalf of the 99 
percent of the merchants in the area that 
signed a petition to keep Hyde open. 

Barbara Kaplan, president of the 
Newton Highlands Neighborhood Area 
Council, pointed out the council lines are 
the same as the present school lines, and 
noted the strong role the school had in 
forming the council that has received 
national recognition. 

The community also presented a 
petition which gave signers the option of 
favoring or opposing the Hyde closing. 
Seven people signed to close the school 
and 1622 signed to keep it open. 

Closing process 

The subcommittee will hear from the 
Memorial, Oak Hill, Spaulding and 
Weeks PTAs next Tuesday at 
Meadowbrook. On Dec. 8 all other per¬ 
sons can speak for or against any closing 
plans, and on Dec. 15 the subcommittee 
will begin deliberations on its recom¬ 
mendation to the full School Committee. 

The recommendation to the full School 
Committee will be made Jan. 20, and then 
the nine members will decide the final 

plan ' Redistricting 

After the hearing Tuesday the sub¬ 
committee agreed not to recommend any 
of the redistricting plans to the full 
Committee. All these plans for relieving 
overcrowding in five schools in the 
central part of the city were opposed by 
the PTAs and all citizens who spoke at a 
hearing. 


Brian Yates, public works chairman of 
the Upper Falls Improvement 
Association, said it would be "foolish" for 
the city to spend such a lot of money when 
there are needs to acquire land. 

Yates cited problems of access to the 
land for the large number of vehicles to 
be accommodated and an unproved need 
for the facility, and suggested the project 
be delayed until all questions are an¬ 
swered. 

The project was conceived by Public 
Works Commissioner Gene Larson, 
whose employment status with the city is 
uncertain. He has officially resigned, but 
may recoasider his resignation. In any 
case, according to Aid. Terry Morris, the 
mayor has determined that a feasibility 
study should be done and the need for the 
facility justified. 

Any proposal will be subject to ap¬ 
proval by the Board of Aldermen for the 
bond issue to finance it and for approval 
of the site plan. 

Land acquisition will be discussed 
further at a meeting of the City Planning 
Committee Monday night.

comments made on every recent 
proposal for use of land in Ward 8. 

Replying to criticism that there is no 
city policy on the use of large parcels of 
open space, Planning Director Charles 
Thomas said, "Since the 1969 report on 
open space, there has been a policy to 
preserve open space. But implementation 
of that policy has been lacking." 

Since 1969, there have been several 
proposals, such as cluster zoning and a 
major-parcels proposal, that have not 
been acted on by the Board of Aldermen. 

An ordinance allowing the conversion 
of large houses on more than 30,000 
square feet of land is in effect , but the 
two petitions submitted under its 
provisions were denied by the Board. The 
ordinance would allow two- or multi¬ 
family use of such properties to 
discourage the demolition of large old 
houses to be replaced by two or more 
single-family houses. 

Cluster zoning would have allowed 
higher than usual density in one part of a 
large tract of land in exchange for 
preservation of open space on the rest. 

The major-parcels proposal would have 
been applied to parcels of more than nine 
acres and would have given a "bonus" of 
greater density to developers who 
designated some of their land permanent 
open space. 

Thomas explained that the planned- 
development ordinance is "more 
sophisticated" than either or these. 

Planned development can be achieved 
in one of two ways, he said — by writing a 
planned-development district and 
rezoning certain parcels of land into that 
district, or to allow petitions for per¬ 
missive use for planned developments on 
25-acre parcels In existing single-family 
districts’ for example. 

Some of the questions of criteria that 
the Board "must come to grips with,” 
Thomas said, are the kinds of uses to be 
permitted, the minimum lot size, setting 
rigid criteria for open-space preservation 
and density and allowing developers to 
submit only conceptual plans at the 
outset, instead of mutiple copies of 
detailed plans, which will have to be 
revised several times and are a bur¬ 
densome cost. 

Aid. Robert Stiller, who is strongly 
opposed to multifamily housing in Ward 
8, commented that planned development 
should not be permitted on land of less 
than 60 acres. 

"Nahanton Woods as a planned 
development is hogwash," he said. 
Nahanton Woods is a proposal for 112 
condorpiniums at Nahanton and Win¬ 
chester Streets. 

On cluster zoning, Stiller said 20 acres 
would be a reasonable size for a cluster- 
zoned parcel, but the open space assured 
by clustering should have a public use, 
not benefit only the residents of the 
development.

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Commission decides brook needs work before playground 


Brunnen Brook in Auburn- 
dale should be repiped before 
the city begins work on the 
Pine Street Playground, the 
Conservation Commission 
decided last week. 

Otherwise, work to repair the 
culvert that encloses the brook 
would mean the new 
playground would have to be 
dug up. 

The brook runs beneath the 
old Pine Street dump, under 
Lexington Street, through the 
Rumford Avenue landfill and 
into the Charles River at 
Purgatory Cove. 

Alfred Ferullo of the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission thinks that the piping 
under the old Pine Street dump 
is deteriorating and leachate 
from the dump is seeping into 
the culverted brook, con¬ 
taminating it and running into 
Purgatory Cove where it 


pollutes the Charles River, 
Commissioner Helen Heyn 
said. 

A 1979 capital Improvements 
program item would grant 
funds to replace the pipe 
between Prarie Avenue and 
Pine Street; a second project, 
scheduled for fiscal 1980, would 
replace it from Pine to 
Lexington Street 
Cost estimates run *225,000 
for the former and *115,000 for 
the latter. 

The pipe was supposedly 
"sealed" in 1970, after an 
outcry around the time of 
Earth Day, Heyn said, but she 
considers that measure only 
temporary. 

Commissioners, by con¬ 
sensus, supported the two 
items in the forthcoming 
capital improvements budget. 

Other public works projects 
in the CIP list received support 


but no action. 

The commission told City 
Engineer Cynthia McCarthy at 
its monthly meeting last week 
that it wants to retain funds for 
the cleaning and dredging of 
Bullough’s Pond, some south 
side sewer improvements, and 
ortho mapping of the entire 
city. 

Ms. McCarthy spoke out for 
the mapping item. Maps now in 
use are six years old, and the 
whole city probably needs to be 
done again, she said. 

Both the Engineering 
Department and the Con¬ 
servation Commission use the 
maps frequently as reference 
tools. 

In another matter, the 
commission decided that it has 
only limited jurisdiction over 
development of some Waban 


lots that may be subject to 
flooding. 

A Peabody contractor who 
wants to develop the lots on 
Quinobequin Road will be told 
that his development is subject 
to a Hatch Act hearing before 
the commission, and perhaps 
to a hearing before the Newton 
Zoning Board of Appeal. 

The lots, owned by the Cotton 
family, are on some low-lying 
land in an area that was 
severely flooded in 1968, tut 
they are outside the designated 
floodplain of the Charles River, 
the commission decided. 

Commissioner Deborah 
HOward briefed the group on 
the proposed fiscal 1978 budget 
for the Office of Environmental 
Affairs, discussed at a recent 
meeting of the Massachusetts 


Environmental Coalitioa 

"Word has come down that 
there will be level funding 
again next year," Howard 
said. This means budget items 
will remain about the same as 
this year, when environmental 
budgets were substantially cut, 
she added. 

The MEC was formed to 
lobby for more adequate 
funding for the Office of En¬ 
vironmental Affairs and its 
programs. 

Next year's total budget for 
Environmental Affairs Is about 
*80 million, but the depart¬ 
ments of environmental 
quality engineering, en¬ 
vironmental management, fish 
and wildlife, food and 
agriculture, and the 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 


mission are in "bad shape," 
Howard said. 

The MEC intends to mobilize 
for another campaign to in¬ 
crease the funding, beginning 
with a meeting on Dec 11 at the 
New England Aquarium, she 
added. 

Present at the Nov 17 
meeting were Commissioners 
Dennis Ditelberg, Helen Heyn, 
Thelma Fleishman, Deborah

Pupils can t help Oxfam; 


plan polls on 

Four members of the Student 
Advisory Committee to the 
School Committee were turned 
down on several proposals 
including one to collect money 
in school for Oxfam, an in¬ 
ternational fund to fight 
starvation. 

The students want to set up a 
committee to choose a small 
number of charities that would 
be allowed to be promoted in 
the high schools' but the sense 
of the Committeee was to stick 
to its policy of not allowing any 
charities to be collected for in 
the schools. 

Superintendent Aaron Fink 
held that he gets about 40 
requests each year from 
deserving groups, and to 
decide among them would be 
too difficult. 

Wendy Silverman continued 
her campaign to cut down on 
the number of substitute 
teachers used in the high 
schools when teachers are sick 
for only one to three days. 

Silverman said students will 
begin surveying students and 
teachers after a substitute has 
been in the class to evaluate 
them. 

"We want to make sure

Silverman noted that the 
president of the substitute 
teachers association, Evalyn 
Kaswell, told a meeting of 
students, teachers, and ad¬ 
ministrators that there is a 
shortage of math and science 
substitutes. 

Principal Arthur Laughland 
said principals hear about each 
teacher substitute from the 
returning teacher and have to 
fill out a "blue sheet" to 
evaluate them. 

School Committeeman 
Henry Delicata offered to help 
the students prepare the 
questionnaires. 

Student Betsy Davidow 
requested that the School 
Committee meet with the 
students at informal meetings 
like those that were held a year 
ago, but Chairman Alvin 
Mandell pointed out that those 
meetings would be objected to 
by the press under the Open 
Meeting law 

Mandell understood the 
intent of the suggestion and 
agreed to set aside more time 
to meet with the students at 
regular meetings.

In 
the event that a person is 
authorized by the city to 
conduct a house-to— house 
census, he or she will have 
clear identification as an agent 
for the city. If the person 
cannot produce such iden¬ 
tification, he or she is not 
conducting official city 
business.

Pines has three health bills is people graduated 

from CETA program 


State Representative Lois G. 
Pines (D-Newton) has an¬ 
nounced that a three-bill 
package on health care mat¬ 
ters will be a "major priority" 
of her 1977 legislative program. 

Proposals to establish a 
Patient’s Bill of Rights and to 
reform and professionalize the 
Commonwealth's medical 
examiner system will be 
resubmitted. She will also 
introduce a bill requiring 
mandatory emergency 
medical care training for high 


school students, she said. 

"A patient has the right to 
know what is wrong, what 
treatment is prescribed and 
what the alternatives are. The 
rights to privacy and dignity 
have been overlooked for too 
long," Pines said. While some 
major hospitals have 
established their own patient's 
bill of rights, they vary from 
facility to facility. The passage 
of the Pines bill would insure 
uniformity and protection for 
all patients, she said. 


Arts center to acquire 
junior college building 


The aldermanic Finance 
Committee voted 7-0 last week 
to recommend the sale of a 
surplus school building to the 
Newton Cultural Affairs, Inc., 
for $1. 

The organization, an offshoot 
of the Cultural Affairs Com¬ 
mission, a city agency, wants 
to establish a cultural arts 
ceter in a former church known 
as College Hall, a part of the 
former Newton Junior College 
property in Newtonville. 
College Hall is on Walnut Park. 

There were no other bidders 
on the property. 

■ Former alderman Louis 
Egelson from Ward 4 spoke on 
behalf of Cultural Affairs, Inc. 
Egelson is finance chairman of 
the corporation. 

The corporation is willing to 
take on the operating expenses 
of the property, which under 
terms of the sale would revert 
to the city after two years if the 
group cannot make a go of it 

Cultural Affairs, Inc., hopes 
to make a performing-arts 
center for the various theater’ 
drama, and music groups in 
the city* as well as to provide 


teaching, studio, and display 
space for artists, dancers and 
other performers. 

The new corporation has 
very little money toward the 
project, but has the promise of 
$15,000 from the Mabel Louise 
Riley Trust if it can raise 
$25,000, and the Mutual Bank 
for Savings has donated $2500. 

Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small asked 
his former colleague on the 
committee whether he might 
end up asking the city for 
money to help support the 
project 

Egelson replied that the 
group will never ask the city 
for money In the budget, but if 
the Recreation Department or 
other city agencies wish to use 
the new facility, they would 
have to be charged for such 
use. 

The arts center is expected to 
be in use five and one-half days 
per week, with "modest" 
rental fees to be charged, 
Egelson said 

The Newton Cultural Affairs, 
Inc., offer will be voted on by 
the Board of Aldermen Nov. 29. 


The legislation on medical 
examiners would change the 
present system by reducing 
from seven to four years the 
term of office, increasing 
review, supervision and 
coordination, establishing 
central laboratory facilities, 
requiring pathology training, 
and the appointing a chief 
examiner and a 13-member 
oversight commission. 

It further calls for a data 
collection and analysis system. 

The third bill in her health 
package is a further effort to 
improve the emergency 
medical services system in this 
state. It will mandate 
emergency medical training 
for every high school student in 
public and private schools. 

Pines' First Responder 
Training Law set standards for 
training of police and fire 
personnel who are generally 
the first public service agents 
to arrive at the scene of a 
medical emergency. They are 
trained to provide life support 
and administer cardio¬ 
pulmonary— resuscitation 
through either a 24-hour or and 
81-hour program of instruction. 


"More often then not, 
however, the first people at the 
scene are civilians; neighbors, 
family, passers by, etc.," 
Pines said. "A knowledge of 
the first responder techniques 
would result in instantaneous 
assistance in situations where 
every second is critical.” 

The bill would authorize the 
State Department of Education 
to coordinate the training 
program and see to it that it is 
given to each student in his 
Junior or senior year in school. 


Eighteen area residents

Students took courses in 
bookkeeping, English' 
mathematics and business 
skills which were conducted 
through Bentley College's 
Center for Continuing 
Education and taught by 
Bentley faculty. 

For four weeks students 
attended classes at the 
Waltham campus full time, 
and for 13 weeks spent part 
time in classes and part time in 
related job assignments. The 
assignments were worked out 
by CETA within the public 
sector, which included private, 
nonprofit organizations and 
municipal agencies.

All departments of Newton 
Area CETA will have moved 
into a new office at 103 Moody 
St.. Waltham, by the end of 
November, with the exception 
of intake and assessment 
which has already relocated at 
680 Main St. 

CETA’s new employment 
and training opportunities 
begin at the assessment level 
and lead into on-the-job 
training, public service em¬ 
ployment, classroom training 
and work experience. 

In the assessment area, the 


agency has opened an oc¬ 
cupational awareness training 
center at its 680 Main St. office. 
Using the most advanced 
training equipment, this 
program takes eligible ap¬ 
plicants through several days 
of job samples in fields such as 
medical care, wood con¬ 
struction, sales and clerical 
duties' while also providing 
structured time for each ap¬ 
plicant to put together some 
idea as to the type of job best 
suited to him or her, and the 
steps for getting to that job. 


Moynihan suggested that it 
was an ideal training ex¬ 
perience for people still 
seeking more satisfaction from 
their work or still thinking 
about how their present job 
skills can be better rewarded. 

From assessment, ap¬ 
plicants can be referred into 
any one of four full-time 
programs. 

For interested and qualified 
persons, public service em¬ 
ployment presently offers 
temporary professional-level 
positions in fields like social 


work, drafting, stenography, 
affirmative action and day 
care. On-the-job training is 
looking for applicants with a 
desire for long-term em¬ 
ployment in specific industrial 
or commercial trades in the 
private sector. 

Classroom training has an 
ambitious printing-trades 
program slated to begin Jan. 3. 

For applicants with 
specialized employment 
barriers, work experience can 
offer entry-level jobs and 
training to assist them back 
into the labor force. 

Moynihan added, "The goal 
of all Newton CETA programs

Mofenson speaks on 
individual privacy 


"Support for the right of 
public access to government 
records and concern for in¬ 
dividual rights of privacy are 
not contradictory concerns," 
said Rep. David J. Mofenson 
(D-Newton), chairman of the 
•Special Legislative Com¬ 
mission on Privacy, "the two 
go hand in hand." 

Mofenson made his remarks 
following a two^iay conference 
on the federal and state 
Freedom of Information Acts 
held last week in Boston. The 
conference was sponsored by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union's Project on National 
Security and Civil Liberties 
and the Ralph Nader- 
sponsored Freedom of 
Information Clearinghouse. 

"For citizens to participate 
effectively in a democratic 
society, it is critically im¬ 
portant that government be 
open and that decision—

makers be accountable to the 
people they serve,” Mofenson 
said. The federal and state 
Freedom of Information Acts 
are vitally important tools for 
citizens to use in gaining ac¬ 
cess to public records and 
finding out just how govern¬ 
ment works." 

Under Massachusetts law, 
the "public records" citizens 
can get to see include all books, 
papers, or other documentary 
materials made or received by 
any officer or employee of any 
agency, executive office of the 
state, or any political sub¬ 
division thereof, unless such 
materials or data fall within 
nine specifically exempted 
categories. 

One of the exemptions is 
designed to protect the rights 
of individual privacy and 
confidentiality. Its purpose is 
to protect records which 
contain personal information 
about a specifically named 
individual, such as that con¬ 
tained in personnel or medical 
files, the disclosure of which 
would constitute an invasion of 
personal privacy. 

"The privacy sought to be 
protected by this exemption is 
fundamentally the privacy of 
private persons or, of public 
officials, only in their private 
affairs," said Mofenson. 
"Clearly this law and the 
Massachusetts privacy law of 
1974 are designed to be com¬ 
plementary, not con¬ 
tradictory." 

Mofenson said that a sub¬ 
committee of the Privacy 
Commission has been studying 
the linkages between the two 
laws and will continue to work 
to ensure that individual 
privacy in government records 
is safeguarded while govern¬ 
ment actions will be open to 
public scrutiny and ac¬ 
countability. 

Mofenson was a sponsor of 
both the state's Freedom of 
Information Act and Fair 
Information Practices Act.

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Recent statistics released by 
the Department of Education 
show that a higher percent of 
graduates from Newton’s two 
high schools continue their 
education at either two- or 
four-year colleges than the 
graduates statewide. 

Statewide about 50 percent of 
high school graduates went on 
to college, but at Newton North 
about 58 percent did and at 
Newton South 81 percent did in 
1975. 

Of the Newton North class of 
896 in 1975, 25 percent, or 220, 
chose to go to work right after 
school, and 11 percent of the 
South class of 418, 47 students, 
chose to enter the work force. 

Figures from the report 
prepared by the Bureau of 
Research and Assessment 
indicate that no students from 
either Newton school studied to 
become nurses after 
graduation, while 1.3 percent of

Leftover tun.ey? Lucky you! 

One of the two greatest things about 
serving turkey is having leftovers. 
Naturally the other is serving it the first 
lime, and having packages of frozen 
leftover turkey is like having money in 
the bank. 

Leftover turkey is ideal for casseroles, 
salads and other hlgh-protein dishes. 
Please remember that any lef'.over 
turkey should be removed from the bones 
and refrigerated. You can freeze turkey 
for later use. It’s a good idea to cover the 
turkey to be frozen with gravy and juices. 
If the gravy has disappeared after your 
holiday dinner, make the following Easy- 
to-Make Giblet Gravy: In a saucepan, 
cook one-third cup sliced celery with 1 
small bay leaf in 1 tablespoon butter or 
margarine until tender. Add 1 can (104 
oz.) giblet gravy, 1 tablespoon chopped 
parsley and 1 tablespoon chopped 
pimiento (optional). Heat. Stir now and 
then. Remove bay leaf. This gravy can be 
served over hot, sliced cooked turkey. 

The turkey carcas Ls probably destined 
for the soup pot when it can be served 
with cooked fine egg noodles. After 
cooking the broth, strain and use im¬ 
mediately, or refrigerate for use within a 
day or two. If you feel the family’s had its 
fill of turkey, freeze the broth for some 
cold, wintry night when it will be most 
welcome. 

A most ingenius way of ending the 
turkey saga, is to have a sandwich supper 
which usually begins with a rich soup of 
some kind followed by something as 
captivating as a broiled open-faced 
turkey sandwich along with a fresh tossed 
salad, tea and cookies. 

Here we go with suggested turkey re¬ 
runs: 

TURKEYSOUP 

Strip as much turkey as possible from 
bones, wrap tightly, and refrigerate (if to 
be used within a day or two) or freeze. To 
make broth, put bones and skin into large 
kettle and barely cover with cold water. 


Add 2 chicken bouillon cubes, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 12 pepperconns, 2 cloves, 1 stalk 
celery, cut up, 1 carrot cut in chunks, 1 
small parsnip, cut up, and 1 small onion, 
halved. Cover and simmer for 14 hours. 
Strain broth and use immediately, or 
refrigerate for use with a day or two.

2 cups leftover cooked turkey, cut 
into chunks 

1 can (15 or 16 oz.) French style 
green beans, drained 

1 can (10 oz.) condensed cream of 
chicken soup 

t 4 cup cup half and half 

2 oz. can sliced mushrooms 

3 oz. can chow mein noodles 

3 oz. can fried onion rings 

Place green beans in an llx7-lnch 
baking dish. Combine turkey with soup, 
half and half and mushrooms with liquid. 
Spoon over green beans. Combine noodles 
and onion rings; sprinkle over turkey 
mixture. Heat for 30 minutes in 350 
degree oven. (If you like, 1 cup of turkey 
gravy may be used instead of soup.) 
TURKEY POT PIE IN CHEESE CRUST 
Filling: 3 cups cooked turkey chunks 
34 cups chicken stock (may be pre¬ 
pared using bouillon cubes) 

1 cup onion chopped 

4 cup celery, diced 

1 medium tomato, quartered 
4 cup parsley, chopped 
1 cup mushrooms, sliced 
cup (1 stick) margarine 
4 cup flour 
14 teaspoons salt 
Pinch pepper 

4 hard cooked eggs, sliced 
1 egg yolk, slightly beaten 
Crust: 1 cup flour 
4 teaspoon salt 
one-third cup margarine 
1 egg 

1 teaspoon water 
1 i cup cbeddar cheese 
In a saucepan, bring the chicken stock 
to a boil. Add 4 cup of the onion, the 


celery, 4 cup of the parsley and the 
tomato. Simmer for 30 minutes. Remove 
from heat and discard tomato peel. Saute 
mushrooms and remaining 4 cup onion 
in the margarine. Remove from heat. 
Blend in flour, salt and pepper. Gradually 
stir in the chicken stock. Return to heat 
and stir constantly until mixture tlilckens 
and comes to a boil. Remove from heat 
and stir in remaining V* cup parsley. In a 
greased 2-quart casserole, place a layer 
of turkey, then a layer of egg slices and a 
layer of sauce. Repeat. Top with cheese 
crust, pressing firmly to edges. Prick 
with a fork, brush with egg yolk and bake 
at 400 degrees 30-35 minutes, or until 
filling is bubbly and crust is golden. 
Serves 6. 

CHEESE CRUST: Combine 1 cup flour 
and 4 teaspoon salt. Cut in one-third cup 
margarine. IJghtly beat together 1 egg 
^ind water; add to flour mixture. Mix in 
grated Cheddar cheese. Roll dough out on 
floured board to fit top of casserole. 

OPEN-FACED TURKEY SANDWICHES 

6 English muffins 

Rutter 

6 slices bacon 

I large avocado 

I I cup mayonnaise 

1 1 cup dairy sour cream 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
Dash hot red pepper sauce 

12 one ounce slices cooked turkey 
12 slices tomato 

4 cup (8 oz. jar) pasteurized process 
cheese spread 

Split, toast and butter muffins. Cut 
bacon strips into fourths; fry until limp 
but not browned. Peel, seed and inash 
avocado; combine with mayonnaise, sour 
cream, lemon juice and hot red pepper 
sauce. Spread avocado mixture 
generously on each muffin half. Arrange 
1 slice each of turkey and tomato on top of 
each muffin half. Spread 1 rounded 
tablespoon cheese on each tomato and top 
with 2 pieces bacon. Place on baking 
sheet and broil 6 inches from heat until 


bacon is crisp and cheese is bubbly, about 
4-6 minutes. Garnish with ripe olives and 
parsley. Makes 6 sandwiches. 

HERB CRUST TURKEY PIE 
1 chicken bouillon cube 
1 cup hot water 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

4 cup all purpose flour 
4 teaspoon salt 

1 cup milk 

2 cups diced, cooked turkey 

1 can (4 oz.) sliced mushrooms 

2 tablespoons sherry wine (optional) 

1 tablespoon chopped pimiento 
Herb Crust 

Dissolve bouillon cube in hot water. 
Melt butter in a saucepan; blend in flour 
and salt. Cook and stir over low heat until 
bubbly. Stir in bouillon and milk, and 
continue cooking stirring constantly, 
until thickened and smooth. Add turkey, 
mushrooms with liquid, wine, and 
pimiento; cool. Fill Herb Crust with 
cooled turkey mixture. Top with 
remaining pastry. Trim and seal edges. 
Roll out scraps and cut into designs to 
decorate top of pastry, if desired. Bake at 
450 degrees for 10 minutes; reduce 
temperature to 350 degrees and continue 
baking 15 minutes longer or until crust is 
golden brown. Makes 8 servings. 

HERB CRUST 
24 cups all purpose flour 
1 envelope salad dressing mix, any 
flavor except low calorie or creamy 
4 cup shortening 
about 7 tablespoons cold water 
Combine flour and salad dressing mix. 
Cut in 4 cup of shortening, using a pastry 
blender, until mixture resembles coarse 
meal. Cut in remaining shortening just 
until pieces are the size of peas. Sprinkle 
in water, a small amount at a time, 
mixing lightly until particles cling 
together when pastry is pressed into a 
ball. Cover with a damp cloth and let 
stand a few minutes. Roll half the pastry 
to fit a 10-inch pie pan or shallow 14 
quart casserole. Roll our remaining 
pastry.

Question: In the Bickford Pancake Restaurant, we've 
enjoyed the pancake which is served all puffed up and 
delicious. Do you have this recipe?

Answer: It's called Baked German Pancake, a giar.t- 
sized puff with a dusting of powdered sugar. While we are 
awaiting a response from the Bickford people, here is a 
very similar recipe. 

BAKED GERMAN PANCAKE 

3 eggs 

4 cup reguL -cl purpose flour 
teasooou san 

u i up milk 

2 tablespoons melted butter 
Lemon wedges 
Powdered sugar 
Melted butter 

Using a French whip or fork, beat eggs until blended. Sift 
dour; measure, and sift again with salt. Add flour and salt 
to eggs in 4 additions, beating after each addition, just until 
mixture is smooth. Add milk in 2 additions, beating slightly 
after each. Lightly beat in melted butter. Generously butter 
bottom and sides of unheated 9 or lMnch heavy frying pan. 
Pour butter into frying pan and bake in a 460 degree oven 
for 20 min ikes. Reduce oven temperature to 350 degrees and 
bake 10 minutes longer. Sip onto heated plate and serve 
immediately. Offer lemon wedges, powdered sugar and 
melted butter. Serves 2-3. (Pancake will sink in center after 
baking.)

WHITE FRUIT CAKE 

4 cups all purpose flour 

1 pound white raisins 
one-third pound citron 

4 pound candled red cherries 
4 pound candied orange peel 
4 pound candled lemon peel 
4 pound candled pineapple 
4 pound blanched almonds 

2 cups shredded cocoa nut 
4 pound figs 

3 teaspoons baking powder 
14 teaspoons salt 

1 cup milk 

1 cup shortening 

2 cups sugar

1 tablespoon vanilla 

Cream the sugar and shortening, add salt and vanilla. Sift 
baking powder with 3 cups of Dour; and add it alternately 
with the milk to the creamed mixture.

Brandeis given challenge 
grantfor Usen Castle 


The Kresge Foundation of 
Troy, Mich., has awarded a 
$250,000 challenge grant 
toward renovation of one of 
Brandeis University's most 
distinctive buildings, the 
Irving and Edyth Usen Castle. 

The grant is contingent upon 
Brandeis’ raising the balance 
of the $1 million needed to 
complete the dormitory's in¬ 
terior and exterior restoration. 

In the past 53 years the 
Kresge Foundation, one of the 
largest in the United States, 
has made appropriations of 
more than $260 million for 
construction or renovation 
programs to institutions in the 
fields of higher education, 
health services, the arts, social 
welfare, and the care of the 
young and the aging. 

Inspired by sketches of 
English and Irish castles, and 
located atop Boston Rock, the 
Usen Castle is one of two 
buildings remaining from the 


original Middlesex College 
campus. 

The structure, with its 
turrets, archways, and winding 
staircases, is a campus land¬ 
mark and one of the most 
popular dormitories at 
Brandeis. 

In the early years of the 
university, the Castle housed 
administrative and dining 
services as well as dormitory 
space, and in the 1950s it was 
remodeled into living units for 
142 students. 

Although newer and more 
comfortable dormitory 
facilities are now available, the 
Castle remains the over¬ 
whelming choice of the 2,100 
students who reside on campus 
each year. 

Under construction con¬ 
tinuously between 1928 and 
1941, the Castle is receiving 
major renovations. Exterior 
work on some segments of the 
Castle was completed last 


summer and includes masonry 
work, window and door 
replacement, roofing and 
waterproofing. Phase two will 
focus on remaining outside 
work and interior im¬ 
provements. -.

Fuel savings increase 
overall for motorists 
who heed advice 

Yet three out of four vehicles show 
at least one defect adversely 
affecting fuel economy 

The human mechanism has one particularly marvel¬ 
ous feature. No matter how severe a pain is created by 
illness or mishap, once the body has recovered there 
is no tangible recollection of the hurt. Physical scars 
may remain, but the intensity of the pain itself is for¬ 
gotten. 

The above-stated fact may help illuminate what 
has been happening to the attitude of the motoring 
public in recent days.

(After all, haven’t the auto com¬ 
panies "saved us” by producing more economical, 
cleaner burning cars?) 

Improvements built into new cars 
It is true, the car makers have made remarkable 
strides in building cars that give more miles per gallon 
and emit less pollutants. 

But the facts show that the discomfort caused cur 
owners by scarce gasoline at increasingly higher prices 
and the cost of pollution and poor performance is re¬ 
pressed into tbe darkest comers of our consciousness. 

Proof of the contention — what car makers arc ac¬ 
complishing by making better cars is being undone by 
the car buyer — can be found in measurements of 
public attitudes and practices. 

What nationwide tests show 
For example, a nationwide test program of motor¬ 
ists’ maintenance habits shows a continuation of sloppy 
maintenance practices. Three cars in every four show 
at least one defect that adversely affects fuel economy, 
emissions or performance. And the defects are due to 
lack of good maintenance. 

YET NEVER IN THE HISTORY OF CAR OWN¬ 
ERSHIP HAVE GOOD CAR HABITS BEEN SO 
LUCRATIVE TO THE OWNER: 

Years ago, when fuel cost less than 30 cents a gal¬ 
lon, even a 10 per cent savings in fuel was not too allur¬ 
ing! Today, such a savings can amount to hundreds of 
dollars annually. 

The price of cars is climbing steadily. While it has 
always been true that the automobile, next to the house, 
is the second largest purchase the average person makes, 
some of today’s cars cost what a small house used to 
cost. Therefore, car care is a form of protection of a 
sizeable investment. 

Potential for high return 

Along with higher new car prices, used cars ha\e 
zoomed in price.

Tune-up called best insurance 
against no-starts, by AAA 



Motorists who have fol¬ 
lowed the regularly sched¬ 
uled program of car care 
prescribed In the owner’s 
manual can forget about 
winterizing, according to 
Automobile Club of Michi¬ 
gan. 

"Most 'can’t start’ calls 
for assistance are the re¬ 
sult of vehicle neglect 
rather than vehicle fail¬ 
ure," AAA notes. 

"Poorly tuned engines 
and weak batteries are 
responsible for 80 per cent 
of all wintertime emer¬ 
gency road service calls." 

For vehicle owners who 
have not followed the de 
tailed maintenance in¬ 
structions In their car 
owner's manual, AAA of¬ 
fers this 10-point check list 
for keeping a car In peak 
operating condition, once 
It Is properly tuned: 

1. Check plug* uni) 
points regularly. Dirty or 
worn plugs wuMc gas 11 ml 
pul an added -train on the 
buttery because they re¬ 
quire more electricity than 
dean plugs. If points are 
worn, they cannot deliver 
peak power to plug-. 

2. Have car's automatic 
choke cleaned und adjust¬ 
ed. If automatic choke 
doesn't cut down when rn- 
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pine is warmed up, gaso¬ 
line is wnsted. 

3. Inspect the cooling 
system. llosc«, radiator, 
pressure rap and thermo¬ 
stat as well as the anti¬ 
freeze level should he 
rherked regularly. 

•I. Make sure ear bat¬ 
tery is fully charged, with 
terminals rh-an and secure 
and water rovering battery 
plate-. Battery should he 
free from rrncks or corro¬ 
sion. Periodic inspection- 
will assure that buttery is 
properly charged. 

3. Check voltugr regu¬ 
lator. An undercharged 

battery will fail and an 
overcharged battery will 
buckle its cover and bulge 
the sides, cnti-ing leaks. 

6. Is the exhaust sys¬ 
tem noisy? A rusty or 
leuky muffler or e.xhau-l 
manifold i« a carbon mon¬ 
oxide hazard. 

7. Check windshield 
wipers and washers for 
proper operation. Worn 
or poorly functioning 
wiper blades cut visibility 
and should be replaced. 
Water in the windshield 
washer reservoir should 
have an added solvent ull 
year long. It not only pre¬ 
vents freezing, hut help- 
wipers remove slush or 
accumulation for heller 
visibility, 

8. Mukc surr defrost¬ 
ers and heater are work¬ 
ing properly. 

9. Check fan belt and 
other belts for proper ad¬ 
justment and rcplierr them 
if worn. A slipping belt af¬ 
fects the alternator and 
operation of the car air 
conditioner. 

10. Have a periodi) 

general safely check made 
every 10.000 miles, in¬ 
cluding inspection of 
brakes, headlights, hoses, 
turn signals, Inrck-up 
lights and tires. Cheek 
brake und transmission 
Huid levels und fluid level 
in the rear axle.

"However, since we were 
dealing with a product of 
Mother Nature, we had to be 
careful with our planning.

Slats are attached to the 
stakes with metal screws. Oak 


buttons go over the screw 
heads to give the sideboards an 
all-oak exterior.

One of Dedham’s richest resources 


One of Dedham's richest resources is 
the Endicott Estate of East Street. For a 
time, when this property was presented 
to the town, many people laughed 
derisively and it was sarcastically 
referred to as the "Yellow Elephant." 

But there were those who had vision 
and despite opposition, mounted a 
vigorous campaign to preserve the land, 
the mansion and surrounding buildings. 
Today the area stands in mute testimony 
to a time when people with money used 


that money in a grand, flamboyant 
style...for themselves. 

However, now the estate has been 
preserved for the greater good of the 
entire population of Dedham. A com¬ 
mission, appointed by .the town 
moderator, oversees its use. These seven 
people represent each precinct in 
Dedham and determine who can use the 
estate. 

The commissioners are Angelo N. 
Collates, chairman; John R. Williams, 
treasurer; Mrs. Helen M. Carney, 
secretary; William Coakley, Frank 
Stapleton, Paul T. Sullivan, chairperson 
of the Friends of the Endicott Estate and 
Mrs. Nancy Coakley, the Friends co- 
chairperson. 

The Friends is a volunteer group which 
works to encourage and promote the use 
of the estate and raise funds for the 
maintainance and furnishing of the 
estate. 

They have put in an enormous amount 
of time and through their efforts built up 
an esprit de corps with the Com¬ 
missioners , each other and with the 
community. 

Inside the Colonial Revival house, the 
interior nine rooms, which are down¬ 
stairs, are architecturally interesting and 
lovely. More and more residents are 
coming to recognize to the value of 
preserving the estate and now Collates 


says "we are suffering growing pains." 

Increasingly more people want to meet 
at the estate or use it for private parties 
and the commissioners are now "turning 
away people." 

In 1974, roughly 7,000 people used the 
estate; in 1975,13,000; in 1976, over 18,000 
people will use it and in 1977, there are 
already 11,000 booked. These figures do 
not include the Harvest Fair. 

Only Dedham residents may apply for 
using the estate. If there are to be more 
than 25 people using the mansion, then 
the applicants must fill out a form and 
appear before the commission to make 
their request. 

The uses are varied. During one recent 
meeting, a young woman came before the 
commission to ask if she and her husband 
could use the estate for a party for one- 
year-old and their parents, all of whom 
had taken natural childbirth classes 
together. The couple lived in an apart¬ 
ment and could not hold the party there. 

Once granted, an applicant has the 
rcsponsiblity to cleanup and replace any 
items which are broken. 

The only function which cannot take 
place as the estate is a wedding, for it is 
not the intention to have the estate enter 
into competition with area caterers. 

Those who fought for the preservation 
of the Endicott Estate envisioned the 
property as a civic and cultural center, 
and in fact, if it is not used this way, then 


it must return to the Endicott heirs. 

The beauty of the property is that its 
uses are limited only by imagination. 
Right now housed on the property is the 
Endicott branch of the Dedham library. 
Visitors to this branch are struck by the 
fact that it is a perfect location for a 
library...amidst the peace and serenity of 
the lush property. Inside it is an artistic 
blend of modem and traditional decor. 

There is also a greenhouse on the 
property which in is kept in operation by 
botany teacher, John Zoppo. Zoppo not 
only lives on the grounds, but is also 
responsible for the plantings. 

He runs a Jwtany class which makes 
use of the greenhouse and he also runs a 
botany club. The club, said Zoppo, began 
as an afterschool activity and was the 
first permanent usage designed for that 
part of the estate. 

Crediting the townspeople for sup¬ 
porting the effort, he observed that over 
the years the greenhouse has been a 
haven for CETA workers, handicapped 
people, adults who wish to expand their 
gardening knowledge and children 
remanded from juvenile court. 

Zoppo pointed out that of the students 
who gained experience and knowlege at 
the greenhouse, 12 are now enrolled at the 
Norfolk Agricultural School and 20 have 
completed studies at that school. 

In addition, countless groups such as 
the Bluebirds and Boy Scouts have visited 


the greenhouse where hundreds of plants 
which were grown were sent to cheer up 
people at Norwood Hospital. Other plants 
were sent to Brookdale Cemetary to 
honor the memory' of the war dead. 
All told. Zoppo said, over one half million 
plants were grown on the estate. 

Two CETA workers, after working at 
the estate, launched themselves on a 
landscaping business. CETA workers. 
Collates said, were responsible for im¬ 
provements worth $ 100,000 and he 
oroudly noted that Dedham was cited as a 
model for the use of its CETA 
workers. 

Here on the estate vandalism is 
at a minimum and Collates felt this was 
because families respect the property 
and have a deep feeling for the area. He 
also commended the guard, Charlie 
Hardin, for his "understanding of the 
youth of the town." 

The cost to the town? Through the ef¬ 
forts of the Friends, the budget has been 
maintained at $27,000 for the past three 
years, although, Sullivan noted, otfier 
budgets have gone up. It was maintained 
despite the fact that the use of the Estate 
has tripled in that time. 

latest estimate of the house put its 
value at $756,000; the greenhouse at 
$88,000; the large bam at $25,000 and the 
smaller bams at $15,000 and $10,000. With 
the land the property has been valued at 
over $2 million. 

However, there is no way of esti¬ 
mating the value of its use — the value 
of preserving not only the beauty of the 
mansion, but the wonder of open space.

To those of you who keep 
wondering when the bands will 
begin recording "good" music 
again, the answer Ls "now." 

Actually, music of the dance 
band era has been available In 
some quantity over the years, 
but it has been overshadowed 
by the evolution of rock music. 

But the popularity of the 
Hustle and the emergence of 
the discotheques could start a 
new era in dance times. 

"The Hustle" and "Salsou! 
Hustle" are two selections of 
Andre Kostelanetz in his 
recording, "Dance With Me" 
i Columbia 34352). Other tunes 
include such oldies as "Star¬ 
dust," "September Song," 
"April in Paris," "All the 
Tilings You Are" and "Get Me 
to the Church on Time." 

And Lenny Dee is back with a 
group of old favorites on "Take 
It to the limit" (MCA Records 
MCA-2200). Among the stan¬ 
dards played by Dee and 
musicians with a big band 
sound are "Tangerine," "Deep 
Purple," and "Baby Face." A 
highlight of this album is "I 
Write The Songs." 

Henry Mancini plays some of

If you wonder whatever 
happened to I,ena Home, she's 
still around and looking and 
singing just the way she did 
back in the 1940s. Her latest 
album, "I,ena" (RCA BGI.l- 
1799), includes several old-time 
favorites, such as "I've Got the 
World on a String," "My 
Funny Valentine” and "My 
Ship.” It also has "I've Grown 
Accustomed to Her Face" 
from "My Fair Lady" and 
Gershwin's "Someone to 
Watch Over Me." Lena touches 
on the present generation with 
Kris Kristofferson's "I've Got 
to Have You." 

And those who liked the 
music of John Philip Sousa 
should be delighted with 
"Sousa on Review" (Mercury 
SRI 75064).

The Green Thumb 


Day Plants Indoors — Are 
the leaves of your day Diants 
turning yellow? They often do 
this when you brinq the plants 
indoors. Day plants, as we 
mentioned a while back, like it 
cool, especially at night 60 to 65 
degs. F.;. Also they like a well 
drained soil. Too much 
moisture will cause yellowing 
of leaves, as will overfeeding. 
Give them a bright, cool 
window and they'll bloom for 
you all winter. If they start to 
get tall, pinch the tips back and 
root them in water. They make 
good Christmas gifts. The 
double Impatiens (called 
Fancifrills) do not produce 
seed, and are propagated by 
cuttings rooted in perlite, 
water or venniculite. 

Repotting House Plants — If 
house plunts huven’t been 
repotted in a couple of yeurs, it 
might be the reason for poor 
growth. When you knock the 
soil out of the pot, note if the 
root bull is a tangled nuiss. If 
so, you should tuke your 
fingers and tease or break off 
some of the roots to stimulate 
the plant. Badly root-bound 
plants cun even liu ve un inch or 
so of the roots sliced off with a 
razor. Then repot the plant in 
same pot or one next size 
larger. Use a fresh mixture of 
soil, our old stand by: 1 part 
each of sand, peut and loum, 
with some perlite added for 
extra drainage. 

If you happen to have plastic 
or clay pots which have been 
used, there's no reason why 
you can't use them again. 
Plunts grow well in both types 
of pots. Just remember, you 
don't water plastic pots us 
often as you do the eluy pots, 
since plastic does not breathe 
or allow for evaporation.

High prices, 
food shortages 
plague Lisbon

IJSBON (UPI) - When a 
housewife goes shopping in 
IJsbon these days, she has a 
shrinking selection of food¬ 
stuffs to choose from and three 
major lines to face. 

If she tarries too long in the 
bread line, her family will 
likely go without milk for the 
day. Unless she reaches the 
butcher fairly early, she will 
have to take pot luck on buying 
whatever he has left. 

In addition, the prices she 
pays will be stiff, particularly 
if what she wants is imported. 
For example, a can of baked 
beans sells here for 45 escudos 
($1.50), if you can find them. 

One foreign couple who 
recently returned from a 
vacation in France stuffed 
their station wagon with 
unobtainable foods like dill 
pickles for the trip home. They 
told neighbors they found the 
cost of eating in a medium- 
class restaurant on the French 
Riviera cheaper than a lunch in 
the cafe around the comer in 
Lisbon. 

Traveling is Just as ex¬ 
pensive as eating. A 
Volkswagen theoretically costs 
140,000 escudos ($4,500). The 
local dealer says none will be 
available until late next year, 
and "we don't know what the 
price will be then." By then, 
the government has hinted that 
gasoline, now selling for 17.5 
escudos per liter ($2.41 per U.S. 
gallon i, may be rationed. 

On Nov. 1, the cost of all 
forms of public transport rose 
20 to 30 per cent. This came on 
lop of a 50 per cent hike earlier 
this year. 

The zooming prices 
represent the knife edge of the 
government's campaign to halt 
Portugal's overconsumption 
by taxing all but essential 
goods off the nation's shelves. 

In a sweeping austerity plan, 
the government raised the duty- 
on a wide range of imported 
"luxuries" such as household 
appliances and shellfish by 60 
per cent. In addition, importers 
must deposit half the money 
with the government six 
months before the goods 
arrive. 

Economic Planning Minister 
Antonio Sousa said the meas¬ 
ures were necessary to halt 
Portugal's mounting trade 
deficit, which is expected to 
reach 35 billion escudos ($1.13 
billion] this year. That is a lot 
of money in a nation of 10 
million with a gross national 
product of $13 billion. 

The price increases imposed 
by Sousa staggered Portugal's 
already harried consumers. He 
warned worse could come. 

The siege economy being 
constructed by the minority 
socialist government of Prime 
Minister Mario Soares has 
already had one depressing 
effect for many consumers. A 
black market in bacalhau 
fsnlted cod), Portugal's favor¬ 
ite traditional dish, has develo¬ 
ped. 

There is a saying that the 
Portuguese live on hope and 
survive on bacalhau. In the 
opinion of many Portuguese, 
the nation now is in short 
supply of both.

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One man effort yields 
scientific breakthrough

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
discovery of a completely new 
basic scientific principle today 
usually is a team effort em¬ 
ploying hundreds of experts 
and billions of dollars, but a 
Palisades, N.J., electrochemi¬ 
cal scientist appears to have 
done it all by himself. 

He is Norman Haber, who 
/uns a little company called 
Haber Instruments. He is a 
namesake, but not a relative, 
of Fritz Haber, the German 
scientist who, along with 
Georges Claude of France, 
discovered how to fix nitrogen 
from the air and thus freed 
Europe from the necessity of 
importing vast tonnages of 
nitrate fertilizers. 

Haber's discovery', on which 
he recently obtained broad 
patent protection after eight 
years of research, is called 
electromolecular propulsion. It 
is a very complex method of 
separating organic, inorganic 
and biological materials. Mal¬ 
colm Hubbard, a former 
assistant director of the Lin¬ 
coln Laboratory at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has described 
EMP as a tremendous 
potential step forward in 
chemistry and physics. 

If it lives up to its promise. 
Haber expects EMP to: 

— Provide rapid mass 
screening in toxicology and in 
such other medical and biologi¬ 
cal fields as cancer research 
and genetic screening. 

— To generally speed up 
refining in metallurgy and 
chemistry and pharmaceutical 
manufacturing. 

- To greatly improve elec¬ 
trophotography. 

Technically, EMP has the 
potential to replace 
chromatography and elec¬ 
trophoresis, two com¬ 
paratively modern techniques 
that replaced the old fashioned 
qualitative analysis chemists 
used in the 1920s. EMP js too 
intricate to describe readily 
but it overcomes a basic 
handicap of other sophisticated 
electrical ways of separating 
materials by being able to 
employ very high voltages 
without producing significant 
amounts of heat. 

This makes it possible to 
create very compact equip¬ 
ment. even pocket-sized devi¬ 
ces. 

Much more importantly, it 


makes it possible to separate 
fairly rapidly materials that 
are extremely difficult and 
costly to divide by other 
processes. 

Such exotic metals as hafni¬ 
um and zirconium and such 
rare earths as ytterbium, 
lutetium. erbium and thulium 
are extremely important to 
space age science and in¬ 
dustry. These exotic products 
usually are found in com¬ 
bination in nature and the 
difficulty of separating and 
refining them is a bigger factor 
in their high cost than their 
actual rarity. EMP could bring 
down the final refined cost of 
these valuable exotic 
materials. 

Haber, who was educated at 
Brooklyn College, now is 46. He 


started his New Jersey instru¬ 
ment business in 1967 and 
began research on EMP the 
next year. 

He designed and sold several 
successful instruments but he 
needed capital to finance EMP 
research. His wife put in some 
money which she had received 
as war reparations from 
Germany and after arduous 
negotiations. Haber succeeded 
in floating a $400,000 stock 
issue. His company has about 
900 public stockholders but he 
and his family still own more 
than 70 per cent of it. 

Among the instruments 
Haber invented is one called 
Blendex, which uses a high 
speed stream of air to mix dry 
powders efficiently. 
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New facts on diabetes tie it into blindness and death 
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Diabetes is now the leading 
cause of new cases of blindness 
in the U.S. 

According to Myrtis 
McSweeney, R.N., president of 
the New England and Affiliate 
of the American Diabetes 
Association in Upper Falls, this 
is just one of the shocking 
statistics disclosed by the 
National Commission on 
Diabetes in its report to the 
U.S. Congress within the past 
year. 


Diabetes, together with its 
complications, is now the third 
leading cause of death in the 
United States, claiming over 
300,000 lives each year. The 
latest figures show that 
diabetes directly affects as 
many as 10,000.000 Americans, 
with 600,000 additional cases of 
diabetes diagnosed in the U.S. 
every year. 

During this year, November 
has been designated National 
DiabetesMonth. The American 
Diabetes Association plans to 


Keeping up with costs of 
adding and replacing 
lifesaving equipment, as well 
as making necessary 
renovations to accommodate 
demand for services, is the 
goal of Newton Wellesley 
Hospital's annual fund-raising 
campaign for 1250,000 now 
under way. 

The hospital has two sources 
of funds for these purposes. 
One, the depreciation fund, 
allows reimbursement based 
only on the cost at the time of 
purchase, not on today’s 
replacement cost. 

For example, a gamma 
camera, an important 
diagnostic tool in screening for 
cardiac surgery, needs to be 
replaced this year. The price is 
now $90,000, while the price 
nine years ago was $28,000. 

The depreciation fund is 
insufficient for buying new 
equipment or updating 
facilities such as next year's 
planned renovation in the 
eme-geney unit and admitting. 

The second source of funds — 
annual gifts for capital pur¬ 
poses - - must be heavily relied 


on for major purchases and 
improvements. 

The Board of Trustees’ 
Development Committee, 
chaired by Edward H. Mank of 
Wellesley, must raise $250,000 
in annual gifts this year, far 
more than has even been 
raised before in the hospital's 
annual appeal. 

A successful effort will close 
the gap between available 
funds from the depreciation 
fund and the hospital's needs. 
Aside from necessary 
renovation projects to ac¬ 
commodate new services and 
expand others, there is $ 88,000 
worth of must-dos to meet the 
requirements of the Joint 
Commission for the 
Accreditation of Hospitals. 

Serving with Mank as vice- 
chairman of the committee is 
Samuel Frankenheim, a 
Newton resident.

make November the high point 
of its year-round battle against 
diabetes, through an in¬ 
tensified campaign of 
education, detection and fund 
raising. 

Last year's campaign 
enabled the Association to 
invest $1.3 million in diabetes 
research and a similar amount 
in patient education. A quarter 
million Americans received 
free tests for diabetes and 
many millions more were 


made aware of the warning 
signals. 

President McSweeney said 
"Besides causing blindness, 
diabetes has many other 
complications. Its impact can 
be felt on virtually all systems 
of the body. 

"Diabetes - caused car¬ 
diovascular degeneration 
alone can lead to premature 
hardening of the arteries, 
hypertension, stroke, heart 
attacks, kidney disease and 


gangrene which frequently 
leads to amputation," she said. 

The discovery of insulin in 
1921 was a milestone in 
diabetes research. It gave the 
diabetic some control over the 
disease and allows him or her 
to live an almost normal life. 
But according to President 
McSweeney even insulin 
sometimes cannot prevent the 
dreaded complications. 

"The only answer is a cure," 
said President McSweeney. 


"Our aim during November is 
to make the public aware of the 
dangers of diabetes and to ask 
for financial assistance to 
continue our work. 

Every time someone makes 
a contribution-be it time or 
money-we're one step closer to 
a cure."

The Mount Alvemia High 
School has announced a free 
milk policy for school children 
unable to pay the full price of 
milk served in schools under 
the special federally funded 
milk program. The school 
officials have adopted a family 
size-income criteria for use in 
determining eligibility. 


A family of four must usually 
have a gross income of less 
than $7,130 for a child to be 
eligible. For each additional 
child the grass income limit 
increases about $1,000. 

In addition, families not 
meeting this criteria but with 
other special hardship con¬ 
ditions due to unusually high 
medical expenses, shelter 
costs in excess of 30 percent of 
income, special education 
expenses due to the mental or 
physical condition of a child, 
and disaster or casualty losses 
are urged to apply. 

Furthermore, children 
having parents or guardians 
who become unemployed arc 
eligible for free milk during the 
period of unemployment, 
provided that the loss of in¬ 
come causes the family income 
during the period of unem¬ 


ployment to be within the 
eligibility criteria. Should your 
income or family size change, 
contact the approving official. 

Parents should clearly un- J 
derstand that every milk I 
served in schools is subsidized | 
by federal reimbursements. | 
Therefore, there should be no j 
reluctance to apply for free i 
milk. The intent of this 
program is to improve the 
nutrition of all children. ■ 

Application forms have been j 
sent home with a letter to i 
parents. The information 
provided on the application will 
be confidential and will be used I 
only for the purpose of I 
determining eligibility. 

The policy also provides that | 
there will be no overt iden- , 
tification and-or 
discrimination against any 
child because of his race, sex, 
color, national origin, in the 
operation of the child feeding 
programs.

Two hundred years ago, 
American families ate bacon, 
corn cakes and rum — tan¬ 
tamount to the popularity of 
the hamburger today.

Chestnut Hill resident 
Laurence M. Corwin, Ph.D., 
professor of microbiology and 
nutritional sciences at Boston 
University School of Medicine 
(BUSM), has been awarded 
$100,000 by the American 
Cancer Society for a study 
entitled "Polyunsaturated 
Fatty Acids and Cancer.” 

The purpose of the study is to 
investigate factors related to 
the effects of diet on the cause 
and possible prevention of 
cancer. High levels of 
cholesterol and saturated fatty 
acids have already been linked 
to heart disease. Many 
Americans have adopted diets 
aimed at increasing the 
polyunsaturated fatty acid 
(PUFA) content of their diets. 
Among the ways of increasing 
PUFA in a diet are to use com 
oil instead of butter, and to eat 
fewer eggs. 

The BUSM project will study 
whether a change in diet to 
unsaturated fats has any ef¬ 
fects on cancer. Corwin and his 
associates have already ob¬ 
tained some evidence that 
certain test-tube-grown cancer 
cells lose some of their 
characteristic qualities when 
the supply of PUFA is 


decreased, coming to resemble 
normal cells. 

Even when PUFA is still 
present, the addition of vitamin 
E appears to prevent the 
production of tumor cell 
characteristics. Other 
preliminary evidence obtained 
from cultured cells indicates 
that the effects of a PUFA 
decrease and an addition of 
vitamin E could involve the 
growth of a tumor virus 
associated with cancer cells. 

Other Boston University 
School of Medicine faculty 
members having a major role 
in the research project are 
Selwyn A. Broitman, Ph.D., of 


Newton Highlands, a professor 
of microbiology and Eva R. 
Kashket, Ph.D., of Newton 
Centre, an associate professor 
of microbiology. 

Corwin holds bachelor’s 
degrees from the University of 
Chicago and Syracuse 
University and received his 
Ph.D. from Wayne State 
University in Detroit. He has 
served as a research assistant 
in the division of biochemistry 
at Walter Reed Army Institute 
of Research, Washington, D.C. 
He has also been a visiting 
professor at Royal Free 
Hospital Medical School in 
London.

Marriott." She noted that the assessors 
have until Dec. 20 to amend their tax bills 
to the Marriott, and that if taxes are 
found to be deficient for previous years 
there is a legal course that can be 
followed for their payment. 

Small termed the discussions "fruit¬ 
ful." They have already, he said, led to 
"further discussions and examination of 
the Marriott tax situation with the city." 

Several months ago Small called the 
assessors on the carpet over an 
abatement granted the Marriott that 
resulted in a tax decrease of $125,000, 
down to $582,000. 

The assessors defended their granting 
the abatement by saying that their action 
was correct on the basis of the figures 
provided by the Marriott. 


Small then questioned the veracity of 
the Marriott figures, and claimed that he 
had different information than that 
provided by the hotel. 

After an unsuccessful effort legally to 
block access to abatement data by the 
Board of Aldermen, the Marriott agreed 
to meet with city officials. 

Mayor Mann said there will be another 
meeting on Monday to discuss "what 
appear to be errors uncovered by the 
chairman of Finance.” 

Small observed, “ ‘Errors’ — your 
word, not mine, Mr. Mayor." 

The Finance Committee met in 
executive session last Monday to discuss 
practices and procedures of the 
Assessing Department in relation to 
business properties, among which was 


the Marriott. 

It will hold another session this coming 
Monday. 

Mayor Mann said, "I am displeased 
with certain information that is lacking 
that I have asked for from the Assessing 
Department. There is no table of 
organization, no outline of procedures, no 
liaison with the court-appointed master 
for revaluation." 

"Procedurally, we’re going to improve 
the operation. There will be an 
examination by the Executive Depart¬ 
ment and a subcommittee of the Finance 
Committee." 

Small, asked whether he thinks there 
will be large-scale problems with other 
commercial properties, said, "I see 
nothing that resembles the Marriott."

BOSTON 1 UPI 1 -The topic 
is lost and found. 

In the past 12 months the 
Patriots and Bruins have lost 
top players and have found 
unforeseeable success through 
a newly emerged team concept 
of play. The Celtics also have 
lost a prime mover and now 
are finding out whether they 
can maintain their basketball 
supremacy through harder 
work and more reliance on 
other players. 

The Red Sox? What they lost 
was a winning attitude and 
what they found out was that 
they cannot win consistently 
without total dedication. 

That dedication and single¬ 
ness of purpose are the crucial 
_elements in the Patriots' 
“reversal from a ragged 3-11 
group last to an 63 unit that 
appears headed for the NFL 
playoffs 

For five years Jim Plunkett 
was "the franchise." The 
trouble was the entire team 
revolved around Plunkett, a 
man with a golden arm but 
with questionable leadership 
ability. 

The outcry was deafening 
when the Patriots decided to let 
the former Heisman Trophy 
winner write his own ticket to 
San Francisco. But the 
Patriots entered this season 
with a new outlook. 


"Things were different this 
year right from training 
camp," said fullback Sam 
Cunningham. "There was a 
special feeling. We felt that we 
had the talent and could be a 
good football team if we 
worked together. Now we all 
feel close to one another." 

Early in the year Steve 
Grogan carried them, and 
when he stumbled the defense 
picked up the Patriots 
Everything came together. 
The addition of Mike Haynes 
and Tim Fox to the defensive 
backfield have turned the 
Patriots' weakest are into their 
strongest. 

Some seemingly unim¬ 
portant acquisitions — like Jim 
Romaniszyn, A1 Chandler, 
Dick Conn and Jess Phillips — 
converted a woeful special 
team into a positive force. 

The credit has to go to Chuck 
Fairbanks and his staff for 
their judgment of draft picks 
and free agents.

Cheevers, has made the loss of 
Bobby Orr and Phil Esposito 
look like the right moves. 

lyingtime Bruin members, 
who toiled in support of 
superstars Orr and Esposito, 
now are playing to potential 
because of increased respon¬ 
sibility. Don Marcotte, Gregg 
Sheppard, Wayne Cashman, 
Terry O'Reilly and others are 
playing the best hockey of their 
careers. 

The acquisition of Brad 
Park, Jean Ratelle and ac¬ 
curate shooting Peter McNab 
has helped, but those players' 
willingness to adapt to 
Cherry's system have made 
the difference. 

Tom Fleinsohn's problem 
with the Celtics is a slightly 
different one. Unlike the the 
Bruins and Patriots who chose 
to let their stars leave, the 
Celtics were forced into 
playing without Dave Cowens. 
When Cowens, the NBA's most 
aggressive center, took an 
indefinite leave of absence 
early this month, Heinsohn had 
to alter the Celtics' style.

Naviaux gets axe 
as UConn grid coach 


STORHS, Conn. (UPl) - 
University of Connecticut head 
football coach l-arry Naviaux 
was fired Monday after the 
Huskies closed oul their worst 
season in school history with a 
2-9 record. 

UConn Athletic Director 
John Toner announced the 
dismissal of Naviaux, who 
came to Connecticut in 1973 
after a fouryear stint as head 
football coach at Boston 
University. 

The decision was "a difficult 
one" but "one 1 was compelled 


to reach at this tune," Toner 
said Monday. 

Naviaux. 39, was in his fourth 
year at the UConn helm. His 
learns slipped from an 62-1 log 
in 1973, the best in the school’s 
history, to 4-6 in 1974 and 4-7 
last year before the disastrous 
season that ended Saturday 
with a 41-40 loss to Holy Cross. 

Naviaux, who said after 
Saturday's loss he wouldn’t 
quit because he fell he had 
done nothing wrong, took the 
disnussal in stride. 
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Highlands doctor awarded 
medical research prize 
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Canadiens in a league by themselves 


Donald M. Small, M.D. of 
Newton Highlands, Boston 
University School of Medicine 
professor of medicine and 
biochemistry and chief of the 
University Hospital biophysics 
section, recently received the 
Eppinger Prize, an in¬ 
ternational award given every 
two years for outstanding 
contributions to the study of 
liver disease and liver 
physiology. 

Dr. Small accepted the 
award in Basel, Switzerland, 
during the week-long Fourth 
International Liver Con¬ 
ference. He shared the prize 
with Jan Sjovall, M.D,, of 
Stockholm University, who 
made important contributions 
to bile acid chemistry, and 
Alan Hofmann, M.D.' of Mayo 
Clinic, who contributed to our 
understanding of bile acid 
physiology. 

Small's research opened the 
way for possible development. 
of drugs to dissolve gallstones 
and reduce the necessity for 
surgical removal of the 
gallbladder. 

Until recently, the only 
treatment for gallstones was 
surgery. Small, who feels that 
surgery' is safe and effective 
for those who produce stones, 
says stone formers I those who 
produce abnormal bile but 
have not yet formed 
gallstones) might benefit from 
drug therapy that is presently 
being tested. 

Small feels that within five to 
10 years a safe and effective 
method will be developed for 
preventing gallstone disease in 
high-risk groups and for 


dissolving "silent" gallstones. 

Small graduated from 
Occidental College in 
California in 1964 and received 
his M.D. degree from the 
University of California (Los 
Angeles» Medical School in 
1960. He carried out his 
postgraduate training in in¬ 
ternal medicine at University 
Hospital. 

From )963 to 1965 he served 
as a National Institutes of 
Health fellow in physical 
chemistry at the Service de 
Biophysique Institute Pasteur 
in Paris. He became an in¬ 
structor in medicine at Boston 
University School of Medicine 
in 1965 and was appointed a 
professor of medicine in 1973. 
He also heads up the 
Biophysics Division of the 
Evans Memorial Department 


of Clinical Research at 
University Hospital. 

For his studies on cholesterol 
gallstone formation and cir¬ 
culation of bile acids. Small 
has received several awards 
since 1972. 

Small serves on the editorial 
board of "Gastroenterology" 
and is a subeditor of the 
"Journal of lipid Research." 
He is the author of more than 50 
original research papers and is 
quoted widely in publications 
dealing with diseases of the 
liver, advances in gallstone 
research and more recently 
with lipoprotein structure and 
the pathogenesis of 
atherosclerosis. 

Dr. Small lives at 17 Norman 
Rd., Newton Highlands, with 
his wife, Elisabeth, and two 
sons, Geoffrey and Philip.

Lyndon Associates 
received the Progressive 
Architecture First Design 
Award in 1970 for its design of 
Brown University’s Pembroke 
dormitories, a complex of four 
buildings for 200 students. 

The firm recently completed 
work on renovation of a section 
of MIT’s Building 7 for the 
Rotch Visual Collections. 

A native of Highland Park, 
Mich., Prof. Lyndon received 
the A.B. and M.F.A. degrees 
from Princeton University in 
1957 and 1959. He came to MIT 
from the University of Oregon 
where he was head of the 
Department of Architecture 
from 1964-67. 

While head of the MIT 
Department of Architecture, 
he was visiting professor at the 
Bartlett School of Architec¬ 
ture, University College, 
London (winter of 1970), and at 
the Department of Architec¬ 
ture, University of California 
at Berkeley (spring of 1973). 
From 1975-76 he was Kea 
Distinguished Professor at the 
School of Architecture, 
University of Maryland. 

Prof. Lyndon has served on 
many MIT committees, in¬ 
cluding the Corporation Joint 
Advisory Committee, the Press 
Editorial Board, and the 
Building Committee. Recently 
he chaired the Arts Advisory 
Group, which prepared a 
report on MIT’s needs for 
facilities to support the arts 
programs.

He was appointed public works com¬ 
missioner in January, 1976, effective in 
April. The city had been without a per¬ 
manent director of public works for 
almost three years. 

By that time the city was faced with a 
crisis over method of rubbish collection, 
mounting problems with the new Newton 
North High School, theft of city payroll 
records, a Street Department strike, and 
finally the purchase of new equipment 
and the need for a new public works 
garage, newton...Larson...4 

Mayor Mann this week said, “We’re 
trying to find a better technique for 
handling the city’s business besides 
meetings every night”' recognizing the 


long hours required not only of Larson but 
some other department heads. 

The mayor called I .arson "a man of 
honor and loyalty, a man who values 
quality and strives for excellence," In a 
letter to Larson accepting his 
resignation. 

This week the mayor said he and 
I .arson were good friends as well as 
colleagues and he sincerely hopes that 
Larson can "continue to be of value to the 

city." 

Larson told the mayor he wants to be 
around when the new rubbish trucks are 
delivered, when the first heavy snow 
falls, and when the reorganization plan, 
which was lost in the shock of his 


resignation, is discussed by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Larson's resignation caused con¬ 
sternation among several City Hall 
departments besides the mayor’s office. 

Murdoch Fraser, president of the City 
Hall Associates, said Larson was 
"always fair" to everybody, and Plan¬ 
ning Director Charles Thomas com¬ 
mented that Larson was Invaluable in 
helping him get his projects done. 

Larson's unfailing honesty regarding 
problems, costs, and questions to which 
he did not know the answers earned him 
the respect and courtesy of the often 
querulous Board of Aldermen. . 

The mayor has already begun in¬ 
terviewing candidates for the Job.

Newton Redevelopment Authority for a 
federal urban renewal project 
A spokesman for the Boston Area HUD 
office confirmed reports given at last 
week's Newton Community Development 
Authority meeting that New Falls 
Associates has received a "reservation of 
funds" for the housing project 
The units will go on land along the north 
side of Washington Street, west of the new 
Spaulding and Slye office building. 

The "reservation” means that HUD 
has found the developer’s preliminary 
proposal to be satisfactory under the 221 
fd)(4), Section 8 program, said Ed 
Murphy of HUD’s housing division. 

Next, New Falls must send In a final 


proposal which HUD has to review and 
approve. 

That process usually takes six to seven 
months, Murphy said. 

HUD officials offered several reasons 
for the delay in funding action since Haim 
Eliachar of Hilon Corporatlo won the 
contract from the Newton Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority in November,1975. 

Hilon has now become New Falls 
Associates. 

Linda Ellenbogen, the Newton 
representative at Boston HUD, said that 
in 1975 new construction in urban renewal 
areas was being tunneled through the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency, 


rather than HUD. 

MHFA determined that a "moral 
commitment" should be made to the 
l,ower Falls project, she said. 

By that time’ however, MHFA had no 
funds left, she added. 

Another factor was the change in 
HUD's fiscal year, Murphy said. 

As of last month, the fiscal year begins 
in October. 

The New Falls housing project won its 
preliminary funding approval for fiscal 
1977whlch just began, Murphy explained. 

Former residents who were displaced 
by the urban renewal project are ex¬ 
pected to have first priority for filling the 
new units. 


Flu scare sent thousands 
seeking shots 


Federal officials backpedaled a bit on their earlier 
confirmation of a case of swine slu in Missouri, but the 
scare was enough to send thousands of Americans to seek 
inoculations. 

"There's nothing like an immediate threat to jolt me out 
of my normal complacency," said Rick Pope, a law student 
at the University of Illinois in Urbana, who said he now 
planned to get a swine flu shot. 

Health officials in several states Tuesday reported thou¬ 
sands of telephone calls from people wanting to know where 
they could get their shots. 

"I have done nothing but had swine flu fits since I got in at 
five ’til eight this morning," said a weary worker at the 
Jackson County Health Department in Independence, Mo. 

The 32-year-old Concordia, Mo., telephone linesman 
whose illness sparked the scare said his bout with the 
disease was not severe. 

"I can't say I was severely ill," said Larry Hardison. "I 
had my appetite and everything, but I just didn’t feel like 
doing anything. I just wanted to lie down and rest and I slept 
a lot.” 

Hardison said he has had no ill effects since recovering 
from his mid-October illness. 

Officials at the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta first 
confirmed Tuesday that Hardison's illness had been the 
nation's first case of swine flu since February. But a few 
hours later they qualified their confirmation. 

“Identification of the Concordia case through blood 
samples is partial confirmation that this is swine flu, but 
there has been no virus insolation and no evidence so far of 
other cases of the swine flu strain," said Stafford Smith, a 
CDC public information officer. 

Although health officials cautioned against speculation of 
an epidemic, the reports produced an immense demand for 
vaccine in Missouri and emergency vaccine shipments 
were flown into the state. 


Reported flu case 
was not really severe 


Dr. Pascal Imperato, New York City’s deputy health 
commissioner in charge of the inoculation program, says 
city health clinics Tuesday answered some 30,000 phone 
calls from persons asking where they could get swine flu 
shots. 

"We haven’t seen an appreciable increase in numbers at 
the clinics yet, but many of those who called indicated they 
planned to get the shots after the Thanksgiving holiday " 
Imperato said. 

3 feet of snow 
on New York 


CONCORDIA, Mo. (UPI) - 
l-arry Hardison was at work 
Tuesday helping install tele¬ 
phones for health officials who, 
in turn, were drawn to his 
small town by reports of the 
telephone linesman's case of 
swine flu. 

Hardison, 32, said his bout 
last month with the suspected 
swine bug was not too severe, 
but he still warned his friends 
not to skip their inoculations. 

"I've been trying to tell 
everybody all day that maybe I 
had a mild case, but I think it's 
serious enough that no one 
should do without flu shots," he 
said. 

Federal health officials 
••partially confirmed” 
Tuesday that Hardison had 
contracted the nation's first 
case of swine flu since 
February. 

Hardison had the disease in 
mid-October. He said his 
symptoms included a burning 
feeling in his chest, a low grade 
fever and a slight cough. 

"I can’t say I was severely 
ill," said Hardison. “I had my 
appetite and everything, but I 


just didn't didn’t feel like doing 
anything. I Just wanted to lay 
down and rest and I slept a lot. 

“I went to the doctor not 
because I was so un¬ 
comfortable but because I 
wanted to get back to work. 
The doctor told me to spend a 
few more days In bed and when 
I felt better I went back to 
work." 

Hardison said he had suf¬ 
fered no after effects from his 
illness and his wife and two 
children had not contracted the 
disease. 

He said he learned Monday 
night his illness was reported 
as swine flu. 

"The doctor called my wife 
and told her that I had had 
swine flu. She told me when I 
got home. I was just as sur¬ 
prised as anyone else to find 
out that I had it." 

He did get a swine flu shot — 
after his illness but before 
learning his case had been 
diagnosed as swine flu. 

"1 think it’s hilarious that I 
had it,” he said, "but I do feel 
that swine flu is nothing to be 
laughed at." 


Residents in a small upstate 
New York community plunged 
yardsticks into snow banks and 
they disappeared Tuesday, a 
snow squil off Lake Erie 
dumped 18 inches in northern 
Ohio and in Utah, ski resort 
owners prayed for such bles¬ 
sings.

Nothing but the best — 'Sly Fox'

I have nothing but good things to say 
about "Sly Fox." One begins to wonder 
about how to put together a successful 
Broadway comedy. First, get a suc¬ 
cessful writer, in this case Larry Gelbart, 
creator of TV's MASH as well as author of 
"A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to 
the Forum." Next, get a successful 
director, in this case, Arthur Penn, who 
directed "Two for the Seesaw” and "The 
Miracle Worker." Then get yourself an 
all-star cast. "Sly Fox" boasts George C. 
Scott, Jack Gilford, Trish Van Devere, 
Gretchen Wyler, and Hector Elizondo. 
Bigger shows than this have flopped; 
"Sly Fox" is superb. 

Foxwell J. Sly is the ultimate con man, 
wheeler dealer, opportunist, or 
whatever name you can supply. He ex¬ 
ploits human weakness. His treasure 
chest is filled with booty of weak humans. 
If a sucker is born every minute, Sly is 
the midwife. If a fool and his money are 


soon parted. Sly is the wedge. His protege 
is Simon Able, a man who gambled his 
youth away. Sly bought up Abie's 
markers from all over town; Able is thus 
indebted. Able assists Sly and gradually 
hopes of economic freedom. 

Sly's latest ploy is feigning illness so 
that "friends" will outdo each other 
bearing gifts, hoping to be named sole 
heir to Sly’s fortune. Sly’s lawyer, aptly 
named Craven, Ls one. It is difficult to 
decide what term best applies to Craven, 
weasel or vulture. Jethro Crouch is an 
ancient old man who revels in death. He 
is so old, he loves watching those around 
him die. Abner Truckle is maniacal in his 
jealousy for his wife. Miss Fancy is a 
prostitute. These characters are plotted 
and set up against one another by Sly and 
Able, who relentlessly bear down on the 
human weakness of each, for their own 
gain. 

"Sly Fox" is quite bawdy, and 
unabashed in its humor. It is human 
weakness and other aspects of human 
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George C. Scott 


beings which bear the brunt of the humor. 
It all works splendidly. The pace never 
slacks. Each character is a joy to watch. 
Most importantly, all of the above blends 
into a marvelous production. "Sly Fox" Is 
clearly the best comedy to play Boston in 
recent memory. 

Gelbart's script Is to-the-point, both on 
a philosophic and entertainment level. 
Some of his lines are rapiers, others 
bludgeons; all hit the mark. 

George C. Scott lives up to every ex¬ 
pectation and more. His characterization 
of Sly is flawless. He evens takes on a 
second role as the Judge in a manner 
reminiscent of "Boy, you in a heap a 
trouble." With Scott, one is watching a 
master at work. 

Hector Elizondo is excellent as Simon 
Able. He wisely plays his role with 
restraint, letting Gelbart's punch lines 
take care of themselves, which they do. 
As much on stage as is Scott, Elizondo 
does no worse. 

Jack Gilford verbally squeaks his way 
through as Crouch. This old pro gets his 
share of the laughs. Trish Van Devere is 
excellent as the religious and prurient 
Mrs. Truckle, for whom everyone lusts. 

John Heffeman and Bob Dishy are fine 
as lawyer Craven and Abner Truckle, 
respectively. Gretchen Wyler plays Miss 
Fancy. Captain Crouch is the sole heir to 
his father’s fortune. Being a naval hero as 
well as an heir, he appropriately has a 
high opinion of himself. Burly John 
Ramsey plays Captain Crouch, and is the 
bain of Sly. With Captain Crouch as the 
plaintiff, Sly appears in court. 

The sex-starved Chief of Police, who 
can't keep away from Mrs. Truckle is 
hilariously played by James Gallery. 
Howland Chamberlin is funny as the 
Court Clerk who is always a minute or 
two behind. When a critic hasn’t one bad 
thing to say about a play, the director is to 
be commended. Arthur Penn has put 
together a terrific production. 

The quality in this production is con¬ 
sistent. Beautiful costumes are designed 
by Albert Wolsky. The production is 
designed and lighted by George Jenkins. 

"Sly Fox" can’t help being a smash

The Newton Country Players are 
presenting a very lively production of 
"How to Succeed in Business Without 
-Really Trying.” 

A story about an amibitious young 
window washer who scales the corporate 
ladder by adhering to what he reads in a 
book aptly titled "How to Succeed...," the 
show abounds with amusing characters 
who play a part in J. Pierpont Finch’s 
meteroic rise. Nepotism has gotten the 
obnoxious and sniveling Bud Frump as 
far as he has gone, being the boss' 
nephew. And when things do not go his 
way, Frump goes running to mother who 
will call her sister who, in turn, will bend 
the ear of her husband, the boss. Not 
surprisingly, the boss, J.B. Biggley, can’t 
stand his nephew, is a squealing, buxom 
ex-cigarette 

Who he can stand, though, is a 
squealing, buxom ex-cigarette girl whom 
he hires from the steno pool, Hedy 
LaRue. Necks turn and eye pop whenever 
she is around. Twenty-five-year company 
man, Twimble, instructs Finch how to 
avoid the corporate ax. The patient- 
romantic-interest-behind-the-man is 
Rosemary, whose sidekick is Smitty. The 
theme behind Finch’s success is cynical 
corporate politics, that is, who you know, 
how good you can get in with him, and 
how fast you can use him to achieve your 
goal. 

The most important factor in the 
success of this show is Rick Sozny who is 
almost always on stage, as Finch. Though 
physically a cross between Dustin Hoff¬ 
man and Milton Berle, Sozny employs an 
abundance of charm as well as talent. He 
smoothly maintains consistency in his 
role while going from one job up to the 
next. Sozny has a very good singing voice, 
and while he performs every song 
commendably, he really gets into 
"Brotherhood of Man." He deserved the 
raucous applause he received at the 
curtain call, newton...How to Succeed...3 

Sharon Petti was terrific in her 
characterization of Hedy LaRue. While 
not afraid to put her most notable assets 
first and foremost, Petti squeals in her 
verbal manner and with pinpoint ac¬ 
curacy emphasizes her fine comic 
timing. The audience loved her every bit 
as much as Sozny. 

Another top-flight performance is given 
by Bill Storey as Bud Frump. Envious of 
Finch's success, Frump does whatever 
he can to stop the juggernaut. Storey, in 


his role of Frump, physically resembles 
silent movie star, Harold Lloyd. Storey 
plays to the audience well, and is just 
plain funny. 

Though he occasionally looks at the 
floor and extends his arms too often in 
gesture, Harvey Silverman is good as 
Biggley 

One of many highpoints in the show is 
Danny Kosow, as Twimble, singing "The 
Company Way" with Finch. It was 
simply one scene with two fine per¬ 
formers. 

The biggest disappointment is Wendy 
Silverman as Rosemary. She displayed a 
very good singing voice and her solos 
were a pleasure to listen to, but the 
female lead simply has to lend more than 
that to her performance. She simply went 
through her lines with no effect. Though 
evident that she was trying, her ultimate 
impact was such that Rosemary could 
have been written out of the show and not 
be missed. The sound system through 
which the Book Voice spoke was bad 
enough, but when the off-stage Book

Voice, Kevin Lowenthal, blew his lines, it 
was intolerable. 

Skip Portney, Stu Kazin, Amy Burack, 
Mike Sturgeon, and Dick Rousseau were 
fine in minor roles. Joan Malatesta once 
again impresses everyone with her ex¬ 
cellent soprano voice, this time as 
Biggley’s secretary Miss Jones singing in 
"Brotherhood of Man." 

Amusing cameo roles as scrubwomen 
are played by Louise Cohen and Cynthia 
McCaig. Both the mens' and women’s 
choruses sang very well and made their 
presence felt, especially in “Coffee 
Break" and "A Secretary Is Not a Toy."

The American Society of Interior Designers, the largest 
organization of professional interior designers in the world, 
was formed January 1, 1975, by the consolidation of the 
American Institute of Interior Designers (AID) and the 
National Society of Interior Designers (NSID). 

Now, forty-four ASID chapters within the United States, 
have over 15,000 members. 

Paul Vincent, the New England Chapter President says 
“The A.S.I.D. is considered the standard-bearer for the 
interior designer because of its size, rigid membership 
requirements, and unflagging efforts to raise the level of, 
professionalism in the practice of interior design. "It is the 
main force behind the change in the roles and image of the 
professional interior designer in the last decade or two,” he 
added. 

"Few people realize the scope of the interior designers' 
influence touches every area of life in this country. Their 
work extends to low-cost housing, improving the efficiency 
and aesthetics of hospitals, schools, libraries and other 
public buildings. Besides the better-known areas of 
designing homes, offices, restaurants, banks, hotels and 
motels, stores and beauty shops, they design for the han¬ 
dicapped and the agecf, design churches, theaters, funeral 
homes, and even sports stadiums. Mr. Vincent states also, 


“The layman who is impressed with the designer's grasp of 
periods, scale and color will be dazzled by today’s 
professional designer. A knowledge of new fibers and 
finishes, new materials and production techniques, electrical 
technology, building codes, as well as government 
regulations, psychology, flammability standards, product 
performance, and a host of other data, are basic 
requirements for today’s designers." 

Once interior designers were only concerned with the 
interiors, often coping with architectural problems created 
with no concern for interiors. The "feud" between architects 
and designers stimulated designers to broaden their 
knowledge, which led to their making architectural changes 
and eventually to the realization of everyone concerned that 
interiors can seldom be successful when made "from the 
outside in.” 

Recognition of the fact that basically, all of the living 
experiences take place on the inside of an architectural 
structure - whether it is a home or a hospital - spawned "total 
design," said Mr. Vincent. "Designers are not only part of 
the total design team today, but frequently specify ar¬ 
chitectural changes and exteriors independently of other 
professionals."

Many are 
active in educational and charity programs and other civic 
and community affairs. Many are involved in design for the 
handicapped and the aged, and others are intensely active in 
historic preservation. 

A.S.I.D. has a national awards program, scholarships and 
grants, official competition standards, community affairs 
programs, an Industry Foundation, Student Council, and 
year-round market programs designed to benefit retailers, 
specifiers, dealers and designers. 

It should be noted that A.S.I.D. has six membership 
categories: Professional, Associate, Design Affiliate, 
Education Affiliate, Press Affiliate, Public Relations Af¬ 
filiate, and Student Affiliate; plus Industry Foundation 
Participants. Only the Professional Members are permitted 
to use the ASID appellation - or FASID, which indicates 
they have been elected a Fellow (the highest honor the 
Society can bestow on a member) - without further 
clarification. * * „

A One-Page Introduction 
To Component Stereo 


Receivers 

The heart of almost all component systems is the 
receiver. The receiver combines tuner and amplifier on one 
chassis. All major operating controls are located on the 
receiver. The most important controls are the volume, on/off. 
program selector, and tuning knob. These are the major 
controls you’ll be using—most others—except for the tape 
monitor switches (if you own a tape recorder) are "set and 
forget." 

What Should You Look For? 

Power output is the major criterion for evaluating 
receivers. Power output is now meaningful, since power 
measuring has been standardized by the Federal Trade 
Commission. Now, all ratings must be given on a wideband 
basis, with stated distortion. 

How Much Power Do You Need? 

You can buy receivers with anywhere from ten watts a 
channel to almost 160 watts a channel. How much power do 
you need? The answer depends on how loud you want to 
listen to music, what type of speakers you're using, and how 
large your listening area is. 

Bear in mind one thing, though. Power output is only 
very loosely related to how loud a stereo will play. This is 
because your ears are set up on a logarithmic basis. You 
have to virtually double amplifier power to make a small 
increase in the apparent loudness of your stereo! For 
example, a 50 watt-per-channel receiver will not play twice as 
loud as a 25 watt-per-channel receiver—it will only play a 
little louder! 

What a 50 watt-per-channel receiver will do, however, 
will be to sound 'cleaner' and 'more natural.' This is because 
music will be reproduced with less distortion: the musical 
details will not be hidden by distortion. 

Installation 

Always make sure the receiver has adequate air circu¬ 
lation around it, for extended life. 

Record Players 

There are two types of record players: automatic 
turntables and single-play turntables. Automatic turntables 
permit up to six records to be stacked and played in order. 
The major names in automatics are Garrard, Dual, and B.I.C. 

Single-play turntables play only one record at a time. 
You usually have to lower the tonearm onto the lead-in 
groove of the record, and pick-up the tonearm at the end of 
the record. (A limited number of automated single-play turn¬ 
tables are also available, which do this for you.) The major 
names in single-play turntables are Pioneer and Kenwood. 

Three Types Of Mechanisms.... 

Most turntables today use a belt-drive. The belt is elas¬ 
tic enough to filter out motor vibrations from the turntable 
platter, to eliminate rumble. 

The older type of drive is the idler-wheel. The idler- 
wheel is made of a soft material, which—like the belt—is 
designed to filter out rumble. 

Direct-drive turntables are newest. They use a special 
slow-speed motor which rotates at the same speed as the 
turntable platter. The spindle of the platter is actually the top 
of the motor armature! 


Which Is For You? 

The thing to remember is it's not the type of turntable 
drive that’s important, it's the total performance of the 
turntable. 

Look to these things when choosing a turntable: shock 
mounting. This protects the turntable from being bounced 
around by footsteps. Cueing. Cueing permits you to easily 
and safely raise and lower the tonearm. Cueing should be 
convenient and operate with precision. Tonearm. The better 
the tonearm, the less friction the tonearm will exhibit. Precision 
tonearms contribute to extended record life. 

Locate the turntable next to the receiver, as far away 
from the speakers as possible. (If the speakers are too close, 
and you play music too loud, acoustic feedback will result.) 

Do not extend the wires from the turntable to the receiver, as 
you’ll lose high frequencies. 

Speakers 

Speakers are the part of a stereo that most directly 
influences the sound quality. 

Definitions 

There are three basic speaker types. Acoustic suspen¬ 
sion speakers use a totally sealed cabinet. Acoustic suspen¬ 
sion speakers are best represented by Advent. (Indeed, 

Henry Kloss, who founded Advent, was one of the originators 
of the acoustic suspension speaker.) The advantage of 
acoustic suspension speakers is that they can deliver real 
deep bass—down to the lowest organ notes—from relatively 
small cabinets. 

Bass-reflex, or ported, speakers have a hole—some 
times a tube—to permit sound waves from the back of the 
speaker to reinforce the front. J.B.L. is probably the leading 
name here. The advantage of ported designs is they usually 
have higher efficiency than acoustic suspension types, so 
they will play louder. 

The third type of speakers uses a horn to further 
increase efficiency. Again, the pay-off is in the higher volume 
levels, but the trade-off is larger cabinet size and some color¬ 
ation of the music.
